INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF 


GEORGE  W.  GARDNER,  Mayor  Elect. 


Mayor's  Message, 


Gentlemen  : — An  address  by  an  outgoing  officer  to 
an  incoming  administration  is  new  to  our  city .  This 
being  the  first  occasion  of  that  kind,  I  confess  that, 
under  the  circumstances,  it  is  somewhat  embarrassing. 
But,  prompted  by  common  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
my  native  city  and  its  government,  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  public  good  and  the  hearty  wish  and  hope  that 
you  and  my  successor,  Mr.  Gardner,  may  achieve 
great  success  in  so  performing  the  legislative  and  ex- 
ecutive duties  of  your  respective  positions  as  to  leave 
no  possible  cause  for  complaint,  I  venture  a  few  sug* 
gestions  and  conclusions  for  your  consideration. 

In  the  first  place,  I  desire  to  state  that  I  consider  it 
entirely  unnecessary  to  present  any  detailed  or  elabor- 
ate statement  of  the  finances  of  the  city,  that  having 
been  explicitly  placed  before  you  and  the  public  in  the 
recently  published  report  of  the  City  Auditor.  The 
present  total  indebtedness  is  ^7,313,907. 55,  the  increase 
in  which  over  former  vears  is  attributable  to  the  ex- 
tensive  character  of  recent  city  improvements,  such 
as  large  main  sewers,  the  Kingsbury  run  viaduct,  and 
a  large  amount  of  stone  paving  and  other  work  that 
was  necessary. 

I  called  the  attention  of  the  last  two  councils  to  the 
necessity  of  having  all  city  departments  so  organized 
that  the  one  set  of  books  in  the  Auditor's  office  would 
show  the  transactions  and  condition  of  every  depart- 
ment. This  they  tried  to  remedy  by  recommending 
legislation  that  would  bring  the  Water  Works  board

and  the  Police  and  Cemetery  Boards  under  the  same 
general  scrutiny  that  wisely  pertains  to  other  depart- 
ments.   The  effort,  however^  failed,  as  our  senators 
did  not  appreciate  or  understand  the  situation,  and 
effectually  opposed  the  measure.     That  the  matter 
may  not  be  lost  sight  of  I  menticai  it  again,  with  the 
statement    that  the    management    of   the  cemetery 
department    for  many    years,  under  the    prevailing 
system,  does  not  shine  so  as  to  cast  pleasant  shadows- 
Of  the  Water  Works  department  but  little  is  known,  as 
it  is  as  near  a  close  corporation  as  could  be  devised* 
Its  salaries  are  high  and  not  subject  to  approval  by  the 
council.     Its  employes  are  numerous,  and  expendi- 
tures for  various  purposes  very  great.  Yet  that  depart- 
ment handles  its  own  funds  without  other  scrutiny, 
and  draws  from  the  treasury  in  lump  for  pa> -rolls  and 
bills  that  ds>  not  pass  through  the  same  channels  of 
investigation  so  wisely  imposed  on  other  departments. 
The  city  has  only  about  15,000  water  takers  who  call 
at  the  office  to  pay  their  rentals,  and  yet  the  regular 
salary  list  for  secretary  and  engineer's  office  alone,  is 
over  $20,000  per  annum.    The  board  meets  but  once  a 
month,  and  although  a  department  of  long  standing, 
has  never  adopted  any  regular  rules  for  its  govern- 
ment or  the  guidance  of  its  employes.    Supplies  are 
purchased  more  or  less  indiscriminately  by  the  various 
employes,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month,  the  board  ap- 
proves the  claims  ;  and  this  appears  to  be  its  only  duty. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  salaries  of  all  departments 
should  not  be  subjected  to  the  approval  of  the  Council; 
nor  is  there  any  good  reason  why  the  claims  of  all  de- 
partments (including  the  Water  Works  and  Cemetery 
Boards)  should  not  be  paid  through  the  offices  of  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer,  and  be  subjected  to  the  same 
wise  provisions  covering  other  departments. 

While  no  serious  irrregularities  may  have  been  prac- 
ticed, such  fine  opportunities  for  silent  work  should 
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not  be  allowed  to  exist.  On  this  subject,  and  at  the 
present  time,  when  so  many  wise  men  are  devoting 
their  time  and  attention  to  the  invention  of  reformato* 
ry  theories  of  local  government,  I  desire  to  state  as  the 
conclusion  of  my  observation  and  experience,  that  ev- 
ery subsidiary  board  and  department  should  be  under 
the  eye  and  hand  of  the  Council. 

There  should  be  but  one  depository  and  custodian  of 
city  funds,  and  one  general  auditing  department ;  and 
all  tax  levies  should  be  approved  and  confirmed  by 
Council  ordinance.  In  this  category  I  include  the 
school  department  and  library  ;  in  fact,  every  public 
department.  The  Board  of  Education  should  be  very 
much  reduced  in  numbers,  and  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Council,  with  clearly 
defined  duties,  for  the  performance  of  which  the  mem- 
bers should  give  bonds  and  receives  compensatory 
salaries.  And  all  their  acts,  such  as  establishing  salar* 
ies,  contracts  and  levies,  should  be  subject  to  Council 
approval.  The  members  of  all  municipal  boards.  Cem- 
etery, Water  Works,  Police  and  Fire  Boards,  should  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Council,  as  should  also  such  officers  as  the  City  Solicitor 
and  Street  Commissioner.  Every  person  who  has  given 
the  subject  serious  thought  must  admit  that  were  we 
to-day,  as  was  the  case  many  years  ago.  to  elect  by 
popular  vote  the  nominees  of  conventions  for  such 
offices  as  Superintendent  of  the  Infirmary,  City  Civil 
Engineer,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  Chief  of  Police 
and  Market  Master,  that  the  chances  for  failure  and 
incompetency  would  be  greatly  enhanced.  Therefore 
it  is  my  judgment  that  there  is  still  a  large  field  for 
reform  in  our  system. 

In  conclusion,  regarding  the  School  Board,  which 
includes  the  Library  Board,  I  do  not  desire  tjo  be  inter- 
preted as  prompted  by  feeling  on  the  much  discussed 
subject  of  free  books,  but  because  of  a  desire  for  good 
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business  management.  On  the  subject  of  free  books 
there  can  be  but  one  conclusion.  They  should  be  pro- 
vided, but  not  in  the  narrow  sense  or  manner  that  has 
been  proposed.  The  object  should  be  to  encourage 
education,  and  such  books  should  be  free  to  any  resi- 
dent desiring  their  use.  We  have,  and  very  properly, 
a  free  circulating  library  for  mature  students,  in  which 
we  find,  and  justly  so,  even  works  of  fiction  for  amuse- 
ment. We  very  wisely  do  not,  nor  can  we,  discrim- 
inate in  the  loan  of  books  from  this  library,  but  give 
the  use  of  them,  under  proper  regulation,  to  all, 
regardless  of  what  school  may  have  graduated  the 
student,  or  whether  he  ever  attended  school  at  all. 
Therefore,  if  we  believe  that  the  public  should  aid  in 
furthering  edacation  and  increasing  the  facilities  for 
such  education,  we  should  do  it  in  the  broad  demo- 
cratic sen53  of  pablic  expense  for  public  good.  To  do 
this  consistently,  we  should  establish  a  hee  library  of 
school  text  books,  with  only  one  restriction,  which 
should  at  all  times  be  placed  on  all  public  benefits, 
to-wit:  Freedom  from  all  political  or  religious  bias; 
that  is,  non-religious,  non-political  books,  but  books 
for  public  u  '>e,  free  for  that  portion  of  the  public  that 
may  desire,  or  can  use  them,  regardless  of  what 
schools  the  student  may  attend,  whether  atheist,  Jew 
or  Christian,  whether  free  school  or  pay  school,  rich 
or  poor.  This  opportunity  for  aiding  education  should 
be  extended  in  this  manner  and  no  other.  Then  stu- 
dents at  any  school  could  avail  themselves  of  such 
works  as  might  b5  available  for  common  education. 
And  if  the  student  desired  some  particular  form  of 
theology  for  some  particular  school,  a  matter  that  the 
public  has  no  right  to  meddle  with,  he  should  be 
allowed  to  procure  it  as  best  he  might.  But  to  at- 
tempt to  issue  free  books  at  public  expense  for  the 
pupils  of  any  particular  school  would  be  equaled  only 
by  the  theory  that  a  public  bridge  or  street  could  be 
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used  as  a  route  to  school  only  by  those  desiring  to  reach 
a  particular  school.  Common,  general,  elementary 
education  should  be  a  public  desire,  and  its  acquire- 
ment aided  and  managed  regardless  of  the  spirit  mov- 
ing, controlling  or  owning  the  school  or  governing  the 
pedagogue,  provided  the  rudiments  and  elements  of 
education  are  therein  taught. 

On  the  subject  of  reform  in  the  theory  of  our 
municipal  government,  I  congratulate  our  law  makers 
for  the  one  strong  commendable  feature  contained  in 
the  new  aldermanic  law,  the  veto  power  vested  in  the 
Mayor.  This  is  proper  and  wise.  Responsibility  be- 
gets care  and  attention.  ''Everybody's  business  is 
nobody >  business."  Of  the  desirability  of  other 
features  of  the  law  we  can  best  judge  hereafter,  as  all 
depends  on  the  character  and  training  of  the  men  of 
which  the  body  is  composed.  No  machine  is  stronger 
than  its  weakest  part,  and  a  good  machine  cannot  be 
made  of  poor  material.  Let  us  hope  for  good  results. 
A  thing  to  be  kept  in  view,  but  often  forgotten  by  re- 
formers, *and  a  feature  necessary  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  good  results,  no  matter  how  or  when  applied, 
is  consecutiveness,  a  continuance  of  properly  applied 
force.  I  refer  to  the  weak  feature  in  our  system  that 
would  permit  an  entire  change  of  persons  and  mem- 
bership  of  municipal  bodies,  rendering  it  possible  to 
have  unfinished  matters  taken  up  and  disposed  of  by 
entirely  inexperienced  persons.  For  instance,  under 
our  system,  it  is  possible  for  an  important  branch,  the 
Board  of  Improvements,  two  years  hence,  to  be  com- 
posed entirely  of  new  material,  as  the  terms  of  Mayor, 
Engineer,  Street  Commissioner  and  all  the  members  of 
that  board  will  expire  at  once.  At  present,  the  Library 
board,  appointed  by  the  board  of  education,  can  and 
does  go  out  in  its  entirety,  every  two  years.  I  men- 
tion this  feature  that  it  may  be  properly  considered, 
and  because  the  idea  of  such  possibilities,  when  thought 
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of  in  connection  with  our  private  affairs,  if  they  were 
of  any  magnitude,  would  justly  cause  much  concern. 
Our  police  system  as  constituted,  deserves  some  at- 
tention. At  present  the  best  return  for  money  ex- 
pended in'this  direction,  is  hampered  by  provisions  in 
the  law.  There  is  too  much  and  unnecessary  rank 
in  the  department.  For  instance,  in  the  sanitary 
department  we  have  a  class  of  police  sitting  around 
waiting  for  something  to  smell.  Then  we  have  the 
police  force  proper,  with  its  common  patrolmen,  men 
not,  perhaps,  strong  on  scent,  but  well  adapted  for 
common  drunks  and  disorderlies.  We  have  detec- 
tives to  look  wise,  too  proud  to  smell,  and  too  capable 
for  **drunks"and  * 'disorderlies,"  but  splendid  in  their 
contempt  for  other  grades,  jealous  of  the  rest  of  the 
force  and  of  each  other.  We  have  sergeants,  too  high 
in  rank  to  smell,  too  strong  in  importance  for 
'*drunks"  and  *  "disorderlies,"  and  strong  in  the  hope  of 
one  day  being  detectives.  Their  time  is  so  much  taken 
up  in  watching  policemen,  that  offenders  are  neg- 
lected. We  have  lieutenants  whose  time  is  taken  up 
in  the  dreary  monotony  of  keeping  watch  at  empty 
and  lonesome  station  houses.  We  have  a  captain,  a 
worthy  man  and*  an  intelligent  officer,  but  with  an 
unfortunate  rank  that  deprives  the  public  of  his  use- 
fulness, and  an  assistant  superintendent,  a  capable 
officer,  whose  rank  has  prevented  his  making  an  arrest 
these  many  years  ;  and  a  superintendent,  very  capa- 
ble and  efficient,  embarrassed  by  the  too  plentiful  rank 
and  jealousies  arising  therefrom.  Remember,  these 
remarks  are  not  made  in  disparagement  of  the  men 
composing  the  force,  but  as  a  reflection  on  the  system 
that  constitutes  these  features.  Our  force  would  be 
more  efficient  if  there  was  only  a  superintendent  and 
two  assistants,  and  a  roundsman  for  each  precinct  and 
patrolmen.  There  need  be  no  detectives,  or  rather 
the  entire  force  should  be  composed  of  detectives,  and 
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all  the  members  of  the  department  should,  from  time 
to  time,  be  subject  to  detail  for  a  fixed  term,  not  to 
exceed  three  months,  to  act  in  special  capacities,  and 
then  returned  to  regular  duty,  and  all  educated  to  full 
police  duty.  Surely  the  patrolman  that  would  not 
know  enough  to  note  and  report  a  nuisance  would  not 
know  enough  to  be  an  officer.  An  officer  of  too  much 
importance  to  arrest  a  disorderly  * 'drunk"  is  too  ex- 
pensive a  luxury  for  the  public  purse.  And  the  entire 
force  should  be  educated  to  detect  crime  and  arrest 
the  criminals.  Against  this,  some  advance  the  argu- 
ment that  regular  detectives  know  the  thieves,  for- 
getting, however,  the  more  forcible  argument  that  the 
criminals  know  the  detectives.  Again  allow  me  to  say 
that  I  do  not  mean  anything  disrespectful  to  the  men 
composing  this  branch,  but  the  system  that  keeps 
them  in  it.  It  is  hoped  that  at  no  very  distant  day 
means  will  be  at  command  of  police  authority  to  estab- 
lish what  is  known  as  the  patrol  wagon  system.  The 
day  of  dragging  an  offender  a  mile  or  two  to  the  sta- 
tion is  nearly  gone.  Our  city  is  so  scattered  that  an 
arrest  under  the  present  mode  takes  the  officer  away 
from  his  beat  the  better  part  of  a  night.  An  early 
adoption  of  the  wagon  system  will  be  a  great  advan- 
tage in  police  protection.  One  of  the  necessities  of 
the  very  near  future  is  a  reconstruction  and  enlarging 
of  the  central  station.  ' 

Of  our  Fire  Department,  I  can  only  say  that  its  effi- 
ciency has  been  much  increased  during  the  past  month 
or  two,  by  the  addition  of  heavier  and  more  effective 
machinery  than  it  ever  before  possessed.  Light  chem- 
ical engines  for  speedy  use  in  holding  a  fire  in  check, 
and  heavy  engines  with  great  pumping  capacity,  cap- 
able of  throwing  heavy  streams  a  reasonable  height, 
must  be  of  greater  service  than  the  light  machines, 
which  formerly  seemed  so  captivating.  On  this  sub- 
ject, I  renew  my  recommendation  in  a  former  address 
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to  place  hydrants  closer  together  Hydrants  should  be 
in  a  central  localities  and  no  greater  distance  apart 
than  one  hundred  feet,  alternating  from  one  side  of 
the  street  to  the  other.  A  hydrant  can  be  placed  for 
about  forty  ($40)  dollars  and  will  last  almost  indefinite- 
ly, while  a  hundred  feet  of  hose  costs  one  hundred  (8100) 
dollars,  and  only  lasts  about  three  years.  Firemen, 
when  appointed,  should  not  be  over  twenty -three  (23) 
years  of  age,  for,  as  a  rule,  older  persons  seldom  learn 
to  be  good  firemen  at  a  fire.  The  latter  should  be  the 
point  of  excellence  appreciated  rather  than  a  good  Sun- 
day School  record  at  the  house,  as  a  said  at  the  house 
waiting  for  a  fire  is  often  what  is  commonly  known  as 

a  **duflfer"  in  action.     The  life  of  a  fireman  is  hard, 

« 

slavish  and  dangerous.  He  should  be  paid  at  least  as 
much  as  a  policeman. 

Our  city  grows  so  fast  that,  coupled  with  its  vast 
area,  we  are  constantly  in  want  of  something,  and  so 
many  things  that  it  taxes  the  judgement  to  determine 
the  things  that  should  be  done  first . 

Of  the  improvements  under  way.  the  most  important 
at  this  time  is  the  bridge  over  Kingsbury  Run.  This 
work  is  under  contract,  and  a  vexed  question  connected 
therewith  and  unsettled  is  the  northern  approach.  At 
the  expiration  of  the  Board  of  Improvements,  a  Coun- 
cil resolution  was  pending  fixing  the  approach  by  an 
extension  of  Broadway  Extension,  (so  called).  As  this 
will  be  one  of  the  first  important  things  for  the  new 
Board  and  Council  to  consider,  a  history  of  the  matter 
may  be  interesting,  and  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  relat(3  the 
same  as  I  understand  it.  The  street  railroad  law  hav- 
ing been  so  amended,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  out 
competition,  as  to  require  for  right  of  way  the  consent 
not  only  of  a  majority  of  property  owners  on  the  line, 
but  a  majority  on  each  street  or  part  of  a  street;  through 
which  the  same  is  run,  reacts  on  those  who  were  in- 
tended to  be  benefited,  so  that  they  frequently  find  it 
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necessary  to  pave  an  entire  street  in  order  to  get  that 
consent.  Fearing  this,  the  active  spirit  of  the  Broad- 
way railroad  has  been  working  with  might  and  main, 
and  perhaps  otherwise,  to  get  the  Broadway  extension 
route  fixed  as  the  northern  approach,  thereby  throwing 
upon  the  city  the  expense  of  constructing  and  keeping 
in  repair  a  long  stretch  of  street;  the  company  of  course 
hoping  to  escape  such  penalty  as  the  property  owners 
on  Croton  street  might  impose,  the  extension  becoming 
like  approaches  to  the  present  Viaduct  across  the  river 
a  burden  for  all  time  on  the  city.  The  company  and  a 
few  persons  owning  land  that  would  be  required,  and 
which  is  otherwise  useless  and  worthless,  worked  up 
sufficient  sentiment  among  the  constituents  of  a  portion 
of  the  board  to  frighten  them  into  support  of  the  ex- 
tension route,  thereby  threatening  a  great  injustice  to 
the  city  at  large;  which  would  be  taxed  not  only  for 
first  cost,  but  for  maintenance  ever  after.  The  only 
feature  that  commends  this  route  is  the  saving  of  one 
hundred  and  forty -eight  (148)  feet  in  distance;  Every 
other  consideration,  convenience, expense  and  mechan- 
ical objections  are  strongly  and  forcibly  against  filling 
this  immense  slope  and  gully,  when  good,  natural  and 
level  ground  is  at  hand  for  a  better  route.  The  differ- 
ence in  first  cost  alone  against  this  extension  route  is 
about  $65,000.  I  hope  before  your  honorable  body  de- 
cides upon  this  question  that  you  will  individually  con- 
sult the  plans  and  advice  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Improvements  in  regard 
to  street  paving  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  to 
urge  and  encourage  the  best  block  stone  paving,  not 
only  because  it  is  better,  but  because,  as  the  law  now 
stands  and  is  likely  to  remain,  the  burden  of  repaving 
falls  more  heavily  on  the  general  fund  tiian  formerly . 
The  character  of  work  of  this  kind  done  the  last  two 
years  has  been  a  great  improvement  on  any  that  pre- 
ceded it,  and  could  and  should  reach  a  still  higher  state 
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of  excellence.     A  prime  feature  of  this  improvement  is 
in  securing  good,  intelligent,  honest  inspection. 

A  contemplated  work  of  great  magnitude  is  inter- 
cepting sewage,  connected  with  a  scheme  to  purify  and 
cleanse  the  river,  devised  by  City  Civil  Engineer  Force. 
For  particulars  on  this  subject,  I  direct  your  attention 
to  an  exhaustive  explanation  in  his  report.  In  further- 
ance of  this  scheme,  a  bill  was  prepared  at  the  instance 
of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  Mayor  and  introduced 
in  the  general  assembly  by  Mr.  Roche  of  this  county. 
It  now  stands  on  the  calendar  for  third  reading  in  the 
house.  Its  provisions  authorize  the  Common  Council 
to  go  on  with  the  project  and  issue  bonds  not  to  exceed 
$500,000.  Should  it  become  a  law  I  hope  you  will  give 
this  matter  careful  consideration,  and  if  it  meets  your 
approval,  early  execution. 

Among  the  many  proposed  improvements  discussed 
last  year  was  a  level  bridge  route  to  the  South  Side . 
While  there  is  much  doubt  about  the  necessity  of  such 
there  is  a  general  desire  for  it  by  that  portion  of  the 
city  over  the  valley  of  the  south.  Whenever  the  city 
is,  in  financial  condition  to  warrant  its  construction,  I 
hope  it  will  be  found  consistent  to  adopt  what  was 
known  during  the  discussion,  as  the  **Belt  Route,"  that 
is,  a  bridge  across  the  valley  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  I.  Ry. 
tracks  at  the  brow  of  the  bank  near  Abbey  street  over 
to  the  vicinity  of  Crown  street,  to  connect  with  another 
across  the  river  from  the  vicinity  of  Merchant  or  Pelton 
avenues  over  to  Ohio  street.  The  great  annual  expense 
for  maintenance  is  the  discouraging  feature  of  these 
bridge  schemes  and  one  worthy  of  great  consideration. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  getting  annual  expense  to  such 
a  pitch  as  to  seriously  check  and  retard  the  growth  of 
the  city  by  such  a  high  rate  of  taxation  as  to  drive  en- 
terprise and  capital  without  our  borders .  Convenience 
is  at  all  times  desirable,  but  should  never  be  made  the 
cause  of  incurring  debt.     The  public  is  justified,  like 
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an  individual,  for  going  into  debt  for  something  that 
will  yield  a  reasonable,  sure  and  profitable  return,  and 
nothing  else. 

In  discussing  and  considering  public  improvements 
during  the  past  year,  I  was  brought  into  close  contact 
with  City  Civil  Engineer  Force,  now  at  the  close  of  his 
first  year.  And  I  take  great  pleasure  in  recommending 
him  to  you  as  a  close  observer,  a  painstaking  and  effi- 
cient officer,  and  an  upright  gentleman. 

In  the  Solicitor's  department  some  very  good  work 
has  been  done,  notably  the  case  against  the  city  by  the 
Ensign  heirs  for  a  large  amount  claimed  as  damages 
on  account  of  change  of  plans  for  the  Viaduct.  This 
case  was  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  Sherwood,  and  resulted 
in  a  substantial  victory  for  the  city.  Another  case, 
involving  over  half  a  million,  relating  to  the  reassess- 
ment for  opening  Bond  street,  the  decision  in  which 
affected  the  Payne  avenue  assessment  and  other  cases 
was  also  terminated  favorably  to  the  city,  There  are 
still  many  important  matters  pending  in  the  courts 
which  will  call  for  close  attention  and  ability.  Princi- 
pal among  pending  suits  are  those  for  claims  for  dam- 
ages to  adjacent  property,  caused  by  the  construction 
of  the  Viaduct,  the  suit  against  the  West  Side  street 
Railroad  Company  for  cost  of  repairs  to  Center  and  De- 
troit streets,  on  account  of  the  removal  of  tracks,  a 
case  regarding  the  reassessment  for  paving  Broadway 
and  others  mentioned  in  detail  in  the  City  Solicitor's 
Report,  to  which  I  take  the  liberty  of  referring  you. 

An  important  matter  to  which  I  called  attention 
heretofore  is  the  unconstitutional  and  unjust  method 
of  taxing  railroad  property  by  the  mile  and  putting 
our  city  property  at  the  city's  loss  on  a  par  with  swamp 
and  farm  lands.  In  pursuance  of  this,  the  Solicitor 
commenced  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  a 
writ  of  mandamus  was  issued  to  compel  Auditors  to 
place  railroad  property  on  the  duplicate  as  required  in 
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other  cases.  The  Solicitor  should  give  this  matter  care- 
ful attention  at  the  meeting  of  Auditor's  to  convene 
here  next  month  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  duplicate 
value  of  railroad  property, 

The  new  system  of  street  cleaning  on  i>aved  streets, 
to  wit :  sweeping  by  machinery,  was  inaugurated  last 
year.  The  work  under  the  contract  was  not  quite  sat- 
isfactory because  of  the  delays  in  getting  it  under  way 
and  a  deficiency  of  machines  put  on  by  the  contractor, 
who  was  perhaps  somewhat  crippled  by  lack  of  capital 
and  the  low  price  at  which  he  took  the  work .  But  now 
that  he  has  had  time  to  procure  suitable  equipment  and 
a  good  margin  of  profit,  caused  by  inability  to  work 
during  the  long  continuance  of  cold  weather,  there  is 
no  reason  why  he  should  not  be  held  to  comply  strictly 
with  the  terms  and  letter  of  the  contract,  which,  if  car- 
ried out  as  it  should  be,  will  give  us  cleaner  streets 
than  ever  known  before.  If  such  result  does  not  ensue 
it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  contract  or  the  method  of  do- 
ing  the  work,  as  sweeping  is  the  only  true  solution  to 
obtain  clean  paved  streets ;  and  the  performance  of 
the  work  by  contract  is  surely  the  most  economic  meth- 
od that  could  be  adopted.  Considering  the  long  season 
of  frost  and  snow,  the  city  is  in  fairly  good  condition 
for  this  time  of  vear. 

The  new  plan  of  removing  swill  and  garbage  adopted 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  must  be 
successful  in  accomplishing  more  of  that  kind  of  work 
than  heretofore.  The  change  consists  in  paying  to  the 
lowest  bidder  for  swill  and  garbage  removed  by  the 
cubic  yard.  The  plan  heretofore  in  vogue  of  paying 
so  much  per  year  wa:>.  under  the  most  watchful  regu- 
lation, a  failure  and  a  swindle.  Oholera  scares  are  lia- 
ble to  be  numerous  this  season,  and  while  much  care 
should  be  taken  to  keep  the  city  as  clean  and  healthy 
as  ,  ^ssible,  care  should  also  be  taken  to  protect  the 
peop.v*  from  the  wile^  and  dilusion.^  of  hygienic  cranks 
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who  will  prowl  about  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  nature 
and  insist  on  every  house  being  connected  with  foul, 
germ  and  gas  generating  sewers.  In  a  contented  state 
of  good,  ordinary  cleanliness  and  freedom  from  alarm 
the  people  will  be  in  good  condition  to  combat  disease 
and  the  parasites  that  thrine  on  disease. 

Free  hospital  accommodation  for  indigent  sick  and 
injured,  so  much  needed  and  desired,  is  now  within 
your  reach.  A  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  a  year 
ago  empowers  the  city,  under  good,  careful,  economic 
restrictions,  to  contract  with  existing  hospitals  at  the 
most  advantageous  terms,  and  the  hospitals  stand 
ready  to  do  the  work.  I  sincerely  hope  your  honorable 
body  will  make  all  possible  haste  in  organizing  hospital 
accommodations  under  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  matter  of  the  Anthony  K.  Henderson  bequest  to 
the  city,  to  be  devoted  to  the  care  and  education  in 
trades  and  industrial  pursuits  of  destitute  and  indigent 
children,  has,  after  many  conferences  and  vexatious 
delays,  been  settled  by  the  city  accepting  stocks  of  the 
par  value  of  $G7,200  in  the  following  manner  : 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  shares  of  capital  stock 
of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  300  shares  of 
the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  180  shares  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Company  and  65  shares  of  stock  of 
the  C.  C.  C.  &  I.  Railway  Company,  and  accrued  rent- 
als of  property  located  in  this  city,  in  lieu  of  which  the 
city  released  its  claim  to  real  estate  in  this  city  and  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  also  lands  in  two  west- 
ern States.  This  compromise  was,  in  my  opinion,  a 
wise  step  for  the  city,  for,  had  that  action  not  been 
taken,  the  setting  aside  of  the  will  in  the  contest  that 
would  have  followed  would  undoubtedly  have  been 
accomplished.  I  would  recommend  that  this  bequest 
be  placed  in  some  manner  for  the  purchase  of  a  farm 
for  the  purpose  of  a  place  of  correction,   and   with  a 
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view  to  divorcing  the  present  House  of  Correction  from 
its  connection  with  the  Workhouse. 

Owing  to  the  great  distress  prevalent  during  the 
winter  and  the  numerous  calls  for  aid  of  a  kind  and 
nature  not  contemplated  by  the  Infirmary  Department, 
a  poor  fund,  started  by  the  Press  and  placed  in  my 
hands,  produced  8828.79,  as  follows  :

From  the  amount  there  has  been  disbursed  on 
vouchers  from  Superintendent  Mellen  for  rent,  medi- 
cine, etc.,  (and  now  on  file  in  the  Mayor's  office),  the 
sum  of  $175.25,  leaving  a  balance  of  $653.54,  which 
will  be  turned  over  to  my  successor.  While  this  fund 
was  placed  at  my  disposal,  I  preferred  for  many  rea- 
sons, and  to  prevent  imposition,  to  pay  it  out  on  orders 
from  Superintendent  Mellen  only.  While  that  gentle- 
man has  perhaps  been  just  a  little  too  careful  and  con- 
servative in  his  orders  on  this  fund,  there  is  a  consola- 
tion in  knowing  that  I  have  it  to  turn  over  for  charit- 
able purposes  to  my  successor,  and  I  am  sorry  that 
there  still  exists  many  opportunities  for  its  proper 
disposal. 

As  street  railroads  are  an  important  factor  in  growth 
and  convenience  as  connected  with  the  city's  interests, 
I  desire  to  impress  you  with  the  necessity  of  keeping 
the  public  streets  within  the  entire  control  of  the  city. 
This  is  necessary  that  it  may  have  the  power  to  aid 
the  people  to  the  acquirement  of  street  railroad  ac- 
commodation and  convenience.     In  granting  a  right 
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of  way  through  any  street,  and  particularly  through 
main  channels  of  communication,  you  should  by  all 
means  reserve  the  right  of  joint  use  with  other  roads 
or  companies  that  are  to  come,  and  that  our  future 
growth  will  make  necessary.  Absolute  rights  given 
to  any  company,  will  certainly  result  in  depriving 
portions  of  our  city  from  the  enjoyment  of  enter- 
prise in  the  direction  of  cheap  transportation.  If  any 
company  is  permitted  to  control  leading  channels  to 
the  exclusion  of  others,  there  is  no  great  incentive  for 
its  building  extensions  to  reach  the  people,  because  it 
will  be  in  position  to  make  people  walk  to  reach  the 
road. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  as  I  cheerfully  step  from 
an  official  position  full  of  perplexing  duties.  I  wish 
you  all  manner  of  success,  and  hope  that  petty 
jealousies  will  not  be  permitted  to  disturb  your  delib- 
erations. I  trust  that  slander  from  partisan  pens,  nor 
threats  from  disconcerted  and  selfish  interests,  will 
prevent  you  froni  performing  your  duties  in  the 
interest  of  the  whole  people. 


Inaugural  Address 

OF 

GEORGE  W.  GARDNER.  MAYOR  ELECT. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council : 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  I  have 
been  delegated,  my  first  official  act,  in.  accordance 
with  custom,  is  to  address  the  legislative  body  of  our 
municipality.  Departing  from  the  usual  rule  of 
lengthy  inaugurals,  replete  with  wise  suggestions,  I 
will  simply,  ^t  this  time,  express  a  desire  that  we  in- 
form  ourselves,  immediately,  if  possible,  as  to  require- 
ments and  action  necessary  that  a  good  government 
for  the  people  only  may  be  assured  at  our  hands. 

My  predecessor  and  personal  friend,  to  whom  I  am 
indebted  for  kind  suggestions,  who,  with  honest 
motives  and  well  directed  action,  has  creditably  per- 
formed hi^  mission  as  chief  executive,  presents  for 
your  consideration,  information  of  value.  This,  with 
a  careful  perusal  of  the  departmental  annual  reports 
and  inquiry  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  business  of 
the  respective  departments  is  conducted,  and  you  have 
authority  as  provided  by  statute  for  such  inquiry, 
will  supply  3'ou  with  the  initiative  for  further  intelli- 
gent procedure  in  matters  municipal. 

With  a  dotormination  to  administer  honestly,  impar- 
tially and  (economically,   but  not  with  a   *'penny  wise 
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pound  foolish"  policy,  the  people's  interests  can  be 
safely  entrusted  to  your  care. 

Having  this  as  a  text  for  my  own  oflScial  guide,  with 
partisanship^  thrown  aside,  I  cordially  invite  your 
hearty  co-operation  as  a  body  and  as  citizens,  trusting 
you  will  make  my  office  a  convenience  for  frequent 
personal  consultations,  so  that,  thoroughly  understand- 
ing each  other,  we  may  concurrently  act  wisely  and 
well  in  our  fiduciary  chara-cter.

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THE  PROPOSED  NEW  SYSTEM. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  recommended  the  sub- 
stitution of  an  entirely  new  and  equitable  license  sys- 
tem in  place  of  the  present  one,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  your  Committee  on  Licenses  has  taken  the  matter 
well  in  hand  and  will  shortly  present  for  approval  a 
Legislative  Bill,  empowering  the  city  to  collect  license 
fees  from  all  classes  of  occupations,  etc.,  which  enjoy 
special  privileges  under  our  form  of  government.  The 
law  will,  with  some  modifications,  be  the  most  com- 
plete, just,  and  in  time,  popular,  that  was  ever  framed 
for  any  city  in  this  country.  Though  it  may  at  first 
call  forth  the  opposition  of  those  immediately  affected, 
it  will  rapidly  show  itself  a  revelation  of  what  should 
have  long  since  been  done.  I  make  these  recommen- 
dations under  the  well  established  supposition  that  the 
city  recognizes  the  license  system  as  a  proper  means 
of  regulation.  If,  however,  the  system  cannot  be 
made  general,  as  this  bill  provides,  common  justice 
would  suggest  the  complete  .repeal  ol  all  license  laws.

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ADVERTISING. 

With  an  enlarged  City  Government  and  with  an  in- 
creased number  of  newspaper  contracts,  the  cost  of 
advertising  for  the  year  is  still  but  a  mere  trifle  in  ex- 
cess of  that  of  the  previous  year.

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CEMETERY  LOT  DEEDS. 

The  investigation  of  the  Cemetery  Department  devel- 
oped much  valuable  information  which,  by  the  passage 
of  the  bill  pending  in  the  Legislature  and  the  ordinances 
in  the  City  Council,  will  be  used  to  great  advantage  in  the 
future.  Heretofore  deeds  for  cemetery  lots  have  been 
issued  from  this  department  without  any  knowledge  of 
their  correctness.  The  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  is, 
however,  preparing  plats  of  the  various  burial  grounds 
which  will  be  kept  in  this  office,  and,  as  deeds  are  is- 
sued, the  transactions  will  be  directly  recorded  on  the 
plats.  The  latter  will  also  be  valuable  for  public  infor- 
mation.

Resolved  :  As  a  further  expression  of  respect  for  the 
deceased  Trustee  the  proceedings  of  this  special  meet- 
ing be  spread  upon  the  journal  and  that  the  City  Clerk 
be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  to  the  family 
an  engrossed  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

Resolved  :  As  a  further  mark  of  respect  this  Council 
do  now  adjourn.  * 
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N.  P.  Chariot,  Esq.,  Trustee  from  the  Thirteenth 
Ward,  died  November  1,  1884.  At  a  memorial  meeting 
of  the  City  Council,  held  November  2,  1884,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  adopted. 

Whereas,  We  have  learned  with  profound  regret 
of  the  untimely  demise  of  our  esteemed  member  N.  P.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  the  triangular  piece  of  land  at  the 
intersection  of  Broadway  and  Orange  street  was  im- 
proved by  fencing,  sodding  and  tree  planting.  The  tri- 
angle at  the  intersection  of  Muirson  and  Superior  streets 
and  Payne  avenue  was  also  somewhat  improved. 

Under  charge  of  the  Superintendent,  the.  following 
improvements  were  made  : 

On  Lake  View  Park,  a  pair  of  cement  vases  original- 
ly intended  for  Monumental  Park  were  placed  in  ap- 
propriate positions. 

On  Clinton  Park,  a  fountain,  designed  and  executed 
in  cement  by  Mr.  George  Rackle,  (who  also  constructed 
the  vases  on  Lake  View)  was  placed  and  connected  for 
use  in  the  coming  spring. 

An  Oratorium  of  wood  with  stone  and  brick  base- 
ment was  built  by  contract  on  the  South  Side  Park. 
The  ground  immediately  around  it  was  graded  up 
roughly  for  use,  until  final  grading  is  done  in  the  com- 
ing season. 

On  Monumental  Park  Oratorium,  three  windows 
were  cut  in  the  front  to  ventilate  its  basement  and  it 
was  also  repainted  where  necessary. 

WADE  PARK. 

The  $20,000  borrowed  in  1883  from  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners  under  authority  from  your  Honorable 
Body,  matured  and  was  paid  in  1884.  Most  of  the  tax 
levy  for  1883  for  this  Park  was  used  for  this  purpose, 
yet  the  times  were  so  favorable  during  the  past  year 
for  work  on  this  Park,  that  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers deemed  it  advisable  to  anticipate  the  tax  levies  to 
prosecute  it  as  diligently  as  possible,  so  asked  authori- 
ty of  your  Honorable  Body  to  issue  Park  Bonds  to  the 
amount  of  §50,000.00.  This  authority  was  granted  by 
Ordinance  on  March  24,  1884.  Of  these  bonds  $31,000 
have  been  sold. 
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The  amount  expended  up  to  December  31,  1884,  on 
this  Park  is  as  follows  :

Total. $  59,797  94 

Leaving  §15,202.06  still  to  be  expended  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Wade's  deed  of  gift.  The 
Board  of  Commissioners  desire  to  continue  beautify- 
ing this  Park  during  the  coming  year. 

As  to  the  details  of  the  work  done  in  Wade  Park 
during  the  past  year,  the  attention  of  your  Honorable 
Body  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Parks,  submitted  herewith. 

All  the  Parks  have  been  extensively  repaired  and 
supplied  with  tools  during  the  past  year,  so  are  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  they  have  been  for  some  years  pre- 
vious. 

The  following  changes  in  the  membership  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  were  made  during  the  year  : 

The  term  of'  Dr.  A.  Everett  having  expired,  Mr.  N. 
P.  Payne  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

In  April,  Mr.  J.  M.  Curtiss  resigned  and  Mr.  Isaac 
Leisy  was  oppointed  as  his  successor. 

E.  O.  Schwaegerl,  Superintendent,  and  W.  H.  Eck- 
man.  Clerk,  resigned  and  were  succeeded  by  John 
Eisenmann,  Superintendent,  and  H.  P.  Mcintosh, 
Clerk.

Superintendent's  Report. 


Cleveland,  ().,  January  15,  1885. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Cleveland : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  work  performed  under  my  direction  from 
March  1,  1884.  to  January  1,  1885  : 

All  papers,  maps,  plans  and  materials,  the  property 
of  the  Board  and  in  possession  of  my  predecessor,  were 
turned  over  to  me  during  the  month  of  March, in  which 
month  further  plans  and  details  for  the  season  were 
perfected. 

The  work  of  the  year  was  principally  confined  to 
Wade  Park,  a  map  of  which  is  herewith  appended  for 
ready  reference. 

Starting  with  the  plans  projected  and  to  some  extent 
carried  out  during  the  previous  year,  such  as  had  met 
the  approval  of  your  Board  were  continued.  Upon 
these  as  a  basis,  the  plans  for  new  work  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  season  were  perfected,  and  submit- 
ted to  your  Board  tor  inspection  and  approval  from 
time  to  time  as  the  work  progressed. 

Early  in  April,  a  force  of  men  under  the  foremanship 
of  Mr.  C.  D.  Klock,  who  had  filled  the  position  satisfac- 
torily the  preceding  year,  and  under  the  immediate  su- 
pervision of  my  personal  assistant,  Mr.  James  Ritchie, 
was  set  at  work  in  repairing  dainages  from   washouts 
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and  caving.  Work  was  then  begun  at  the  Eaclid  av- 
enue entrance,  on  the  main  drive  known  as  the  Boule- 
vard, extending  around  the  eastern  and  northern 
boundary  to  Doan  street. 

Among  the  departures  from  the  original  plans,  was 
the  raising  in  grade  found  advisable  in  the  Boulevard, 
as  well  as  the  alterations  of  slopes  in  this  and  other 
localities.  The  raising  of  grade  necessitated  the  re- 
moval of  clay  already  in  place,  filling  to  various  depths, 
and  re-claying,  over  its  entire  length.  On  the  comple- 
tion of  this  drive,  it  was  opened  to  the  public  on  Sun- 
days and  holidays  ;  and  soon  afterward  continually, 
care  being  taken  to  confine  visitors  to  the  completed 
roads. 

Thenextdrive  constructed  was  that  from  Doan  street 
entrance  along  and  up  the  valley  on  the  east  side  of 
Doan  Brook  (the  former  fill  at  the  foot  of  the  guUey 
being  cut  down  to  a  more  desirable  grade),  returning 
to  the  Boulevard  on  the  south  side  of  the  College  Re- 
serve. The  remainder  of  the  drive  around  the  Reserve 
was  finished,  after  which  that  on  the  blutf  down  and 
nearly  parallel  with  Doan  Brook  valley,  then  up  and 
parallel  with  the  gulley,  around  the  north  side  of  the 
Deer  Park  to  the  Boalevard,  was  completed.  After 
the  short  hill  road  connecting  this  with  the  Doan  Brook 
drive  had  been  put  in  shape,  the  last  drive  to  be  opened 
during  the  year  was  the  gulley  road,  running  from  the 
Boulevard  down  the  gulley  north  and  west  to  the  Doan 
Brook  road,  near  Doan  street.  This  crosses  the  stream 
several  times  and  also  opens  into  the  Boulevard  and 
Deer  Park  roads  about  halfway  down  behind  the  old 
barnt 

Of  these  roads.the  Boulevard  is  sixty-six  feet  wide 
overall,  forty  feet  being  roadway,  eighteen  feet  lawn 
and  eight  feet  sidewalk. 

The  road  up  Doan  Brook,  from  Doan  street  entrance 
to  the  hill  road  is  thirtv  feet,  thence  to  bluff  rond,  about 
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eighteen  feet  with  necessary  turnouts,  thence  to  the 
Boulevard,  forty  feet. 

That  around  the  Reserve  is  thirty  feet  wide. 

The  bluif  road  averages  twenty-five  feet. 

The  hill  road,  sixteen  feet  and  about  250  feet  long. 

The  guUey  road,  sixteen  feet. 

The  construction  of  these  roads  was  as  follows : 

After  necessary  rough  grading,  about  eight  inches 
of  clay  was  placed  and  rolled,  after  which  the  road 
machine  was  passed  over  it  till  the  requisite  smooth- 
ness and  compactness  was  obtained,  when  about  four 
inches  of  gravel  was  spread  in  thin  layers  as  necessary 
and  rolled  to  a  hard  and  compact  finish.  The  crown 
given  to  the  roadway  is  about  five  or  six  inches.  It 
was  deemed  advisable  not  to  construct  gutters  but  to 
place  catch  basins  often  enough  to  prevent  any  serious 
wash  from  surface  water  collecting  at  sides  of  road- 
ways. The  result  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  this  course 
as  no  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  heaviest  falls 
of  rain. 

About  10,000  lineal  feet  of  edging  has  been  laid  where 
needed  along  the  main  drives  and  about  ten  acres  seed- 
ed down,  including  the  Boulevard  lawn. 

A  split  flag  walk  was  laid  for  the  full  length  of  the 
Boulevard,  Euclid  avenue  to  Doan  street,  of  dimensions 
4300  feet  long,  eight  feet  wide  and  four  inches  thick, 
the  whole  being  done  in  the  very  best  manner.  The 
flag  walk  on  Doan  street  was  also  continued  along  the 
Park  front  417  feet. 

A  system  of  drainage  has  been  laid  over  the  territo- 
ry already  completed,  consisting  of  Akron  vitrified 
pipe,  Carefully  laid  under  superintendence  and  by  day 
labor.  It  was  found  advisable  to  shorten  the  runs  as 
much  as  possible,  emptying  catch  basins  directly  on 
the  banks  of  streams,  with  stone  work  protection  at 
their  mouths.     Owing  to  the  springy  nature  of  much 
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of  the  soil,  frequent  intercepting  drains  were  laid,  eith- 
er with  open  joints  or  of  broken  stone. 

Catch  basins  are  circular,  three  and  one-half  to  eight 
feet  deep,  of  eight  inches  brick,  with  sawed  flag  stone 
cap  and  open  mouth.  Gratings  were  found  inadvisa- 
ble. 

Much  trouble  was  experienced  at  first  from  the  copi- 
ous flow  of  springs  in  the  hill  sides,  which  found  its 
way  through  the  fills  and  caused  damage.  This  was 
obviated  by  draining  each  spring  from  its  source  to  a 
suitable  outlet.  These  it  is  proposed  to  utilize  at  some 
future  time.  Several  are  already  arranged  in  basins 
and  troughs,  giving  a  plentiful  supply  of  excellent  wa- 
ter throughout  the  year. 

In  the  basin  of  about  four  acres  near  Euclid  avenue, 
originally  intended  for  a  lake,  about  40,000  yards  has 
been  excavated,  leaving  a  comparatively  smooth  shale 
bottom.  The  clay  and  shale  removed  was  .used  for 
road  beds  and  reveting  slopes  and  about  5,000  yards 
of  loam  was  piled  in  various  places  for  seasoning  and 
future  use. 

An  outlet  with  a  fourteen  inch  Ludlow  valve  is  set 
in  masonry  at  the  lowest  point  in  the  lake,  emptying 
into  Doan  Brook  just  below  the  curved  dam.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  supply  the  lake  by  utilizing  the  numerous 
natural  springs,  assisted  by  the  city  water  works  ;  at 
present  it  is  being  filled  as  occasion  allows  and  has 
been  kept  in  condition  for  skating  whenever  possible. 

The  department  was  fortunate  in  finding  on  the  Park 
all  requisite  clay  and  shale  ballast  and  gravel  dressing, 
as  well  as  rock  for  revetment  and  paving.  The  supply 
of  ballast  from  the  lake  being  unlimited,  it  was  only 
necessary  to  deepen  the  same  to  obtain  the  quantity 
required. 

The  lake  has  been  entirely  cut  off  from  Doan  B  rook 
with  its  varying  outflow  by  a  dike  of  dimensions,  700 
feet  long,   eight  feet  top  width,  two  to  one   slopes,  an

average  height  of  seven  feet  and  rising  two  feet  above 
lake  level.  It  is  strongly  constructed  to  resist  the  ac- 
tion of  seepage  and  of  the  ice  which  at  times  runs  out 
with  destructive  force  from  the  gorges  above.  Its  out- 
er face  is  paved  on  a  bed  of  puddled  clay.  An  over- 
flow is  also  provided  on  it  from  the  lake. 

The  water  pipe  leading  to  the  gate  of  Deer  Park  was 
continued  through  the  Park  to  a  pond  constructed  in 
its  westerly  end,  where  it  supplies  a  small  fountain. 
This  pond,  the  bottom  and  sides  of  which  are  paved, 
appears  to  cover  a  long  felt  want. 

Many  of  the  slopes  on  fills  were  too  steep  for  the 
light  material  composing  them,  and  more  and  heavier 
material  was  placed  on  them,  giving  now  a  slope  of 
two  to  one  instead  of  one  to  one. 

Difficulty  being  experienced  in  obtaining  parties  to 
saw  the  timber  lying  on  the  Park,  it  was  found  nec- 
essary to  purchase  oak  plank  for  immediate  needs  in 
the  construction  of  bridges.  Six  wooden  bridges  over 
small  streams  and  gulleys  have  been  built  and  also  two 
sluiceways  of  three  eighteen*  inch  pipe  with  solid 
filling  above. 

The  new  work  was  so  laid  out  as  not  to  interfere  to 
any  great  extent  with  growing  timber,  so  that  little 
cutting  has  been  done. 

There  were  planted  along  the  drives,  118  elms,  of 
which  115  are  living  ;  00  sycamores,  of  which  45  are 
living;  103  evergreens,  of  which  119  are  living;  50 
maple,  poplar,  cherry,  etc.,  all  living. 

A  part  of  these  were  obtained  from  other  portions  of 
the  Park  and  part  purchased  from  other  localities. 

1800  feet  of  rustic  fence  has  been  built  along  the 
bluff  sides  of  drives. 

On  October  0,  contract  was  entered  into  with  Haycox 
and  Murray  for  the  sawing  of  timber  which  had  been 
previously  cut.  at  $5.00  per  thousand.  At  present  the 
work  is  progressing  rapidly  and  some  very  excellent 
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lumber  is  obtained.  The  hard  wood  may  profitably  be 
used  on  the  Park,  but  the  whitewood  may  be  disposed 
of  to  advantage.    • 

On  October  4,  contracts  were  entered  into  with  dif- 
ferent parties  for  the  construction  of  a  deer  barn,  near 
the  present  gate  of  the  enclosure.  The  basement  will 
be  fitted  for  the  animals  and  the  floors  above  for 
storage,  keeper's  rooms  and  lofts.  The  work  is  near- 
ing  completion. 

Of  the  work  uncompleted  but  in  progress,  may  be 
mentioned  the  following  : 

The  road  around  the  south  side  of  Deer  Park,  held 
back  till  the  gravel  pit  near  its  junction  with  the 
Boulevard  is  sufficiently  extended  to  permit  filling  and 
grading.  It  is  proposed  to  keep  this  pit  open  for  con- 
tinual use. 

The  drive  from  the  Euclid  avenue  entrance  across 
and  down  the  left  bank  of  Doan  Brook,  thence  across 
below  the  dam  and  up  to  the  valley  road.  This  is 
partially  rough  graded,  but  the  old  bridge  has  been 
torn  away  and  the  course  of  the  stream  changed  so  as 
impinge  less  harmfully  on  the  dike. 

The  road  from  the  Deer  Park  across  the  ravine  to 
the  Boulevard,  which  has  also  been  rough  graded, 
awaiting  the  construction  of  the  high  level  rustic 
bridge. 

The  various  paths  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lake  which 
are  also  rough  graded  only. 

The  small  pond  near  Doan  street  has  been  drained 
and  once  cleaned,  but  as  it  fills  rapidly  from  the  ravine 
it  will  be  further  cleared  in  the  coming  season. 

The  plat  of  ground  west  of  the  brook  and  near  Doan 
street  is  practically  unimproved,  and  is  used  for  nur- 
sery purposes  only. 

The  popularity  of  the  Park  is  shown  by  the  large 
numbers  of  visitors  continually  using  its  drives,  par- 
ticularly on  Sundays  and  holidays.     If  this  is  the  case 
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now,  when  only  the  heavy  work  has  been  done,  it  will 
undoubtedly  increase  rapidly  as  the  finishing  and 
beautifying  is  carried  out.

925,000  were  also  appropriated,  with  which  to  pur- 
chase a  Fire  Boat.  Plans  and  specifications  were 
drawn  aad  submitted,  but  before  adopting  any  of  the 
plans,  it  was  ascertained  that  some  members  in  the 
Council  were  in  favor  of  permitting  the  scheme  to 
rest;  therefore  it  slumbereth. 

HOOK  AND  LADDER  TRUCKS. 

There  are  five  hook  and  ladder  trucks  in  service  ; 
one  of  which  has  an  extension  ladder  (Hayes  Truck), 
and  one  (Hook  and  Ladder  No.  5)  has  a  00  gallon  ex- 
tinguisher. The  truck  formerly  used  by  H.  and  L. 
Co.  No.  3,  is  now  used  as  extra,  and  the  truck  formerly 
at  One's  house  is  used  instead. 

There  are  five  four-wheeled  hose  carriages,  eighteen 
two-wheeled  hose  carts,  one  hose  wagon,  twelve 
heaters,  one  delivery  wagon,  three  heavy  open  top 
buggies,  three  fuel  wagons,  two  telegraph  wagons, 
seven  exercise  wagons,  one  chemical  engine,  and  one 
Scott-Uda  ladder. 

HOUSES. 

There  are  fifteen  houses,  containing  fourteen  engine 
companies,  and  five  hook  and  ladder  companies. 
Engine  Co.  No.  1  and  Hook  &  Ladder  Co.  No.  1,  occupy 
Fire  Station  No.  1,  on  St.  Clair  street,  near  the  Ken- 
nard  house.  Engine  Co.  No.  4,  and  Hook  &  Ladder 
Co.  No.  2,  are  in  Fire  Station  No.  4,  corner  of  Church 
and  State  streets.  Engine  Co.  No.  9,  and  Hook  & 
Ladder  Co.  No.  4,  are  in  the  same  building,  on  Sawyer 
street,  18th  Ward.

*  *  (>n  Sunday  evening  at  fJ :  57,  September  7th,  an  alarm 
was  sounded  from  box  23.  Engines  1,  2  and  8  that 
answered  this  call  were  promptly  on  hand.  Number  2 
rushed  down  Scranton  avenue,  wheeled  into  Carter 
street  and  fastened  to  a  hydrant  almost  abreast  of  the 
fire,  which  was  midway  between  Garter  street  and  the 
docks.  Number  1  stopped  at  the  corner  of  Scranton 
and  Carter,  while  No.  8  remained  on  Scranton.  Chief 
Dickinson  had  no  sooner  arrived  on  the  scene  than  he 
perceived  the  alarming  start  the  flames  had  already 
gained,  and  at  once  called  four  more  steamer-;.  Within 
eight  minutes  from  the  time  the  alarm  wan  given 
steamers  Nos.  3.  4,  (5  and  7  were  on  their  way  to  the 
fire.  Fifteen  minutes  later  four  more  were  called,  and 
o,  9,  12  und  13  responded.  This  left  only  two  steamers. 
No.  10  at  the  East  End  and  No.  1 1  in  the  Eighteenth 
ward. 

*' No.  11  was  summoned  at  7:45  oVlock,  and  No.   10 
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at  7:51  a  clock-  Still  the  coaflagration  raged  and 
redoubled  its  iury.  One  of  the  two  reserve  engines 
was  called  into  service^  and  the  chief  sent  word  to  Erie^ 
Elyria.  Sandusky,  Akron,  Youngstown,  Painesville^ 
Toleda  Columbus,  Ashtabula  and  Delaware  for  assist- 
ance. Each  generously  responded,  and  within  an  hour 
they  began  to  arrive  in  the  city» 

**  Many  of  them  came  in  time  to  help  fight  the  flames^ 
at  their  intensest  pitch.  Others  arrived  too  late  only 
because  the  distance  wa»  too  great,  not  from  any  lack 
of  effort.  The  steamers  in  most  instances  came  on. 
special  trains,  and  coursed  along  at  the  highest  rate  of 
speed/' 

The  aljove  is  an  extract  from  the  Leader  of  Septem- 
ber 0th,  and  is  a  record  of  the  greatest  conflagration 
in  the  history  of  the  city,  and  the  first  time  in  the 
city's  history  when  help  from  other  cities  has  been 
solicited.  The  response  to  the  chief's  call  was  prompt 
and  generous,  and  all  did  excellent  service,  and  they 
all  will  be  renjoml)ered  with  gratitude  by  the  citizens 
of  Cleveland.  The  Board  of  Trade  met  September  8th,. 
and  adopted  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Board  of  Trade  take  this  occasion 
to  express  their  hearty  approval  of  the  heroic  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  fire  department  managed 
the  great'  conflagration  last  night,  doing  all  that  brave 
and  experienced  men  could  do  to  save  property  and 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  unprec»e<lented  disaster  with 
the  means  at  their  command. 

ReHolced,  That  the  Board  of  Trade  respectfully  but 
earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to  this 
most  imj)ortant  sul)je(*t,  and  through  it  to  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners,  and  ask  them  to  increase  the 
fire  ai>i)aratus  and  strength  of  this  department. 

Resolced,  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  extended  to  the  chiefs  of  the  fire  departments  of 
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those  neighboring  cities  who  so  promptly  responded  to 
our  call  for  aid  in  the  hour  of  our  distress. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  for- 
warded to  the  chiefs  of  the  fire  departments  at  Toledo, 
Erie,  Youngstown,  Akron,  Columbus,  Sandusky, 
Elyria,  Painesville,  Norwalk,  Delaware,  Ashtabula, 
and  to  our  City  Council. 

The  losses  at  this  fire  were  at  first  estimated  to  be 
about  $2,000,000,  but  by  referring  to  the  table  the  losses 
amount  to  $890,700  ;  and  it  will  be  observed  that 
Woods,  Perry  &  Co. ,  in  whose  lumber  yard  the  fire 
was  at  fiiBt  discovered,  sustained  the  heaviest  loss. 

Three  weeks  later,  Sunday,  September  21st,  at  11 
A.  M. ,  the  department  was  again  called  to  the  lumber 
yards,  and  again  the  department  was  unable  to  cope 
with  the  *' enemy"  without  calling  for  assistance 
from  neighboring  cities,  and  again  came  the  noble 
response  at  the  call  from  our  chief,  **  We  are  ready 
and  at  your  service  ; "  and  again  the  railway  companies 
and  telegraph  companies  generously  donated  their 
services  ;  and  it  certainly  was  remarkable  that  the 
engines,  fully  equipped  with  oflScers  and  men,  were  at 
the  scene  of  the  vast  burning  piles  of  lumber  in  so 
short  space  of  time.  The  fire  was  discovered  at  first 
in  Monroe  Bros.  &  Co.'s  lumber  yard,  and  it  was 
barely  extinguished  and  the  companies  about  ready  to 
go  home  when  the  chief's  attention  was  directed  to  the 
flames  bursting  from  the  dry  house  belonging  to  said 
company.  Some  miscreant  had  applied  the  torch,  and 
the  dense  smoke  and  fierce  tongues  of  flame  curled  up 
through  the  dry  shed,  and  two  million  feet  of  the 
highest  grade  of  lumber  went  up  in  smoke,  and  Mon- 
roe Bros.  &  Co.  sustained  a  loss  of  nearly  8:K),00(). 

This  fire  caused  the  watchman  of  Browne,  Strong  & 
Co.'  to  make  a  tour  of  inspection  through  their  yards 
and  see  that  everything  was  safe,  but  the  miserable, 
sneaking,  cowardly  •*  fire-fiend  "  escaped  his  notice,  and 
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five  minutes  later,  the  yards  of  Browne,  Strong  &  Co. 
burst  into  flames,  as  though  the  piles  of  lumber  had 
been  saturated  with  naptha.  Again  the  **fire  lads  V 
came  off  victorious,  and  the  flames  in  each  of  the  three 
fires  were  subdued  while  still  feeding  on  dry  and 
crackling  lumber.  Again  th^  brave  and  fearless  fire- 
men' received  the  congratulations  and  praise  of  our 
citizens.  The  firms  who  lost  so  heavily  spoke  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  firemen's  work,  and  it  was  con- 
ceded by  all  that  Chief  Dickinson,  with  his  efficient 
officers,  managed  affairs  with  great  skill  and  excellent 
judgment. 

For  several  years  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve 
the  facilities  for  extinguishing  fires,  but  action  was 
postponed  from,  time  to  time  under  various  pretexts 
until  these  great  fires  occurred  upon  the  flats.  Then, 
as  usual,  many  suggestions  were  offered,  and  almost 
every  one  was  in  favor  of  strengthening  the  depart- 
ment, and  immediately  measures  were  taken  to  pur- 
chase five  new  engines  to  take  the  place  of  old  ones. 

The  necessities  of  a  **  fire-boat,"  to  be  used  along  the 
river,  was  then  apparent,  but  before  a  contract  could 
be  entered  into  the  excitement  was  abated,  and  the 
**  boat "  remains  in  the  imagination  of  those  who  con- 
templated visions  of  happiness  in  gliding  along  the 
banks  of  Cuyahoga, 

Thirteen  companies  responded  to  the  call  for  assist- 
ance. They  were  from  Akron,  Elyria,  Painesville, 
Ashtabula,  Sandusky,  Lorain,  Oberlin,  Clyde,  Dela- 
ware, Galion,  Columbus,  Toledo,  and  Fremont. 

Only  four,  Akron,  Elyria,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula 
were  brought  into  action.  Some  of  the  others  -were 
stationed  in  the  engine  houses,  ready  to  respond  to 
any  alarm  that  might  occur  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 
All  were  anxious  to  go  to  work  and  assist  in  stemming 
the  sea  of  fire,  but  the  flames  were  sufficiently  under 
control  when  they  arrived  to  render  this  unnecessary. 
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And  when  the  smoke  had  cleared  away,  the  visitors 
who  looked  upon  the  ruins,  marked  a  difference 
between  them  and  those  of  the  first  great  fire.  At  the 
previous  conflagration  the  ravages  of  the  flames  were 
complete,  *'and  the  firemen  were  obliged  to  retreat, 
until  the  surges  had  ceased  in  most  directions  from 
lack  of  further  fuel/'  At  this  fire  piles  of  half  burned 
lumber  remained  as  evidence  of  the  effective  service 
performed  by  the  firemen,  under  the  skillful  manage- 
ment of  competent  officers. 

The  above  record  is  given  somewhat  at  length, 
because  of  the  magnitude  of  the  fires  showing  the 
important  necessity  of  a  well  regulated  fire  depart- 
ment, with  ample  means  to  combat  with  the  *' fiery 
elements." 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  Cleveland  have  the  losses 
been  so  great,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  about 
J§1,4^:>,000,  it  being  nearly  three  times  the  losses  of  188:], 
and  at  the  rate  of  $G  776-1000  per  capita. 

The  losses  at  the  two  *•  lumber  yard  fires"  were 
$1,012,007  leaving  a  balance  of  S4I0,(X)0  for  the  other 
fires. 

The  cost  of  running  the  department  during  the  year 
was  $108,201.07,  being  at  the  rate  of  04  cents  to  each 
person,  and  this  amount  would  have  been  about  $C.5()() 
less  had  not  the  **  lumber  yard  fires  "  occurred.  The 
contingent  expenses  arising  from  these  two  fires  were 
about  $1,500  and  7,550  feet  of  hose  being  destroyed, 
necessitated  the  purchase  of  5,000  feet,  which  would 
not  have  been  bought  if  the  *' incendiary*'  had 
remained  away  ;  and  even  these  expenses  would  have 
been  much  greater  had  not  the  railway  companies  and 
telegraph  companies,  also  the  several  fire  departments 
generously  donated  their  services  at  a  time  when  the 
whole  citv  was  threatened  with  destruction . 

Luckily  the  fire  was  confined  to  the  lumber  yards, 
for  the  heat  was  so  intense  that  whole  piles  of  burning 
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lumber  were  lifted  into  the  air,  and  large  fire  brands 
carried  to  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  chief  has  frequently  remarked  that  '*  Cleveland 
is  no  longer  a  village,  but  is  a  city  containing  ne-arly 
thirty  square  miles  of  territory,  and  a  population  of 
about  210,000  ;  and  it  is  important  now  that  all  build- 
ings, especially  in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  should 
be  so  constructed  as  to  guard  against  fire. " 

There  are  a  great  many  poorly  constructed  buildings 
in  the  city,  and  when  once  on  fire  not  easily  saved. 

In  order  to  give  the  public  an  opportunity  to  form  a 
correct  judgment  of  the  Cleveland  Fire  Department  as 
now  constituted  the  following  fable  is  printed,  giving 
a  full  description  of  every  engine  on  hand  :

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  nominally  the. 
strength  of  the  department  consists  of  five  first  size. 
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seven  second  size,  and  four  third  size  engipes.  In 
reality  the  department  boasts  of  three  strong  engines, 
three  medium,  four  fair  and  six  unreliable.  The  words 
*'size"  or  '* class"  are  relative  terms,  and  are  very 
elastic.     The  requirements  of  an  engine  are  : 

First — Quick  steaming  boilers,  easily  accessible  for 
repairs  and  with  plenty  of  heating  surface. 

Second — Simple  machinery  well  protected. 

Third — Lightest  possible  weight  compatible  with  the 
greatest  possible  strength  in  all  parts. 

Fourth — Powerful  pumps. 

Of  these  requisites  one  is  as  necessary  as  another, 
and  all  combine  to  make  up  a  good  engine.  Of  the 
stock  now  on  hand,  part  are  over  twenty  years  in 
service.  Leaving  out  the  engine  bought  last  month, 
the  remaining  fifteen  steamers  have  been  in  service  a 
length  of  time  aggregating  201  years,  an  average  of 
over  thirteen  years.  This,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
life  of  a  boiler  is  ten  years,  indicates  that  the  city  has 
been  culpably  neglectful  of  its  fire  department  hereto- 
fore. 

In  engine  building  as  well  as  in  other  branches  of 
industry,  rapid  progress  has  been  made,  and  is  still 
being  made.  Improvements  in  pumps  and  boilers  are 
constantly  announced,  and  no  better  proof  need  be 
given  than  the  fact  that  the  third  size  Silsby,  recently 
bought,  throws  700  gallons  a  minute,  while  a  first  size 
engine  of  the  same  make  ten  years  ago  was  warranted 
to  throw  600  gallons  a  minute  only.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  however,  that  the  new  third  size  steamer 
is  heavier  than  some  others  that  are  called  first  size.

Chief  Dickinson's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your 
honorable  body  my  report  of  the  operations  and  actions 
of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1884,  it  being  my  fourth  annual  report  thereof. . 

The  department  has  re  ponded  to  481  box  alarms,  and 
56  still  alarms,  a  total  of  537  alarms  during  the  year. 
In  responding  to  the  alarms  4,207i  miles  have  been 
traversed.  The  actual  time  of  work  at  the  fires  foots 
up  to  1,7174-5  hours.  The  number  of  feet  of  hose  used, 
250,300.  The  amount  of  hose  burnt  or  destroyed  was 
7,550  feet. 

The  table  on  following  page  will  exhibit  in  detail  the 
work  performed  and  miles  run,  and  fires  responded 
to  by  each  company  :

Engine  Company  No.  14  went  into  service  November 

20,  1884. 

Again  I  desire  to  call  yoar  special  attention  to  the 
defective  system  and  inadequate  supply  of  water 
throughout  the  lumber  districts  in  the  city,  and  ear- 
nestly recommend  the  prompt  erection  of  a  series  of 
wells  or  reservoirs,  so  constructed  with  proper  river 
connections  that  at  all  times  an  abundant  and  con- 
venient supply  of  water  for  the  prompt  and  speedy 
extinguishment  of  fires  in  that  important  business 
center . 

The  project  of  a  **  fire-boat"  having  failed,  I  would 
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recommend  that  two  or  three  hose  companies  be  estab- 
lished in  the  locality  of  the  lumber  yards. 

Permit  me  to  sug^gest  that  your  honorable  body  at 
the  earliest  practicable  ihoment  arrange  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Water  Works  for  the  erection  of  a 
greater  number  of  hydrants  in  the  district  comprising 
Euclid  avenue,  Ontario,  and  Prospect  streets,  and 
thus  obtain  a  better  supply  of  water,  which  is  greatly 
needed  in  case  of  a  large  fire  in  this  locality. 

I  would  also  reconm[iend  the  early  erection  of  an 
engine  house  on  or  near  Euclid  and  Wilson  avenues, 
and  a  house  for  a  hook  and  ladder  company  on  Case 
avenue  near  Payne  avenue. 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  the  five  new  engines  con- 
tracted to  be  built  for  the  department  the  machinery 
will  then  be  in  good  condition.  However,  I  would 
suggest  that  two  more  men  be  added  to  each  company 
where  the  heaviest  new  machines  may  be  located  for 
service,  and  in  this  connection  allow  me  to  recommend 
that  at  least  two  or  three  of  the  oldest  engines  now  in 
service  be  exchanged  fol*  engines  no  larger  than  the 
third  size  for  general  use  as  extra  engines. 

The  usefulness  of  chemical  engines  to  put  out  fires  is 
now  fully  established,  and  this  city  should  possess  at 
least  three  large  chemical  engines.  Several  of  the 
houses  and  some  of  the  apparatus  will  need  painting 
and  repairs  the  coming  year. 

THE  DISCIPLINE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  discipline  continues  at  its  high  standard  of  ex- 
cellence. The  officers  and  men  generally  bring  to  the 
discharge  of  their  arduous  and  at  times  hazardous 
duties  the  exercise  of  an  intelligent  judgment  and 
those  marked  traits  of  character  found  only  in  the 
true  fireman.  Harmony  in  the  ranks  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  men  while  in  the  active  discharge  of  their  duties 
depend  largely  upon  the  ex-ecutive  and  administrative 
ability  shown  by  the  captain  of  each  company.     The 
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best  results  from  each  engine,  when  in  actual  service, 
can  only  be  attained  by  a  practical  knowledge  of  the 
mechanical  construction  of  his  machine  by  the  en- 
gineer in  charge. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  referring  in  terms 
of  commendation  and  praise  for  the  interest  displayed 
and  large  outlay  of  money  so  freely  made  by  the  repre- 
sentative business  men  of  our  city  for  the  purpose  of 
discovering  and  punishing  the  **  incendiaries  "  infest- 
ing this  conununity  during  the  late  numerous  and  dis- 
astrous incendiary  fires.  To  the  authorities  and 
firemen  of  the  different  cities  and  towns  of  the  State 
who  so  quickly  responded  to  our  call  fof  help,  and  so 
generously  gave  their  time  and  services  assisting  our 
department  iu  the  extinguishment  of  several  of  these 
destructive  fires,  are  due  the  assurance  of  my  high 
regard  for  their  reciprocal  kindness  shown  and  inval- 
uable assistance  rendered  at  the  time  referred  to. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners and  air  others  with  whom  I  have  had  official 
dealings  for  their  earnest  support  and  courtesies 
extended  to  myself  and  associates  during  the  past  year. 

To  my  Assistant  Chiefs,  the  company  officers  and  to 
the  members  of  the  department  are  due  my  acknowl- 
ments  of  gratitude  for  their  promptness  and  zeal 
exhibited  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  for  the 
very  successful  operating  of  the  department  through 
the  past  year.

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There  are  at  present,  80  horses  in  the  department, 
all  of    which    are  serviceable  with  two  exceptions. 

There  have  been  22  horses  bought,  7  horses  sold,  and 
5  horses  have  died  during  the  year. 

Of  the  5  horses  that  died,  one  was  ordered  shot  by 
the  Condemning  Committee,  being  badly  scalded  about 
the  head.  Another  was  ordered  sent  to  the  glue  fac- 
tory by  the  same  committee,  being  useless  from  lack 
of  physical  vitality,  produced  by  long  standing  lame- 
ness, and  grease,  .  which  is  itself  a  constitutional 
disease.  The  other  three  succumbed  to  inflammation 
of  the  bowels,  the  result  of  chronic  colic,  which  is 
invariably  the  result  of  calculus,  as  such  is  irremedi- 
able.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Comviissioners  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  department,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  2884. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  four  hundred  and 
eighty-one  box  alarms ;  fifty-three  still  alarm  and 
nineteen  special  calls  for  assistance,  received  in  this 
office  and  transmitted  to  the  department. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  **system"  during 
the  year,  but  I  would  still  urge  your  honorable  body, 
to  make  the  changes,  as  recommended  in  my  last  re- 
port :  '*To  build  the  necessary  number  of  bell  circuits, 
and  in  such  a  manner,  that  when  an  alarm  is  turned 
in  from  the  outlying  districts,  the  central  district  will 
be  undisturbed,  and  contrarily. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  one  new  fire  circuit 
constructed,  now  a  total  of  eight  circuits.  The  eighth 
relieves  the  second  of  many  boxes,  and  has  made  our 
system  more  reliable,  taking  in  a  portion  of  territory 
not  reached  by  the  telegraph  lines  before.  Four  new 
alarm  boxes  have  been  ordered  during  the  year,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  two  hundred  and  three  boxes  in  the  de- 
partment. 

I  eL^aXii  call  your  attention  to  the  bad  condition  of 
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the  steel  wire  put  up  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city 
in  1874,  which  is  not  reliable  and  ought  to  be  replaced 
with  new,  as  it  takes  double  the  amount  of  battery  for 
the  old  steel  wire  that  would  be  required  for  good 
wire. 

There  have  been  137  new  poles  set,  and  sixty-eight 
old  ones,  a  total  now  of  1,410  poles. 

The  amount  of  wire  strung  in  the  city  is  about  as 
follows,  viz. — 

Fire  line 170  miles. 

Talking  circuit 35  miles. 

Police  telegraph  line 35  miles. 

Telephone  line 80  miles. 

Total  miles  of  lines 320 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  vast  number  of 
wires,  that  are  being  constantly  strung  along  the  streets 
and  over  house  tops,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  department  to  operate  the 
aerial  ladder,  and  difficult  to  raise  a  forty  foot  ladder : 
therefore  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of  these 
facts,  and  would  recommend  that  the  wires  be  placed 
under  ground,  as  this  will  prevent  many  of  our  troubles 
and  especially  the  electric  light  wires,  which  cause 
the  most  damage,  and  dangerous  to  repair  after  dark. 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  a  lengthy  report,  as 
I  have  made  monthly  detailed  reports  to  your  honor- 
able body  through  the  chief.

Section  171.  If  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  owning-  or  occupying'  any  building  in  the  City 
of  Cleveland,  in  which  there  is  a  hatchway,  or  opening- 
between  the  stories  of  said  building,  ta  permit  the 
same  ta  remain  open,  unless  such  hatchway  or  opening 
shall  be  prrotected  by  sufficient  railing:, 

Sec,  172.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv  and  all  own- 
ers  and  occupants  of  buildings  having'  such  openings; 
or  hatchways,  to.  leave  the  same  open  between  the 
haurs  of  closing'  business  at  night  and  opening-  in  the 
mornings 

Sec.  17^.  Every  person  violating- any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  Sections  171  and  172  shall,  an  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  any  sura  not  exce3ding'  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  174.  No  person  shall  keep,  have  or  passers  in 
any  building'  in  the  city  af  Cleveland,  or  in  any  place 
within  two  hundred  yards  of  any  dwelling  house  or 
building  in  said  city,  camphene,  burning  fluid,  or  any 
other  similar  explosive  or  inflammable  fluid,  in  any 
quantity  exceeding  two  g'allons,  in  any  way  or  manner 
otherwise  than  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Sep.  175.  No  person  shall  keep  for  sale  in  any  shop, 
dwelling  house,  or  other  building  within  the  cit\^  of 
Cleveland,  any  camphene,  burning  fluid.or  other  sim- 
ilar explosive  or  inflammable  fluid,  without  first  hav- 
ing obtained  a  license  from  the  Mayor,  and  paying  oue 
dollar  therefor. 

Se(\  170.  Each  license  granted  as  provided  by  the 
foregoing  section,  shall  contain  the  regulations  as  to 
the  manner  of  keeping  such  camphene,  burning-  fluid 
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or  other  similar  explosive  or  inflammable  fluid,  and. 
shall  specify  the  amount  to  be  kept  at  any  one  time  ; 
and  the  Mayor  may  annex  such  regulations  as  the  safe- 
ty of  the  public  shall  require. 

Sec.  177.  Every  person  licensed  as  aforesaid  to  keep 
and  sell  burning  fluid,  or  other  similar  explosive  or  in- 
flammable fluid,  shall  cause  a  sign  to  be  kept  in  some 
conspicuous  place  over  the  door,  or  in  the  front  part  of 
his  shop,  store  or  other  building,  where  such  camphene 
or  other  fluid  is  kept,  with  the  following  words  printed 
or  painted  thereon  :  *'  Licensed  to  keep  or  sell  camphene 
and  burning  fluid." 

Sec.  178.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  above 
sections  174,  175,  176,  177,  §hall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  356.  No  person  shall  put  up  or  suffer  to  be  kept 
up,  the  pipe  of  any  stove,  unless  it  be  conducted  into  a 
chimney  made  of  brick  or  stone. 

Sec.  '357  No  person  shall  make  or  keep  a  hole  in  a 
chimney  for  a  stove  pipe,  unless  there  be  a  sheet  iron 
or  earthen  thimble  inserted  in  said  chimney,  imbedded 
in  mortar,  and  a  tin  or  sheet  iron  stopper,  with  a  flange 
at  least  one  inch  wide  outside  the  chimney,  to  be  used 
whenever  the  pipe  is  removed. 

Sec.  358.  No  person  shall  hereafter  build  or  cause  to 
be  built,  any  chimney  resting  on  any  part  of  a  building 
liable  to  settle,  unless  the  chimney  be  permanently 
connected  with  the  building,  so  that  the  whole  may 
settle  together  ;  nor  shall  any  person  build,  or  cause  to 
be  built,  a  chimney  beginning  on  or  above  the  first 
story  of  any  building,  unless  there  are  fixed  stairs,  easy 
of  access,  leading"  to  the  beginning  of  the  chimney. 

Sec.  359.  No  person  shall  build  or  cause  to  be  built, 
any  chimney  to  be  used  for  carrying  off  the  smoke  of 
any  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine,  less  than  fifty-five 
feet  in  height,  and  made  of  brick  or  stone. 

Sec.  360.     No  person  shall  place  any   hay,  straw,   or 
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other  combustible  substance,  within  fifteen  feet  of  any 
place  where  fire  is  kept  ;  nor  use  a  lighted  candle  or 
lamp  in  any  building  where  hay  or  stra.v  is  kept,  un- 
less the  same  be  secured  in  a  tin  horn  or  glass  lantern; 
or  keep  a  fire  in  such  building  without  permission  of 
one  of  the  Fire  Wardenfe. 

Sec.  Ml.  No  person  shall  set  on  fire  any  hay.  straw, 
chips,  shavings,  barrels  or  other  combustible  substance 
or  make  an}"  bonfire  in  any  street,  lane,  or  alley  or  pub- 
lic ground,  or  in  any  lot  within  two  hundred  feet  of 
any  building,  without  permission  from  the  Mayor  or 
Fire  Wardens. 

Sec.  362.  Every  person  keeping  or  occupying  a  shop 
wherein  shavings  or  other  combustible  matter  is  con- 
tained, shall  clean  and  remove  the  same  out  of  such 
building  and  the  yard  belonging  thereto,  at  least  three 
times  in  each  week  ;  nor  shall  he  use  a  lighted  candle 
in  such  shop  unless  it  be  placed  in  a  candlestick  of 
incombustible  material. 

Sec.  363.  No  person,  in  removing  any  chips,  shav- 
ings, or  other  combustible  matter,  shall  scatter  or 
throw  them,  or  direct,  permit  or  suffer  any  chips, 
shavings,  or  other  combustible  matter  to  be  taken  to. 
or  thrown  or  scattered  on  anv  street,  lane,  allev  or 
public  ground ;  nor  shall  any  person  carry  fire  in  or 
through  any  street  or  lot,  except  the  same  be  placed  or 
carried  in  some  secure  pan  or  other  vessel. 

Sec.  364.  Every  occupant  of  any  building  shall  de- 
posit and  keep  the  ashes  made  in  and  about  said  build- 
ing, in  a  close  and  secure  metallic  or  earthen  vessel- 
or  in  a  brick  or  stone  ash  room. 

Sec.  365.  No  person  shall  bring  into  or  through  the 
city  of  Cleveland  more  than  fifty  pounds  of  gun  pow- 
der at  any  one  time  upon  any  vehicle,  unless  the  ends 
and  sides  thereof  are  higher  than  the  wheels,  and  the 
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inside  of  said  vehicle  securely  lined  throughout  with 
copper. 

Sec.  3GC.  The  Mayor,  Harbor  Master,  Port  Warden, 
or  either  Fire  Warden  may  give  such  directions  as 
either  of  them  may  think  proper,  relative  to  the  loca- 
tion of  any  boat  having  on  board  gunpowder,  gun  cot- 
ton, hay  or  other  combustible  materials,  or  may  direct 
said  articles  to  be  removed  to  a  place  of  safety  ;  or,  if 
gunpowder  or  gun  cotton,  to  be  placed  in  a  powder 
house  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  ihe 
Mayor,  Harbor  Master,  Port  Warden  or  Fire  Warden 
may  direct .  Each  of  said  officers  are  hereby  respec- 
tively empowered  to  put  in  force  any  order  or  direction 
given  under  this  section.  Any  person  refusing  or  neg- 
lecting to  obey  such  orders  or  directions,  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  3G0  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  tm.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Wardens, 
in  their  respective  districts,  to  examine  carefully,  and 
at  all  times  during  the  year,  every  house,  store  or 
building,  and  places  for  the  keeping  and  deposit  of 
ashes,  and  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  City  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  all  violations  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tions :  and  also  to  remove  or  abate,  in  case  of  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  the  owner,  any  cause  from  which 
any  immediate  danger  of  fire  may  be  apprehended  ; 
and  when  any  Fire  Warden  shall  deem  any  build- 
ing, chimney,  store,  stovepipe,  hearth,  oven,  boiler, 
ash-house  or  apparatus  used  or  suffered  to  be  used 
in  any  building  or  manufactory,  unsafe,  and  shall 
direct  anything  to  render  the  some  more  safe  against 
fire,  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof  shall  comply  with 
such  order  or  direction  of  the  Warden  within  the  time 
fixed  by  the  Warden. 

Sec.  308.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  engaged  in  the  construction,  repairing  or  alter- 
ing any  building  within  said  city,  to  place  any  joist, 
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timber,  flooring,  or  other  work  used  in  such  construc- 
tion, repairing  or  altering,  in  contact  with  any  smoke- 
stack, chimney  or  smoke-flue  belonging  to  such  build- 
ing. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Wardens  to 
examine  all  buildings  in  process  of  construction, 
alteration  or  repair,  within  said  city,  and  to  make 
complaint  to  the  police  court  of  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  369.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  chapter,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  and  be  further  fined  in  the  sum  of  three 
dollars  for  every  day  said  violation  shall  continue. 

Sec.  370.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual,  or 
company,  or  persons  to  build  or  occupy  any  building 
of  more  than  one  story  in  height,  where  such  building 
is  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  employes  or  tenants 
on  the  different  floors,  counting  the  ground  floor  as 
the  first  floor  or  story,  without  providing  a  scuttle  in 
the  roof  with  some  suitable  ladder  or  stairway  leading 
thereto,  and  some  suitable  and  efficient  ladders,  or 
other  safe  fire  escapes,  from  the  upper  stories  of  such 
building,  to  be  easily  accessible  to  such  employes  or 
tenants  in  the  case  of  fires ;  the  means  employed,  or 
the  device  or  plan  of  such  fire  escape  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 
Any  person,  or  any  individual  member  of  a  company, 
the  owner  of  such  building,  or  the  occupier  thereof, 
employing  persons  to  labor,  or  renting  rooms  or  apart- 
ments therein,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fiftv  dollars ;  and  for  each 
month  he  or  she  so  fails  to  comply  therewith,  shall  be 
fint^d  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  police  court  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Sec.  371.     All  owners  or  proprietors  of  hotels,  board- 
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ing  houses,  public  halls  and  tenement  blocks,  shall  be 
required  to  prepare  and  furnish  wherever  and  when- 
ever in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  Warden 
of  the  Fire  Department  the  same  shall  be  deemed 
necessary,  suitable  means  of  escape  for  the  lodgers, 
inmates,  tenants  and  occupants  thereof,  in  case  of 
fire,  the  same  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  under  the 
direction  and  to  the  approval  of  said  Chief  Engineer 
or  Warden  in  providing  suitable  escapes,  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars ;  and  for  each  month  he  fails  to  comply  with 
such  order  he  shall  be  fined  a  further  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  372.  No  owner  of  any  building,  whatever  may 
be  his  interest  therein,  shall  set  fire  to,  or  attempt  to 
set  fire  to,  or  burn  3uch  building ;  nor  shall  any  per- 
son owning  in  fee  simple,  or  for  life,  or  by  courtesy 
any  land,  set  fire  to,  or  attempt  to  set  fire  to,  or  burn 
any  building  situated  wholly  or  partly  on  said  land. 
Any  j)erson  violating  any  provision  of  this  section, 
shallv  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars . 

Sec.  373.  No  person  shall  in  any  manner  obstruct 
the  use  of  any  fire  hydrant  within  the  city,  or  have  or 
place  any  material  in  front  thereof  from  the  curb  line 
to  the  center  of  the  street,  and  to  within  five  feet  from 
either  side  thereof,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  such  oflfense  ;  and  any  and  all  material 
found  as  an  obstruction  as  aforesaid,  maybe  forthwith 
removed  by  the  officers  or  members  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  this  city,  and  at  the  risk,  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owner  or  claimant. 

Sec.  374.  If  any  loaded  wagon,  cart,  street  railroad 
car,  or  other  vehicles,  be  driven  over  the  hose  belong- 
ing to  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Cleveland, 
laid  on  the  street,  at  the  occurrence  of  any  fire  in  the 
city,   or  any  alarm  of.  fire,   the  driver  or  owner  or 
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owners  of  such  vehicle,  shall  be  subject  to  prosecution 
before  the  police  court  of  said  city,  and,  on  convic- 
tion, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  in  the  Work- 
house, or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  such 
imprisomment  for  the  first  offense  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days ;  for  the  second  offense^  sixty  days  ;  and  for  the 
third  and  each  subsequent  offense,  three  months, 

FIRE  LIMITS. 

Sec.  ,']75.  No  person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  place 
any  building,  or  part  of  any  building,  upon  or  within 
the  territorv  hereinafter  descril>ed,  unless  the  outer 
walls  thereof  be^made  of  brick  or  stone  and  mortar, 
or  of  iron  backed  by  brick  or  stone  and  mortar,  with 
lateral  wall  at  least  ten  inches  above  the  roof,  and  the 
cornice  be  made  of  brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  the  roof 
thereof  be  covered  with  fire-proof  materiaL 

Nor  ••hall  any  person  or  persons  place,  or  cause  to  be 
placed,  any  building,  or  any  part  of  a  building,  except 
of  the  character  above  described,  upon  any  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  within  said  territory,  which  shall  have 
been  moved  from  any  other  part  of  said  territory, 
unless  such  person  or  persons  shall  first  obtain  the 
consent  so  to  do  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
to  whom  a  discretion  is  hereby  given  to  grant  permits 
for  the  erection  and  location  of  wooden  buildings 
within  said  territory  where,  in  the  opinion  of  said 
Board,  it  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
adjacent  or  contingent  proi>erl:y  owners,  and  which 
permits  must  be  in  writing,  and  issued  by  the  clerk  of 
said  Board. 

Such  permit  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Council. 

Sec.  ■]7il  Tlie  territory  named  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion is  bounded  and  described  as  follows : 

1st. — EAST   OF   (n  YAH()(iA    RIVER. 

Beginning  at  the  center  of  Erie  street,  on  the  lake 
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sliore,  thence  following  along  the  center  of  Erie  street

line  of  Church  street  to  Hanover  street ;  thence  along 
the  easterly  line  of  Hanover  street  to  Vermont  street  ^, 
thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  Vermont  street  to  a 
point  one  hundred  feet  from  the  westerly  line  of  Pearl 
street ;  thence  along  a  line  parallel  with  Pearl  street, 
and  one  hundred  feet  distant  therefrom,  to  the  center

Nothing  in  this  sub-division  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent,  upon  said  territory, 
the  erection  of  sheds  constructed  of  wood,  not  exceed- 
ing'twelve  feet  square  and  twelve  feet  in  height  at  the 
highest  part  of  the  roof,  with  the  roof  sloping  one  way 
only ;  or  outhouses  not  exceeding  twelve  feet  square 
and  twelve  feet  high  at  the  peak,  or  highest  part  of  the 
roof  thereof. 

ORDINANCE  No.  158. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  provide  for  the  construction, 
alteration,  and  repair  of  buildings  within  the  fire 
limits  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  to  repeal  Sec- 
tions 375,  377  and  378,  and  to  amend  Section  973  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1882. 

Secttion  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Cleveland,  That  hereafter  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any 
building  or  structure  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  city 
of  Cleveland,  shall  be  under  the  care  and  control  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Insecure  and  Unsafe 
Buildings. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  or  corporation  shall  erect  or 
cause  to  be  erected  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  citv  of 
Cleveland,  as  now  established,  or  as  may  be  hereafter 
established  from  time  to  time,  any  building  or  build- 
ings, or  any  addition  to  any  building,  or  cause  to  be 
placed  any  building  or  any  part  <»f  a  building  upon 
any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  within  said  territory,  which 
shall  haVe  been  moved  from  any  other  section  of  the 
city,  the  front,  side,  and  rear  walls  of  which  are  not 
composed  entirely  of  brick  and  mortar,  or  of  stone 
and  mortar,  or  of  iron  backed  by  brick,  stone  and 
mortar,  and  the  cornice  made  of  brick,  stone  or  iron, 
and  the  roof  thereof  covered  with  fire-proof  material. 
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If  any  building  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  city  of 
Cleveland  shall  be  destroyed  to  the  extent  of  one-half 
thereof,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  rebuild  the  same,  unless 
the  front,  side  and  rear  walls  of  the  portions  rebuilt 
shall  be  composed  entirely  of  brick  and  mortar,  or  of 
stone  and  mortar,  or  of  iron  backed  with  brick  or  stone 
and  mortar. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  outside  foundation  walls  shall  be 
built  of  stone,  laid  in  best  lime  or  cement  mortar,  rest- 
ing on  one  or  more  courses  of  fOv^ting  stones,  when 
the  same  is  necessary.  Interior  partition  or  division 
walls  in  the  basement  of  any  building  may  be  built  of 
good,  sound,  hard  burned  bricks,  well  laid  in  best  lime 
or  cement  mortar  above  the  basement  floor,  but  all 
such  walls  shall  rest  on  a  foundation  of  stone  work, 
with  footing  courses  when  necessary.  The  thickness 
of  all  walls  in  all  buildings  or  additions  hereafter 
erected  shall  not  be  less  than  is  given  in  the  following 
tables  for  the  different  kinds  of  buildings  :

Sec  4.  That  in  all  buildings  over  twenty  feet  in  width 
and  not  having  either  brick  partition  wall  or  girders, 
supported  by  columns  running  from  front  to  rear,  the 
walls  shall  be  increased  an  additional  four  inches  in 
thickner^s  for  each  story  over  and  above  the  thickness 
given  in  the  preceding  tables,  for  every  additional 
width  of  ten  feet  or  part  thereof  of  said  building  over 
twentv  feet. 

Sec  5.  That  the  wall  of  any  building  now  or  here- 
after erected,  shall  not  be  cut  off,  removed  or  altered 
below  another  story,  without  a  permit  so  to  do  having 
first  been  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
Every  temporary  support  placed  under  any  structure, 
wall,  girder,  or  beam,  during  the  erection,  finishing, 
alteration,  or  repairing  of  any  building  or  i)art  there- 
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of,  shall  be  equal  to  the  permanent  support  required 
for  such  structure,  wall,  girder  or  beam. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  all  cases  the  side,  end  and  party 
walls  shall  be  anchored  at  each  pier  or  story  of  floor 
beams  or  joists,  and  where  piers  receive  girders,  they 
shall  be  anchored  there  to  and  together  if  the  ends 
meet  on  said  pier. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  chimneys  and  flues  shall  be  laid  in 
a  careful  and  thorough  manner,  with  not  less  than 
eight  inches  of  brick  on  all  sides,  the  joists,  both  hori- 
zontal and  vertical,  filled  full  of  mortar,  and  all  of  the 
joints  shall  be  thoroughly  pointed  both  inside  and  out, 
and  shall  be  well  and  thoroughly  plastered  the  entire 
length  of  the  chimney  or  flue,  which  shall  be  built 
from  the  ground  and  shall  extend  at  least  five  feet 
above  the  roof.  Hearths  or  fire-places  or  grates  shall 
be  laid  upon  brick  arches,  stones,  slabs  or  iron  work, 
and  laid  in  such  manner  as  to  be  fire-proof.  No  end 
or  side  of  trimmer,  joist  or  beam  shall  come  in  contact 
with,  or  be  laid  into  any  smoke  or  other  flue,  but  all 
flues  shall  be  properly  trimmed  by  double  joist  and 
double  trimmers  whenever  necessary,  or  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Board,  and  no  joists,  trimmers  or  stairs 
shall  be  laid  nearer  to  the  outside  surface  of  flues  than 
one  and  a  fourth  inches,  and  all  such  spaces  shall  be 
left  open  for  the  free  circulation  of  air.  Any  person 
violating  any  provision  of  this  section,  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  costs. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  butt  ends  of  all  joists,  floor  beams 
and  rafters  shall  be  cut  on  a  splay  of  not  less  than  four 
inches  to  the  foot  in  their  width,  and  shall  not  be  laid 
so  that  their  ends  lap  by  or  come  in  contact,  and  in 
cases  where  the  walls  are  not  thick  enough,  or  it  is 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  to  give  joists  or  beams 
more  bearing  on  the  walls,  ledges  or  projections  of  the 
courses  of   bricks,  immediately  under    the  joists  or 
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beams,  must  be  laid  out  beyond  the  face  of  the  wall  to 
the  extent  of  four  inches,  if  necessary. 

Sec.  9,  That  the  height  of  stories  for  all  given 
thickness  of  walls,  as  given  in  the  preceding  tables, 
must  not  exceed  eleven  feet  in  the  clear  for  basements, 
eighteen  feet  in  the  clear  for  first  story,  fifteen  feet  in 
the  clear  for  second  story,  fourteen  feet  In  the  clear 
for  third  story,  fourteen  feet  in  the  clear  for  fourth 
«tory,  thirteen  feet  in  the  clear  for  fifth  story,  and 
thirteen  average  height  for  sixth  story.  If  any  story 
exceed  these  heights  respectively,  the  walls  of  such 
story  and  all  stories  below  the  same  shall  be  increased 
four  inches  in  thickness  in  addition  to  the  thickness 
as  given  in  the  tables.  All  outside  or  divisions  or 
party  walls  shall  extend  above  the  roof  of  any  build- 
ing that  may  hereafter  be  built  in  the  fire  limits  of  the 
city  of  Cleveland  two  and  one-half  feet,  and  be  prop* 
erly  coped  with  stona 

Sec.  10.  That  in  any  building  more  than  two  stories 
in  height,  hereafter  to  be  erected  as  tenement  or  lodg- 
ing house,  or  for  offices  in  which  the  lower  part  is  to 
be  used  for  business  or  manufacturing  purposes  of  any 
kind,  the  hall  partitions  from  the  cellar  to  the  second 
floor  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  stone.  The  bearing 
walls  of  all  buildings  carrying  beams  or  joints  ;$hall, 
in  all  cases,  be  built  up  to  the  top  of  the  joists  and  be 
leveled  oflf. 

Sec.  11.  That  exterior  walls  faced  with  stone,  shall 
have  a  backing  of  not  less  than  eight  inches  of  hard 
brick,  laid  in  lime  or  cement  mortar,  but  in  no  case 
shall  the  thickness  of  the  stone  and  the  backing  taken 
together  be  less  than  the  thickness  required  for  a  brick 
wall  of  the  same  height.  The  stone  facing  of  all 
walls  shall  always  be  securely  tied  to  the  brick 
backing  by  means  of  metal  clamps,  or  be  laid  in  alter- 
nate courses  of  not  less  than  four  and  eight  inches 
on  beds,  so  as  to  bond  in  with  the  brick  backing. 
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Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect,  con- 
struct, alter  or  bUild  any  rear,  front,  side,  party  divis- 
ion  or  partition  wall  more  than  one  story  in  heighth 
upon  wooden  girders  or  lintels,  or  to  support  any  such 
wall  by  a  wooden  support^  but  all  such  supports  shall 
be  of  iron,  brick  or  stone,  an4  of  sufficient  size  or 
strength  to  safely  support  the  superstructure. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  brick  piers  shall  be  built  of  the 
best  quality  of  hard  burned  brick,  laid  in  best  quality 
of  lime  or  cement  mortar,  each  course  of  brick  to  be 
laid,  backed  up  and  the  joints  filled  full  of  mortar  or 
grout,  and  leveled  off  before  commencing  to  lay  the 
next  course  above  ;  the  brick  work  of  piers  to  be  well 
bonded.  Isolated  brick  piers  under  all  iron  lintels, 
girders  or  columns,  shall  have  an  iron  or  cut-stone  cap, 
the  full  size  of  the  pier,  laid  on  a  bed  of  mortar. 
Columns  supported  by  brick  walls  or  piers,  shall  rest 
upon  an  iron  plate  or  upon  a  cut  stone  cap.  Caps  and 
bed  plates  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
thickness  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  placed  under  and  over 
the  Iron  columns. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  roofs  of  all  buildings  within  the 
fire  limits  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  shall  be  covered 
with  fire-proof  or  non-combustible  material :  and  all 
buildings  with  flat  roofs,  more  than  one  story  in 
height,  shall  have  a  scuttle-hole  not  less  than  two  by 
three  feet,  with  a  step  ladder  or  flight  of  steps  leading 
thereto,  inside  the  building,  so  that  access  to  the  roof 
can  be  had  at  all  times.  The  scuttle  frames  and 
covers  to  be  covered  outside  with  some  fire-proof 
material,  and  shall  be  provided  with  hinges  and  hook, 
and  at  no  time  locked.  All  fire-proof  cornices  shall  be 
well  secured  to  the  walls  with  iron  anchors,  independ- 
ent of  any  wood-work,  the  look-outs  to  be  made  of 
wrought  or  cast  iron  frames  to  fasten  the  cornices  to, 
if  so  directed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  ;  in  all  cases 
the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  sheathing  of  the 
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Toof,  and  where  the  cornices  project  above  the  roof, 
the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  top  of  the  cornice 
and  the  joints  well  flusTied  with  mortar. 

Sec.  15.  That  in  all  cases,  within  the  fire  limits, 
where  buildings  now  constructed  and  standing  ^hall 
hereafter  be  damaged  by  fire  and  not  entirely  de- 
molished, and  shall  be  reconstructed  upon  the  ruins, 
the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  conformed 
with  in  every  particular,  just  the  same  as  is  required 
for  new  buildings.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  provided  with  proper  metallic  leaders  for  con- 
ducting the  water  from  the  roofs  to  the  ground  sewer 
or  gutter  in  such  manner  as  shall  protect  the  walls 
and  foundations  from  damage;  and  in  no  case  shall 
the  water  from  said  leaders  be  allowed  to  flow  upon 
the  sidewalk,  but  shall  be  conducted  by  drain  pipes  to 
the  street  gutter  or  sewer. 

Sec.  16.  That  no  building  now  or  hereafter  erected 
in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  within  the  fire  limits,  shall 
be  enlarged,  raised  or  altered,  or  built  upon  in  such 
manner  that  were  such  building  wholly  built  or  con- 
constructed  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it 
would  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance ;  and  before  any  building  built  of  stone, 
brick  or  iron,  or  any  wooden  building  with  or  without 
a  brick  front  in  any  part  of  said  city  shall  be  enlarged, 
raised,  altered  or  built  upon,  the  same  shall  first  be 
examined  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  to  ascertain  if 
the  building  or  buildings  are  in  safe  and  good  condi- 
tion to  be  enlarged,  raised,  altered  or  built  upon,  and 
no  such  building  as  aforesaid  shall  be  enlarged,  raised, 
altered  or  built  upon  until  after  such  examination  and 
decision  of  the  Board. 

.    Sec.  17.     Fire  escapes  shall  be  provided  for  all  build- 
ings in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  now  in  force. 

Sec.  18.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  wood 
or  combustible  floors  or  ceilings  shall  hereafter  enter 
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any  flues,  unless  said  pipes  shall  be  at  least  twelve 
inches  f  r<Mn  either  the  floor  or  ceiling,  and  in  all  cases 
where  smoke  pipes  pass  through  stud  or  wooden  par- 
titions of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be  plastered 
or  not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  a  soapstone  or  any 
other  incombustible  material  not  less  than  four  inches 
in  thickness  and  extending  through  the  partition. 
Also  any  steam  pipe  passing  through  cm*  near  any  wood 
floor  or  partition  shall  be  properly  protected. 

Sec.  1 9.  That  all  boiler  rooms  hereafter  constructed 
within  the  fire  limits,,  in  any  building  other  than 
dwelling  houses,  shall  be  constructed  of  brick  or  iron,, 
and  shall  be  so  arranged  that  openings  between  said 
boiler  room  and  other  parts  of  the  building  in  which  it 
is  placed  shall  be  closed  by  iron  or  metal  covered  doors. 
All  smoke  stacks*  either  of  brick,  stone  or  iron  here- 
after erected  fc«-  all  buildings,  except  dwelling  houses 
of  any  kind,  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  height  of  fifteen 
fee!;  above  the  roof  of  said  building  (m*  the  one  adjoin- 
ing, and  also  be  provided  with  a  sparis:  arrester. 

Sec.  2Q.  That  section  073  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1882  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  073.  No  person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  place, 
or  cause  to  be  erected  or  placed,  any  building,  or  any 
addition  to  any  building,  or  part  of  any  building 
adjacent  to  and  fronting  on  the  Superior  street  Via- 
duct, or  within  twentv  feet  of  the  outer  lines  of  the 
same,  between  a  pK>int  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
westerly  of  the  westerly  line  of  Water  street  and  the 
westerly  end  of  the  retaining  walls  of  the  arch  over 
the  K  Y.  P.  &  O.  R  R,  formerly  the  C.  &  M.  R  R, 
unless  the  outer  walls  thereof  be  made  of  brick  and 
mortar,  or  of  stone  and  mortar,  and  the  cornices 
thereof  be  made  of  brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  the  roofs 
thereof  be  covered  with  fire-proof  material ;  and  no 
openings  for  doors  or  windows  or  other  purposes,  shall 
be  made  in  the  walls  facing  on  the  Viaduct,  below  the 
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grade  of  the  outer  lines  of  the  sidewalks  of  the  same, 
without  permission  shall  be  given  by  the  Board  of 
Improvements ;  and  all  such  doors,  windows,  or  other 
openings,  when  made,  shall  be  properly  protected  by 
one-eight  inch  wrought  iron  shutters,  which  shall  be 
kept  closed  at  all  times  except  during  business  or  work- 
ing hours  during  the  day. 

Provided,  That  the  construction  of  all  such  buildings 
shall  be  in  conformity  with  provisions  of  an  ordi- 
nance entitled,  **  An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
construction,  alteration  and  repair  of  buildings 
within  the  fire  limits  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  and 
to  repeal  Sections  375,  377  and  378,  and  to  amend 
Section  973  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1882,"  passed 
March  5,  1883. 

Sec.  21.  That  Sections  375,  377  and  378  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1882  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  22.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  (except  as  provided  in  Section 
7)  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  or  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  23^  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  in  so  far  as  they 
conflict  with  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  24.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  legal  publication.

That    said  original  Section    24  is  hereby 
repealed. 
Sec.  This  ordinance  fthall  take  effect  from  and  after 

its  passage  and  legal  publication.

ORDINANCE  202. 

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners the  right  to  erect  poles  on  the  public 
streets,  etc . 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Cleveland  that  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners be  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  use  the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and 
grounds  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
maintaining  thereon  telegraph  poles  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  and  as  part  of  the  fire  alarm  telegraph 
system  of  the  fire  department. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Board  shall  have  authority  to 
grant  to  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  the  joint 
use  of  such  poles  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it 
may  determine  to  be  just  and  proper. 
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Sec.  3.    That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

ORDINANCE  237. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  grant  to  the  Bankers'  and  Mer- 
chants' Telegraph  Company  permission  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  line  of  telegraph  poles  on  certain 
streets  of  the  city  of  Cleveland. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  That  permission  be  given  to  the 
Bankers'  and  Merchants'  Telegraph  Company  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  line  of  wires  and  telegraph  poles  on 
the  following  streets :  Commencing  at  a  point  on 
the  Connotton  Valley  Railroad  in  Jefferson  street, 
thence  westerly  on  Jefferson  street  to  Starkweather 
avenue,  thence  along  Starkweather  to  Scranton 
avenue,  thence  along  Scranton  to  Barber  avenue, 
thence  along  Barber  avenue  to  Mill  street,  thence 
along  Mill  street  to  Wade  avenue,  thence  along  Wade 
to  Rhodes  avenue,  thence  along  Rhodes  to  Clark 
avenue,  thence  along  Clark  to  Lorain  street,  thence 
along  Lorain  to  Henry  street,  and  thence?  along  Henry 
street  to  the  city  limits  under  the  provisions  of  an 
ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  regulate  and  con- 
trol the  use  of  streets  and  other  public  grounds  in  the 
city  by  telegraph,  telephone  or  other  companies  or 
individuals  using  or  operating  lines  of  wire  for  the 
purpose  of  correspondence  or  communication,  passed 
February  2,  1880,  Provided,  the  said  Telef>raph  Com- 
pany shall  put  the  city  fire  alarm  wires  upon  its  poles 
frc  m  the  place  of  beginning  on  Jefferson  street  to  the 
engine  house  on  Scranton  avenue,  and  from  that  point 
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to  the  westerly  limits  of  the  city.  Said  Telegraph  (Com- 
pany shall  put  upon  each  one  of  its  poles  one  four-pin 
cross-arm,  which  arm  shall  be  the  highest  on  each 
pole,  for  the  city^fire  alarm  wires  (to  be  furnished  by 
the  city)  thereon  free  of  charge. 

Sec.  2^  Said  Company  shall  pay  the  expense  of 
printing  this  ordinance  and  other  incidental  expenses 
connected  therewith. 

Sec.  3.  Thi^  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and  legal  publication.

AN  ACT. 

To  create  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  provide 
for  the  management  of  fire  departments  in  cities 
having  a  population  not  less  than  ninety  thousand 
inhabitants  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  Federal  census,  and 
to  repeal  an  act  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  management  and  control 
of  Fire  Departments  in  cities  of  the  first-class  having 
a  population  exceeding  ninety  thousand  inhabitants 
and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  in- 
habitants at  the  last  Federal  census,  shall  be  vested  in 
a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  of 
the  City  Council  and  four  resident  freeholders  in  said 
cities,  who  at  the  first  regular  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion in  said  cities,  after  the  passage  ofthis  act,  shall  be 
elected  from  the  qualified  electors  in  each  of  said  cit- 
ies.    Said  commissioners  so  elected  shall  hold  office  as. 
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foUotvs  :  One  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for 
three  years,  and  one  for  four  years,  each  to  hold  re- 
spectfully until  their  successors  are  elected  and  duly 
qualified. 

That  at  each  annual  municipal  election  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  one  member  of  said  Board  for 
the  term  of  four  years. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by 
death,  resignation  or  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of 
term  of  oflSce,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council 
to  elect  some  suitable  person  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  Board  shall,  upon  its  organiza- 
tion and  annually  thereafter,  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  President  of  the  Board,  and  also  at  the  same  time 
appoint  some  suitable  person  not  a  member  of  the 
Board  as  secretary,  who  shall  serve  for  the  period  of 
four  years,  and  until  a  successor  is  elected.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  no  election 
of  oflScers  or  appointment  of  men  shall  be  valid  unless 
approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said 
Board,  and  the  vote  as  given  shall  be  duly  recorded  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Board  shall  hold  regular  meetings 
at  least  twice  each  month,  and  oftener  if  deemed  nec- 
essary by  said  Board. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  of 
the  Board  or  any  three  members.  Notice  of  all  special 
meetings  shall  be  served  upon  the  members  in  person, 
or  by  leaving  written  or  printed  notices  of  the  same  at 
their  places  of  residence. 

A  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to 
order  the  expenditure  of  any  money  or  make  any  con- 
tract, and  the  vote  upon  the  same  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

Said  Board  shall  caufe  an  accuiate  lecoid  1o  te 
made  of  all  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  received  as 
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evidence  when  certified  by  the  secretary.  It  shall 
have  power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  department  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time,  which  shall  have  the  power 
and  effect  of  ordinances  when  approved  by  the  City 
Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs  of  houses,  engines,  or  other 
apparatus  belonging  to  the  department ;  to  purchase 
all  necessary  supplies  and  to  contract  in  the  name  of 
the  city  for  new  houses  and  apparatus  ;  provided  that 
for  all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in 
amount,  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  shall  first  be 
obtained.  No  Commissioner  or  other  officer  of  the 
Board,  or  employe  of  the  department,  shall  be  interest- 
ed in  the  profits  of  any  contract,  and  no  officer  or  em- 
ploye shall  have  power  to  incur  any  liability  on  account 
of  said  Board,  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
thereof.  At  least  ten  days  notice  shall  be  given  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  cities  of 
the  first-class,  of  the  reception  of  proposals  for  the  per- 
formance of  any  contract  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars in  amount,  and  said  contract,  shall  be  awarded  so 
the  best  and  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish  satisfac- 
tory security  for  the  performance  of  the  same  ;  and 
all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  0.  The  said  Board  shall  annually  certify  to  the 
City  Auditor,  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  the  amount 
necessary  to  be  levied  on  the  grand  duplicate  for  the 
support  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
shall  have  no  power  to  incu*  any  liability  on  behalf  of 
said  cities  of  the  first-class  bevond  the  amount  so  lev- 
ied  or  appropriated  to  their  order  by  the  City  Council  ; 
and  the  purchase    of  any  additional  ground,   building 
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of  any  new  house  or  apparatus,  or  the  establishment 
of  any  new  company,  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Coun- 
<?il  only  upon  the  reeconmaendation  of  said  Board.  Said 
Board  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  build  such  fire 
cisterns  or  reservoirs  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  property  of  the  city,  subject  to 
the  restrictions  aforenamed.  All  claims  on  account 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
and  certified  to  the  City  Auditor,  who  shall  place  the 
same  in  the  next  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  claims  ; 
the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  or- 
der of  the  City  Auditor,  and  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  payment  of  other  claims. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  be  the 
executive  oflBcer  of  the  Board,  and  have  the  active 
management  of  the  department  in  service,  and  such 
number  of  assistants  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  who 
shall  serve  during  good  behavior,  and  who  shall  not 
be  removed  except  for  the  causes  in  this  section  herein- 
after for  the  removal  of  other  officers,  and  after  hear- 
ing and  trial  before  said  Board. 

It  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers  and  em- 
ployes as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  manage- 
ment of  the  department,  who  shall  hold  their  posi- 
tions until  removed  by  death,  resignation,  or  other 
cause ">  hereinafter  mentioned,  viz  :  incompetency,  in- 
efficiency, permanent  disability,  insubordination,  or 
violation  of  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
department.  No  officer  or  member  shall  actually  par- 
ticipate in  the  political  campaigns  or  conventions  of 
any  political  party  whatever,  but  the  right  of  each 
officer  and  member  to  vote  at  any  election  as  he  may 
for  himself  determine  shall  remain  inviolate. 

The  Board  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers 
and  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  8.     In  such  cities  of  the  first-class  as  afoiesaid. 
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where  there  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  established  a 
fire  alarm  telegraph  attached  to  said  fire  department, 
the  same  shall  be  under  the  control  and  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  said  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  and 
the  chief  of  the  fire  department  aforesaid  shall^  by  the 
virtue  of  his  office,  have  a  general  control  of  the  same. 
A  superintendent  and  such  number  of  operators  and 
other  employes  may  be  appointed  by  said  Board  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  management  of  said  telegraph. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  chief  and  assistants  shall  act  as 
fire  wardens  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  have  power  to  enter  and  examine  any  building 
in  which  fire  is  used,  and  may  condemn  the  same  if 
considered  dangerous  to  the  public  safety.  Whenever 
complaint  is  made  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  any 
building  or  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
immediately  examine  the  same,  and  cause  the  proper 
means  to  be  taken  to  put  it  in  a  safe  condition.  They 
shall  make  prompt  examination  into  the  cause  of 
every  tire  occurring  within  the  city  limits,  and  for  this 
purpose  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  process  for,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  produc- 
tion, of  books  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths  and 
take  testimony,  the  material  points  of  which  shall  be 
carefully  entered  in  a  book  of  record  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose.  They  shall  also  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  any  building  reported  to  be  unsafe,  or  being 
erected  in  violation  of  law,  and  shall  notify  the  owner 
thereof,  if  found  unsafe,  to  rebuild  the  same,  in  de- 
fault of  which  they  may  bring  suit  against  the  owners 
in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  10.  '  Said  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one 
or  more  special  fire  wardens  to  be  under  the  control  of 
and  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  II.  In  cities  as  aforesaid,  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  shall  annually  recommend  to  the  City 
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Council  salaries  to  be  paid  to  the  oflScers  and  members 
of  the  department,  and  the  City  Council  shall  thereup- 
on fix  said  salaries,  but  at  no  greater  rate  than  that 
reconunended  by  said  Board,  and  when  a  reduction  is 
made  from  the  salaries  as  recommended,  the  rate  of 
per  cent,  of  reduction  shall  be  uniform  among  all  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  department. 

Sec.  12.  That  an  act  entitled,  **An  act  supplemen- 
tary to  an  act  passed  April  29,  1873,  entitled,  an  act  to 
create  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  in  cities  having 
a  population  exceeding  ninety  thousand  inhabitants" 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

To  amend  section  1  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide f  or>  the  relief  of  disabled  firemen  in  cities  of  the 
8ec6nd  grade  of  the  first-class,  "  as  amended  April 
16.  1881,  (78  0.  L.,  137)  and  to  amend  sections  2  and 
3  of  said  original  act.     (77  0.  L.,  309.) 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  That  section  one  of  an  act  entitled,  '*An 
act  to  provide  for  the  relief  of  disabled  firemen  in  cit- 
ies of  the  second  grade  of  the  first  class,"  as  amended 
April  16  1881,  and  sections  two  and  three  of  said  origi- 
nal act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows  ; 

Sec.  1.  That  the  county  treasurers  of  counties  con- 
taining a  city  of  the  first  or  second  grade  of  the  first- 
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class,  or  of  the  second  grade  of  the  second-class  shall, 
semi-annually,  at  the  time  of  their  semi-annual  settle- 
ment  with  the  auditors  of  their  respective  counties, 
pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  such  city,  one-half  of  the 
amount  to  which  such  citv  is  entitled,  under  his  anna- 
al  levy,  to  receive  of  all  the  taxes  paid  into  the  treas- 
uries of  their  respective  counties  by  foreign  insurance 
companies  on  their  gross  receipts,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  twenty -seven  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the 
revised  statutes,  during  the  half  year  preceeding  such 
semi-annual  settlement,  and  the  money  so  paid  over  to 
the  city  treasurers  shall,  together  with  the  amoui^t 
heretofore  so  paid,  constitute  a  fund  for  the  purposes 
and  objects  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Sec.  2.  The  persons  who  from  time  to  time  com- 
prise the  board  of  fire  commissioners  of  the  city,  and 
two  members  of  the  fire  department  to  be  elected  by 
the  members  of  said  department  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  January  of  each  year,  except  the  first  election, 
which  shall  take  place  within  thirty  days  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  and  be  a  board  for 
the  distribution  of  said  funds,  to  be  called  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Fireman's  Relief  Fund,  and  the  pres- 
ident and  secretary  of  said  Board  of  Fire  Commission- 
ers shall  be  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  Board 
of  Trustees.  It  is'hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secre- 
tary to  keep  a  full  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  all  action  taken  by  it  in  regard 
to  said  fund,  and  said  board  shall  have  power  to  draw 
such  fund  from  the  treasury  of  said  city  on  the  warrant 
of  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and 
may  invest  the  same  in  interest  bearing  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  in  those  of  said 
cities,  and  shall  make  report  to  the  City  Council  of  the 
condition  of  said  fund  on  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  vear. 
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Sec.  3.  If  any  member  of  the  fire  department  of 
such  city  shall,  while  in  the  actual  performance  of  his 
duty  as  such  member,-  become  permanently  disabled  so 
as  so  render  necessary  his  retirement  from  the  depart- 
ment, such  board  shall  authorize  the  payment  to  such 
disabled  member  monthly,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  ; 
or  if  any  member  of  the  department  shall,  while  in  the 
actual  performance  of  his  duty  as  such  member,  be 
killed  or  die  from  the  effects  of  injuries  received  while 
so  performing  said  duty,  or,  if  any  member  of  said 
department  in  good  standing  shall,  after  ten  years' 
consecutive  service  therein,  die  from  any  cause  and 
such  member  so  killed  or  dying  either  from  said  in- 
juries or  after  said  service,  shall  leave  a  widow,  minor 
child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  or  a 
widowed  mother  who  depended  on  him  for  support, 
said  board  shall  authorize  the  payment  of  the  follow- 
ing sums  monthly,  to-wit :  To  such  a  widow  while 
unmarried,  fifteen  dollars  ;  to  the  guardian  of  such 
child  or  children,  five  dollars  for  each  of  said  children, 
and  twenty  dollars  to  such  widowed  mother  while  she 
remains  unmarried. 

Provided,  however,  that  if  at  any  time  there  should 
not  be  sufficient  money  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  to 
pay  to  each  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  thereof  the 
full  amount  per  month  as  above,  then  and  in  that 
event  an  equal  percentage  of  said  monthly  payment 
shall  be  paid  each  benefiqiary  until  said  fund  is  so  re- 
plenished as  to  warrant  payment  to  each  of  said 
beneficiaries  in  full. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  one  of  an  act  entitled  **an  act 
to  provide  for  the  relief  disabled  firemen  in  cities  of 
the  second  grade  of  the  first-class,"  as  amneded  April 
10,  1881  (78  O.  L.,  137),  and  sections  two  and  three  of 
said  original  act  be  and  the  same  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Improvements. 

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1884  : 

The  improvements  made,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  City  Civil  Engineer,  during  the  past  year,  are 
of  the  ordinary  character  of  street  improvements, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Kingsbury  Run  Viaduct. 

The  total  cost  of  all  classes  of  work  appearing  in 
the  following  tables,  is  $498,523  49. 

PAVEMENTS. 

The  paving  of  Euclid  avenue  from  Willson  avenue  to 
Fairmount  street,  with  Medina  dressed  block  stone  pav- 
ing, was  continued  ;  commencing  at  Giddings  avenue, 
about  the  first  of  May  and  completing  the  work  about 
the  middle  of  July.  The  total  amount  of  this  contract 
is  $143,036.18,  of  which  $82,749.57  was  expended  in 
1884. 

The  work  of  paving  Willson  avenue  between  Euclid 
and  Woodland  avenues,  with  Medina  dressed  block 
stone  paving,  was  commenced  late  in  June,  and  that 
portion  of  the  street  between  Euclid  and  Scovill 
avenues,  was  completed.  The  remaining  portion 
between  Scovill  and  Woodland  avenues,  will  be  com- 
pleted early  in  the  coming  summer. 

The  paving  of  Broadway  from  a  point  about  900  feet 
easterly  from  Independence  street  to  Mead  avenue, 
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wai  commenced  late  in  September,  and  completed 
with  the  exception  of  one-third  of  the  roadway  from 
Geauga  street  westerly.  This  work  will  also  be  com- 
pleted very  early  in  the  coming  season. 

The  work  of  laying  this  class  of  pavement  .has  been 
well  done,  and  in  my  opinion,  its  adoption,  at  an  in- 
creased cost  over  a  second  quality  of  stone  pavement 
for  the  above  streets,  will  prove  in  the  end  a  great 
saving  to  the  city.  In  this  connection  it  should  be 
remembered,  that,  under  the  present  plan  of  paying 
for  such  improvements,  the  whole  cost  of  maintenance 
and  renewal  of  the  pavement  on  these  streets,  will 
have  to  be  met  by  a  general  tax. 

Tables  numbers  two  and  three,  following,  show  in 
detail  the  character  and  cost  of  the  above  mentioned 
works,  together  with  the  work  of  laying  the  second 
class  pavement  during  the  past  year. 

GRADING  AND  CURBING. 

Abo  at  twenty  streets  have  been  graded,  or  graded 
and  curbed  during  the  past  year.  The  total  cost  of 
which  is  $10,229.29.  This  amount  is  nearly  fifty  per 
cent,  greater  than  in  1883.  The  prices  have  been 
somewhat  lower  than  for  the  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding. 

The  amount  of  this  class  of  work  proposed  for  1885, 
will  be  nearly  two  and  one-half  times  greater  than 
that  done  in  1884. 

SEWERS. 

Daring  the  year,  four  and  eight-tenths  miles  of  main 
and  local  sewers  have  been  constructed  at  a  total  cost 
of  8105,730.45. 

The  most  important  of  which,  that  were  commenced 
and  completed  in  1884,  are  located  in  Broadway, 
between  Union  street  and  a  point  800  feet  east  of  In- 
de[)endence  street ;  in  Franklin  avenue  from  Birch 
street  to  Waverly  avenue,  and  in  Hamilton  street  from 
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Dodge  street  to  Alabama  street.  In  addition  to  the 
•  above,  the  sewers  in  District  No.  15,  commenced  in 
1883,  and  consisting  of  the  main  sewer  in  E.  Madison 
avenue,  from  Lena  avenue  to  Euclid  avenue,  with 
branches  in  Euclid  avenue  from  Giddings  brook  to 
Fairmount  street,  and  the  sewer  through  Lena  avenue 
and  Beecher  street,  between  E.  Madison  and  Dunham 
avenues,  now  used  as  a  temporary  outlet  for  the  E. 
Madison  avenue  main  sewer  were  completed  at  a  total 
cost  of  $91,543  14. 

Steps  should  be  taken  for  the  extension  of  the  E. 
Madison  avenue  main  sewer  to  Lake  Erie,  as  soon 
as  possible.  Already  the  Lena  avenue  and  Beecher 
street  sewer  is  taxed  to  its  full  capacity  during  a  heavy 
rainfall.  During  the  coming  season,  6,G90  feet  (limiles) 
of  tributary  sewers  will  be  constructed,  adding  very 
considerably  to  the  volume  of  sewage  now  carried  by 
the  main  sewer. 

The  territory  south  of  Euclid  avenue,  intended  to  be 
drained  by  the  E.  Madison  avenue  main  sewer,  must 
be  provided  with  sewerage  in  the  near  future. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  seven  and  twenty-six 
one-hundredtbs  miles  of  sewers ;  the  principal  ones 
being  the  mains  in  Scranton  avenue,  between  Willey 
street  and  Ilolmden  avenue,  and  in  Monroe  street 
between  Pearl  and  Willett  streets. 

The  custom,  heretofore  prevailing,  of  granting  per- 
mits to  private  individuals,  to  build  and  control  local 
sewers  in  public  streets,  has  many  objectionable 
features  and  should  not  be  further  followed.  Experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  the  impossibility  of  obtaining 
properly  constructed  sewers  in  this  manner,  and  it  is 
safe  to  assert  tha*:  the  four  or  five  miles  of  sewers  so 
constructed,  have  caused  more  annoyance  and  expense 
to  keep  in  proper  condition-  than  many  times  that 
number  of  mUes  b:iilt  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the    Engineer.      Daring    the    past  season    only    two 
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private  sewers  have  been  built,  while  in  the  season  of 
1883  eighteen  sewers  with  a  total  length  of  two  and 
eight-tenths  miles  were  so  constructed.  Eventually, 
all  of  these  so-called  private  sewers,  most  of  which 
are  of  insufficient  size  and  depth  and  very  poorly  con- 
structed, will  become  a  burden  upon  the  city. 

OUTLINED  PLAN  FOR   IMPROVING   THE  SANI- 
TARY CONDITION  OF  THE  RIVER. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  questions;  how  shall 
the  river  be  freed  from  its  polution,  consisting  of  decom- 
posing sewage  and  manufacturers'  wastes,  and  how  to 
prevent  its  stagnant  condition  during  the  summer  sea- 
son, must  be  solved. 

The  experience  of  last  summer,  especially,  and  the 
certainty  of  the  growth  of  the  evil  as  the  amount  of 
sewage  entering  the  river  increases,  and  the  probability 
of  a  decreasing  supply  of  clean  water  from  the  head- 
waters of  the  river  during  the  dry  season  are  forcing 
an  attempt  at  a  solution  of  these  important  questions. 

The  most  feasable  general  plan  that  presents  itself 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  end  desired,  briefly, 
is:  First,  Intercept  all  of  the  dry  weather  flow  of 
sewage  from  most  of  the  sewers  now  in  use  on  the 
West  and  South  Sides,  with  a  like  provision  for  the 
future  requirements  of  these  sections  of  the  city; 
carry  the  sewage  thus  concentrated,  across  the  river 
to  a  point  convenient  to  concentrate  the  intercepted 
dry  weather  sewage  flow  of  the  East  Side  that  now 
is,  and  is  best  hereafter  drained  towards  the  river  and 
its  branches  ;  from  this  point  the  combined  sewage  of 
the  above  mentioned  districts,  should  be  carried  in  a 
common  conduit  directly  to  the  lake  ;  throughout  its 
whole  course  as  above  described,  the  sewage  to  flow 
by  gravity  alone. 

When  it  becomes  necessary  to  provide  sewerage  for 
the  territory,  known  as  the  Flats,  equal  in  area  to  about 
one-eighth    of    the    combined  territory    above   men- 
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tioned,  the  sewage  of  this  comparatively  small  dis- 
trict can  be  pumped  into  the  same  common  conduit 
and  discharged  into  the  lake. 

The  total  amount  of  territory  for  which  sewage 
interception  and  disposal  can  thus  be  provided,  is 
equal  to  about  two-fifths  of  the  area  of  the  city. 

The  important  details  of  this  general  plan  are  mat- 
ters requiring  careful  consideration  in  order  to  avoid 
expensive  alterations  in  existing  sewers  to  conform  to 
this  plan  and  to  give  the  most  economical  and  effective 
sewerage  for  a  large  territory  not  yet  provided  with 
main  and  local  sewers. 

All  of  the  intercepting  sewers  required  in  the  future 
for  the  above  mentioned  territory  need  not  be  con- 
structed at  present ;  only  those  most  important,  the 
others  as  necessity  requires.     ' 

The  second  feature  of  this  general  plan  is  the  pro- 
duction of  an  artificial  current  in  the  river  from  the 
lake,  during  the  time  the  river  is  naturally  stagnant, 
by  pumping  the  polluted  river  water  into  the  same 
common  conduit  that  is  used  for  the  disposal  into  the 
lake  of  the  sewage  that  may  be  intercepted  as  above 
described. 

Thus,  a  necessarily  large  and  expensive  conduit,  by 
a  small  proportionate  increase  of  cost  over  that  neces- 
sary for  the  carriage  of  sewage  proper,  leading  f rotn  a 
point  on  the  river,  probably  npar  the  lower  crossing  of 
the  Connotton  Valley  Railway  to  the  lake,  can  be 
made  effective  for  the  discharge  of  the  necessary 
volumes  af  water  pumped  from  the  river  during  the 
season  when  the  sewage  flow  is  least,  to  produce  the 
desired  current  in  the  river  from  the  lake. 

The  location  of  the  principal  conduit  of  this  plan, 
will  depend  upon  the  result  of  examinations  and  tests 
of  the  character  of  the  material  underlying  the  city  at 
the  elevation  at  which  the  conduit  should  be  built. 
These  examinations  will  also  largely  determine  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  construction. 
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The  cost  of  a  work  such  as  above  described  must  of 
necessity  be  larg-e,  but  I  do  not  believe  it  will  he  (lis- 
proportunate  to  the  benefits  derived  from  its  construc- 
tion and  use. 

In  un  lartakin;^  the  cDiistraction  of  such  a  work,  and 
indeed  in  its  success  as  a  sewerage  and  river  im- 
provement scheme,  we  are  not  without  precedent : 
and  if  further  examination  and  study  of  the  subject 
strengthens  my  opinion  in  favor  of  the  practicability 
of  the  plan,  within  reasonable  cost,  T  should  not  hesi- 
tate to  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  order,  as  to  time  of  construction,  of  the  natural 
divisions  into  which  the  work  mav  be  divided,  c^nbe 
varied  somewhat,  but  it  is  im}K)rtant  to  proceed  first, 
with  the  construction  of  the  main  conduit  leading*  from 
the  point  on  the  river  above  mentioned,  to  the  lake; 
this  completed  and  a  pumping  plant  of  sufficient  pow- 
er in  operation,  the  evil  can  be  largely  overcome  dur- 
ing the  dry  season,  or  at  least  until  the  amount  of 
sewage  thrown  into  the  river  is  very  much  larger  than 
that  at  the  present  time. 

The  construction  of  the  intercepting  sewers  should 
follow  next  in  order  as  necessity  requires. 

I  estimate  roughly,  the  cost  of  constructing  the  first 
division  of  this  work  as  above  outlined,  viz  ;  the  main 
conduit  and  pumping  plant,  not  to  exceed  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
the  pump,  engine,  boilers,  buildings,  etc.  and  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  conduit. 

These  figures,  especially  the  cost  of  the  conduit,  are 
given  subject  to  revision,  as  no  proper  examination  nee- 
essarv  to  locate  the  conduit,  has  been  made. 

As  the  growth  of  the  city  demands,  the  main  conduit 
can  be  economically  extended  to  a  point  on  the  river  in 
the  rear  of  the  Infirmary  Farm  and  the  pumping  plant 
as  first  constructed,  used  to  pump  from  the  point 
last  mentioned,  or  from  the  point  where  the  pump  is

located  ;  thus  providing  for  the  improvement  of  about 
seven  miles  of  river. 

I  recommend  that  the  Council  be  asked  to  authorize 
an  expenditure  of  money,  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  to  make  the  necessary  examinations  and  tests. 
as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  to  determine  upon  the 
design,  location,  cost  and  practicability  of  the  first 
division  of  the  vv^ork  above  outlined. 

TIME  OF  CERTIFYING  ASSESSMENTS  FOR 
STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  street  improve- 
ments, when  made  in  conformitv  with  the  Burn's  law, 
I  will  call  attention  to  the  advisability  of  certifying 
assessments  for  special  improvements  in  the  spring 
instead  of  the  fall  of  the  vear.  As  it  is  now  done,  the 
last  collection  of  the  taxes  forspecial  improvements  is 
made  in  June,  and  the  money  is  not  availabl.e  imtil 
about  the  first  of  September  next  following,  too  late  in 
the  season  to  commence  and  carry  to  completion 
work  of  the  magnitude  of  many  of  our  street  improve- 
ments, such  as  paving  and  sewering.  The  result  is 
that  our  streets  are  broken  into  in  the  fall  of  the  vear 
to  commence  the  improvements,  and  in  a  great  many 
cases  remain  in  an  unfinished  condition  untill  the  fol- 
lowing season.  This  cause  of  complaint  of  the  manner  of 
making  street  improvements  can  in  a  large  degree  be 
avoided  by  certifying  special  assessments  in  the  spring, 
and  making  the  first  collection  in  June,  and  the  last  in 
December,  after  which  there  remains  an  abundance  of 
time  to  prepare  the  necessary  papers,  advertise  and 
contract  for  the  work  and  be  in  readiness  to  commence 
the  same  in  the  early  spring,  giving  the  full  working 
season  for  carrying  on  the  work  without  interruption. 

BRIDGES. 

During  the  past  year,  the  plans  for  the  Kingsbury 
Run  Viaduct,  between  Davies  and  Humboldt  streets. 
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have  been  prepared,  the  necessary  preliminary  steps 
taken,  contracts  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  work 
made  and  the  work  of  construction  commenced. 

The  contracts  for  sub-structure  and  super-structure 
for  this  work  are  with  responsible  and  energetic  con- 
tractors and  the  conditions  and  prices  are  very  favora- 
ble to  the  city.  The  original  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
this  work  is  $250,000,  but  from  present  appearances  it 
will  be  possible  to  complete  the  whole  work  in  a  sub- 
stantial manner  for  a  sum  considerably  less  than  that 
amount. 

The  city  draw- bridges  are  in  a  fair  working  condi- 
tion so  far  as  operating  them  is  concerned,  except 
Main  street  bridge,  (although  several  are  quite  old  and 
all  require  better  protection  from  decay).  The  center 
pier  of  this  bridge  is  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  the 
iron  super-structure  is  also  unsafe  for  the  traffic  to 
which  it  is  subjected,  ahd  must  be  replaced  by  a  sub- 
stantial structure  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  new  bridge  should  be  operated  by  steam  power. 
The  estimated  cost  of  a  netv  stone  center  pier  and  a 
suitable  iron  super-structure  operated  by  steam,  is 
840,000.00. 

Center  street  bridge  abutments  will  also  require  re- 
building soon.  Their  foundations  are  not  stable,  and 
are  liable  to  fail  utterly  without  further  warning. 

Pearl  street  bridge  (originally  too  light  for  its  traf- 
fic) should  now  be  replaced  with  a  substantial  iron 
structure .     The  estimated  cost  of  which  is  $65,000.00. 

The  wood  pavement  on  that  portion  of  the  Superior 
street  Viaduct,  east  of  the  river,  is  almost  entirely 
worn  out,  and  steps  must  be  taken  to  repave  the  same 
the  coming  season. 

Something  should  be  done  to  correct  the  faulty  con- 
struction of  the  lower  chords  of  the  Viaduct  draw- 
bridge. In  their  present  shape  they  act  as  receptacles 
for  mud  and  filth,  which  hastens  decay,  and  substan- 
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tially  prevents  protection  by  painting.  I  recommend 
that  the  bottom  plates  be  removed  and  a  rigid  system 
of  heavy  double  riveted  lacing  be  substituted  therefor. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  surveys, 
making  outline  plans,  and  approximate  estimates  in 
connection  with  the  various  proposed  routes  for  bridg- 
ing the  Central  Flats.  The  estimates  for  the  different 
plans  are  embraced  in  my  report  to  the  Council  Special 
Committee  on  High  Bridges  and  the  Board  of  Im- 
provements. 

DREDGING. 

About  $33,600.00  was  expended  in  dredging  the  cen- 
tral portion  of  the  channel  of  the  river  ;  one-half  of  this 
was  paid  by  the  city  and  one-half  by  the  abutting 
property — the  latter  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  foot 
front.  Where  necessary  the  channel  was  dredged  to 
a  depth  of  fourteen  feet  between  the  harbor  and  Jef- 
ferson street  bridge ;  twelve  feet  between  Jefferson 
street  bridge  and  the  Valley  R.  R.  bridge,  and  ten  feet 
between  that  point  and  the  transfer  lock. 

The  amount  of  money  available  for  dredging,  for 
the  year  1885,  will  be  about  twenty -five  per  cent,  less 
than  last  year. 

SURVEYS. 

Surveys  for  about  five  miles  of  streets,  together  with 
a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  surveys,  were  made 
during  the  year.  Petitions,  etc.,  representing  about 
twenty  miles  of  street  frontage,  scattered  over  a  total 
frontage  of  about  thirty-five  miles,  were  examined 
and  reported  upon. 

Frontage  maps  with  names  of  owners  and  valuations 
of  property  indicated  thereon,  were  made  for  about 
nine  miles  of  streets. 

STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  total  number  of  gas  and  vapor  lamps  used  for 
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street  lighting  January  1,  1885,  was  5,403,  an  increase 
of  33:]  lamps  during  the  year.   . 

No  change  was  made  in  the  number  of  electric  lights 
during  t.he  year.  There  are  3i  electric  lamps  of  4(M)0 
candle  power  each  on  masts,  and  17  lamps  of  '^OOO  can- 
dle power  each  on  posts. 

The  total  cost  of  street  lighting  for  tiie  year,  includ- 
ing new  posts,  lamps  and  repairs,  is  $108,898.01). 

The  matters  *'  Referred  to  the  Engineer  "  direct  from 
the  Council  and  through  the  Board  of  Improvements 
during  the  year,  have  been  more  than  double  those  of 
the  year  preceding. 

There  were  eleven  assistants  regularly  employed  in 
the  department  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  the 
department  in  salaries  of  the  assistants  is  $10,580. 

The  nature  and  extent  of  all  classes  of  work  per- 
formed during  the  year  1884  is  show^n  in  detail  in  the 
following  tabular  statements.

Report  of  the  Trustees. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Cleve- 
land: 

Gbntlemen  : — The  undersigned.  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Water  Works,  respectf uUy  submit  the  Twenty-ninth 
Annual  Report,  with  the  reports  of  the  Secretary,  the 
Superintendent  and  Engineer  and  the  Engineer  of 
Pumping  Works. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Secretary,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  a  very  gratifying  increase  in  the 
receipts  for  water  during  the  year  just  closed,  amount- 
ing to  nineteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  dollars  and  thirty -eight  cents. 

The  net  revenue  is  two  hundred  and  twenty  thous- 
and, seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  seven- 
ty-one cents,  ($220,725.71)  which  is  eighteen  thousand 
dollars  ($18,000)  greater  than  the  total  revenue  of  four 
*  years  ago. 

The  Secretary  shows  that  nearly  two-thirds  (f)  of  the 
cost  incurred  in  building,  extending  and  maintaining 
the  water  works,  has  been  paid,  and  that  the  net  rev- 
enue of  the  department,  if  it  could  be  applied  to  that 
end,  and  no  further  extentions  or  enlargements  should 
be  necessary,  would  wipe  out  the  present  debt  in  less 
than  six  years.  From  this  showing,  we  feel  justified 
in  assuming  that  the  bonds  issued  by  your  Honorable 
Body  to  finish  the  work  now  in  progress,  (which  unless 
something  imf  orseen  occurs  will  be  completed  during 
the  present  year)  will  have  been  wisely  invested. 

The   Report  of   the  Superintendent  and    Engineer 
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shows  the  progress  made  in  the  works  of  enlargement 
and  the  extension  of  the  pipe  system  so  fully  in  detail 
that  we  deem  it  only  necessary  to  call  your  attention 
thereto. 

The  condition  of  the  lake  crib  as  shown  in  his  report, 
is  such  that  it  would  be  imprudent  to  longer  delay  the 
work  recommended  therein,  and  plans  are  now  being 
prepared  that  it  may  be  pushed  forward  and  completed 
as  early  in  the  season  as  practicable.  We  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  high  service 
pumping  works  and  reservoir  will  be  completed  during 
the  year,  and  that  an  opportunity  will  then  be  afforded 
to  lay  mains  from  Woodland  Hills  avenue  into  the 
central  portions  of  the  city  for  a  gravitation  supply  of 
water  for  fire  protection. 

The  head  of  water  in  the  pipes  at  the  centre  of  the 
Public  Square  would  be  245  feet,  with  a  pressure  of  105 
pounds  per  square  inch.  Branch  pipes  have  been  put 
in  the  main  along  Woodland  Hills  avenue  at  the  more 
important  avenues  leading  to  the  centre  of  the  city, 
preparatory  to  laying  such  fire  protection  mains,  if  you 
should  deem  it  advisable  to  do  so  at  any  time  in  the 
future. 

The  Superintendent  and  Engineer  calls  attention  to, 
the  enormous  waste  of  water  during  protracted  periods 
of  cold  weather  in  winter,  and  dry,  hot  weather  in 
summer,  and  contrasts  the  daily  consumption  by  our 
own  people  with  that  of  several  eastern  cities,  in  which 
meters  are  freely  used,  showing  a  condition  of  waste- 
fulness that  calls  for  vigorous  measures  for  its  abate- 
ment. 

The  startling  fact  that  at  the  present  rate  of  increase 
the  full  capacity  of  the  lake  tunnel  and  the  present 
machinery  will  have  been  reached  in  five  years,  is  one 
to  which  the  citizens  of  Cleveland,  particularly  those 
among  them  who  are  water  takers  contributing  to 
this  wastefulness,  should  take  heed.     It  is  not  pleasant 
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to  contemplate  the  possibility  of  being  called  upon  so 
near  in  the  future  for  an  appropriation  of  a  million  dol- 
lars for  further  enlargement  of  the  works,  when  it  is 
shown  that  one-half  of  the  water  now  pumped  would 
suffice  for  all  necessary  purposes  and  thus  double  our 
capacity  and  put  off  the  time  for  further  enlargement. 

We  do  not  wish  to  restrict  the  free  use  of  water,  for 
any  useful  or  necessary  purpose,  but  the  evils  of 
wanton,  criminal  wastefulness,  has  reached  such  a 
stage,  that  we  will  be  compelled  to  adopt  radical  meas- 
ures for  its  suppression  and  those  who  are  careful  and 
economical  in  their  use  of  water  must  not  feel  offended 
if  their  homes  are  invaded  by  the  inspectors  of  the  de- 
partment, in  search  of  improperly  placed  pipes,  and 
leaky  or  defective  water  fixtures,  for  it  is  our  purpose 
to  make  an  effort  to  correct  the  evil. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  water  department  of  the 
city  of  Erie  as  outlined  in  the  acompanying  report, 
combined  with  the  meter  system  will,  we  believe  re- 
sult in  great  saving,  if  adopted  and  rigorously  carried 

out.

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Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  an  evil,  which  in 
my  opinion  calls  for  an  immediate  remedy.  That  is, 
the  enormous  waste  of  water  in  the  winter,  by  persons 
who  from  poor  plumbing  are  obliged  or  think  it  neces- 
sary to  waste  water  to  keep  pipes  from  freezing. 

We  have  rules  and  regulations  governing  plumbers, 
a  close  application  of  which  ought  to  afford  sufficient 
protection,  but  the  difficulty  lies  I  think  in  not  holding 
the  plumbers  to  a  stricter  accountability. 

There  should  be  some  person  employed  by  you,  to 
supervise  all  plumbers  and  inspect  their  work,  as  much 
for  the  protection  of  the  water  taker  as  for  the  depart- 
ment. 

He  should  know  what  constitutes  good  plumbing. 
He  should  see  that  pipes  on  the  premises  and  inside  the 
building  are  laid  at  proper  depths  and  protected  in 
running  through  exposed  places,  that  no  hydrants  are 
set  over  catch  basins  connected  with  sewers,  and  upon 
other  defects  which  do  not  now  occur  to  me,  he  should 
be  thoroughly  informed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  inspection  of  plumbing  in 
every  place  in  the  city  where  water  if  not  measured 
would  result  in  much  good. 

The  person  whose  water  is  measured  complains 
loudly  of  the  injustice  that  allows  his  neighbor  whose 
water  is  not  measured  to  waste  as  much  as  he  pleases 
for  a  nominal  sum  while  he  is  made  to  pay  largely  for 
so  doing.  This  is  an  argument  I  hear  daily,  as  do  you 
at  nearly  all  of  your  meetings,  and  probably  on  the 
street  and  at  your  places  of  business  and  doubtless  you 
feel  the  force  of  the  argument  as  I  feel  it. 

1  imagine  that  in  discussing  the  question,  the  remedy 
that  I  have  proposed  or  some  better  one  will  suggest 
itself. 

In  conclusion,  it  seems  proper  to  allude  briefly  to  the 
death  of  Walter  Blythe,  which  occurred  August  10. 
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1884.     Mr.  Blythe  served  one  full  term  and  after  an  in- 
terval of  a  few  years,  was  again  chosen  a  Trustee  of 
Water  Works  and  was  serving  the  last  year  of  his 
term  as  your  President. 
The  resolutions  unanimously  adopted  by  the  joint

meeting  of  your  Board  and  its  officers,  August  20,  and 
by  the  Hon.  City  Council  at  its  first  meeting  after  his 
decease,  pay  tributes  to  his  memory  in  fitting  terms.

REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  and  Engineer. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Water  Works : 

Gentlemen  :— The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report, 
upon  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  Water  Works 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

LAKE  CRIB. 

The  weakness  developed  in  this  structure  since  the 
date  of  my  last  Annual  Report,  prompts  me  to  call  your 
attention  again  to  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  the  su- 
perstructure during  the  coming  summer. 
.  The  expenditure  for  labor  and  materials  for  strength- 
ening that  portion  of  the  building  above  the  water  line 
was  $295.06.  The  rapid  decay  of  the  hemlock  timber 
forming  the  outer  walls,  has  impaired  its  strength  to 
such  an  extent  that  nothing  short  of  rebuilding  will 
now  make  it  safe;  while  it  passed  through  the  year 
without  material  injury  it  has,  nevertheless  been  a 
source  of  constant  anxiety,  particularly  so,  during 
stormy  weather. 

TUNNEL. 

This  part  of  the  work  has  continued  to  serve  its  pur- 
pose without  interruption  and  is  doubtless  in  good  con- 
dition. On  the  morning  of  January  4th,  1885,  there 
was  a  partial  obstruction  by  anchor  ice,  to  the  flow  of 
water  through  the  inlet  in  the  crib,  this  was  soon  re- 
moved  by  the  keeper  after  notice  reached  him. 

The  temperature  of  the  air  and  water  was  just  at  the 
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freezing  point  at  the  time  interruption  was  first  ob- 
served, but  that  of  the  air  had  been  lower  in  the  night. 
There  was  no  ice  on  the  lake. 

It  is  suggested  that  when  the  crib  is  rebuilt,  the  inlet 
on  the  south  side  now  obstructed  with  rip-rap  stone, 
be  opened  and  made  available,  thus  reducing  the  flow 
of  the  current,  and  the  danger  of  stoppage  by  ice. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  west  wing  of  the  north  engine  house,  formerly 
the  boiler  room  fbr  the  west  Cornish  engine,  has  been 
fitted  up  in  a  plain  but  substantial  manner  for  the  new 
ten  million  gallon  Worthington  engine. 

The  north-west  corner  of  this  room  had  settled  to 
such  an  extent  that  large  cracks  opened  in  the  north 
and  west  walls,  these  were  taken  down,  and  the  open- 
ing afforded  a  convenient  inlet  for  material  for  the  en- 
gine and  foundations,  the  walls  were  rebuilt  aftet  the 
engine  was  in  place  and  have  not  shown  any  signs  of 
settlement  since. 

No  work  has  been  done  to  the  room  in  the  north 
building,  from  which  the  Cornish  engines  were  removed 
except  to  place  a  temporary  floor  over  the  pits  where 
the  engines  stood,  and  to  put  a  roof  on  the  brick  part 
of  the  old  stand-pipe  tower. 

The  room  thus  vacated  is  of  sufl5cient  size  to  contain 
a  pair  of  engines  having  a  capacity  of  at  least  thirty 
million  gallons  per  day  or  nearly  four  times  that  of  the 
Cornish  engines.  Before  it  can  be  used,  however, 
some  plan  for  conveying  water  from  the  tunnel,  to  the 
pumps  must  be  devised  and  carried  out. 

The  aqueducts  now  leading  to  the  different  pumps 
will  be  taxed  to  their  full  capacity,  whenever  it  becomes 
necessary  to  use  all  the  present  machinery  at  the  same 
.  time  ;  knowing  that  to  be  true  it  would  be  folly  to 
make  connections  with  either  of  them  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  other  pimips. 

Two  plans  have  been  suggested  for  procuring  water 
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for  the  pumps  that  must  be  placed  in  this  room  in  the 
near  future.  One  contemplates  carrying  a  suction 
pipe  to  the  east  shaft  of  the  land  tunnel;  for  the  other, 
the  most  difficult  one  to  carry  out,  it  is  proposed  to 
sink  a  well,  in  the  engine  room,  down  to  hard  clay,  and 
from  its  bottom  drive  a  tunnel,  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  in  length,  to  the  shaft  above  mentioned, 
entering  it  at  a  depth  of  about  forty -five  feet  below  the 
water  line. 

HIGH  SERVICE  PUMPING  STATION. 

Late  in  June  proposals  were  received  for  building 
the  foundation  for  the  high  service  pumping  house, 
engines,  boilers,  chimney  and  stand-pipe  at  the  inter- 
section of  Norman  street  and  Woodland  Hills  avenue. 

The  work  was  awarded  to  Mr.  David  Robertson,  the 
lowest  bidder,  at  a  price  based  upon  the  quantities  ap- 
proximated from  the  plans,  of  $24,705.98. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract  it  was  to  be  completed 
by  December  1,  but  on  account  of  delay  in  receiving 
materials,  and  the  early  setting  in  of  cold  weather,  the 
exterior  walls  above  the  ground  line  are  not  all  finished 
there  being  about  three  weeks  work  remaining  to  be 
done.  The  delay  however,  has  not  resulted  in  any  in- 
convenience to  the  Water  Works  ;  the  work  of  erecting 
the  engines  and  placing  the  boilers  has  been  prose- 
cuted by  the  contractors  with  no  serious  interruptions, 
the  masonry  on  which  they  stand  being  all  in  place. 

The  inside  dimensions  of  the  buildinge  are  as  fol- 
lows :  engine  room  43x51 8-12  feet  and  50  6-12  feet  high 
to  cornice,  boiler  room  49x63  feet  and  24  feet  high  to 
cornice. 

There  are  two  rooms  between  the  engine  room  and 
boiler  room,  one  for  an  office,  and  the  other  a  work  shop 
each  16  3-12x13  4-12  feet.  The  base  .of  the  stand-pipe 
tower  will  be  25x25  feet  with  walls  4  feet  thick  from 
ground  line  to  cornice  line  of  engine  room,  from  where 
t  tapers  to  12  inches  in  thickness  at  the  top. 
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The  height  of  the  stand-pipe  proper  will  be  205  feet 
and  of  the  tower  to  top  of  peak  239  feet. 

The  chimney  will  be  140  feet  high  from  the  ground 
line  with  a  base  15x18  feet. 

The  foundation  of  the  whole  structure  rests  on  shale 
rock. 

MACHINERY. 

The  ten  million  gallon  Worthington  engine,  con- 
tracted for  in  1883,  has  been  completed  and  accepted. 
It  is  in  every  respect  equal  and  in  some  of  its  details 
superior  to  the  two  others  of  the  same  kind.  It  will 
be  seen  by  the  accompanying  table  that  the  duty  of 
this  engine,  for  the  time  it  has  been  in  operation,  ex- 
ceeds that  of  any  of  the  others. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Doty,  Engineer  in  charge  of  the 
pumping  works,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  reviews 
the  condition  of  the  machinery,  boilers,  etc.,  under 
his  care,  so  fully,  that  I  can  only  add  my  reconunen- 
dation  to  his  suggestion,  that  provision  should  be 
made  in  the  near  future,  for  a  pair  of  large  engines,  to 
be  placed  in  the  room  made  vacant  by  the  removal 
of  the  Cornish  engines.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  city 
and  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  makes  it 
necessary  to  keep  in  readiness  for  service  a  surplus 
pimiping  capacity. 

I  also  join  him  in  his  recommendation  to  purchase 
machinery  and  tools  for  the  now  vacant  work  shop. 

WEST  SIDE  RESERVOIR. 

No  work  has  been  necessary  on  the  Franklin  street 
reservoir  beyond  the  usual  care  bestowed  by  the  keep- 
er, such  as  cutting  the  grass  and  keeping  the  walks  and 
fences  in  repair. 

MAIN  PIPES. 

The  main  pipe,  36  inches  in  diameter,  leading  from 
Willson  avenue  east  through  Quincy  street  to  Fair- 
mount  street  reservoir,  has  all  been  laid  and  connec- 
tions with  both  basins  have  been  completed. 
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The  total  length  of  36  inch  main  laid  during  the  year 
including  136  feet  of  extra  heavy  pipe  for  inlet  under 
the  embankment  in  the  south  basin  of  reservoir  was 
5032  feet. 

Of  thirty  inch  pipe  the  length  laid  during  the  year 
was  14,992  feet,  of  this  length  3,974  feet  was  laid  from 
Woodland  Hills  avenue  east  through  Kinsman  street 
and  the  Warrensville  road  to  and  into  the  high  service 
reservoir,  305  feet  of  this,  under  the  south  embank- 
ment is  extra  heavy  laid,  as  in  the  lower  reservoir, 
on  brick  piers,  207  feet  was  laid  at  the  West  Side  pump- 
ing works  to  connect  the  mains  leading  from  the  two 
Worthington  engines  in  the  north  engine  house,  the 
remainder  10,811  feet  was  laid  in  Woodland  Hills  ave- 
nue between  Fairmount  reservoir  and  Union  street,  in- 
cluding the  outlet  pipe  from  the  north  basin. 

The  length  of  24  inch  pipe  laid  was  3,955  feet,  of  this 
2,814  feet  was  laid  in  Woodland  Hills  avenue,  from 
Union  street  south  to  Way  street,  the  balance  is  laid  in 
Fairmount  reservoir  as  waste  and  overflow  pipe. 

Of  20  inch  pipe,  branches  were  laid  north  and  south 
from  the  36  inch  main  in  Quincy  street  at  Bolton  ave- 
nue and  north  at  Doan  street ;  the  length  of  these 
branches  is  93  feet,  132  feet  was  laid  as  a  waste  and 
overflow  pipe  under  the  eatst  embankment  of  the  high 
service  reservoir. 

A  pipe  of  the  same  size  was  laid  in  Woodland  Hills 
avenue  from  Way  street  south  to  Harvard  street,  a 
distance  of  2,540  feet,  making  a  total  length  of  2,765 
feet  of  20  inch  laid  during  the  year. 

Of  16  inch  pipe,  1342  feet  was  laid  in  Woodland  Hills 
avenue  south  from  Harvard  street  to  Miles  street,  and 
branches  of  the  same  size  were  laid  from  Woodland 
Hills  avenue  main  west,  as  follows  :  At  South  Wood- 
land, Kinsman,  Harvard  and  Miles  streets,  having  an 
aggregate  length  of  120  feet,  making  a  total  of  1,462 
feet  of  16  inch  in  1884. 
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The  total  length  and  cost  per  foot  of  main  pipe  laid 
from  16  inches  to  36  inches  in  diameter,  is  as  follows ; 

36  inch,    5032  feet,  cost  per  foot $10  15 

30  inch,  14992  feet,  cost  per  foot 7  20 

24  inch,    3955  feet,  cost  per  f oat 4  54 

20  inch,    2765  feet,  cost  per  foot.  .^ 3  77 

16  inch,     1462  feet,  cost  per  foot 2  91 

28,206  feet  =  5  miles,  1806  feet 

I  would  again  reconmaend  the  laying  of  a  30  inch 
main  from  the  number  3  Worthington  engine  through 
Taylor,  Harbor  and  Randall  streets  to  Lorain  street, 
with  branch  in  Bridge  street  to  Kentucky  street,  to  con- 
nect with  the  main  of  that  size  running  east  in  Bridge 
street.  This  pipe  is  necessary  for  the  better  supply 
of  that  portion  of  the  city  through  which  it  would  pass 
and  should  as  soon  as  possible  be  extended  south  to  Clark 
avenue,  whence  in  time  it  would  belaid  easterly  through 
Clark  avenue  to  Broadway  and  Willson  avenue,  thence 
north  to  the  intersection  of  Willson  and  Scovill  ave- 
nues where  it  would  connect  with  a  branch,  already 
laid,  from  the  36  inch  leading  to  Fairmount  reservoir, 
forming  eventually  another  feeder  to  that  main. 

A  20  inch  pipe  should  be  laid  in  Union  streiet  from 
Woodland  Hills  avenue  westerly  to  a  point  near  Axtell 
street  in  the  High  Service  District,  and  another  of  16 
inches  diameter  should  be  laid  in  Harvard  street  from 
Woodland  Hills  avenue  to  Broadway,  from  these  two 
mains,  lateral  pipes  for  distribution  could  be  laid  that 
would  for  the  present  supply  all  the  iron  mills  and  oil 
refineries,  as  well  as  aflford  a  supply  for  domestic  use 
and  fire  protection. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  16  inch  main  be  laid 
in  Forest  street,  from  Scovill  avenue  south  to  Croton 
street,  from  whence  a  12  inch  pipe  should  be  extended 
to  Broadway,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  better  supply 
of  water  to  the  distributing  pipes  it  would  cross  as  well 
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as  act  as  a  feedef  to  that  part  of  the  Broadway  pipe 
where  the  greatest  quantity  of  water  is  now  used. 

There  have  been  two  leaks  in  the  30  inch  mains, 
caused  by  cracked  pipes,  one  at  the  intersection  of 
Brownell  street  and  Euclid  avenue,  the  other  at  the  foot 
of  Division  street  hilL  Another  similar  leak  occured 
in  the  old  twenty-four  inch  pumping  main  at  the  pump- 
ing works.  All  of  them  were  repaired  by  inserting 
new  pipes. 

DISTRIBUTING  PIPE. 

The  quantity  of  distributing  pipe  laid  during  the  year, 
while  not  as  great  as  that  laid  in  1883,  was  considerably 
above  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Of  the  different  sizes  up  to  and  including  twelve  inch 
there  was  laid  15  miles  1441  feet,  making  a  total  length 
of  that  class  of  pipe  now  in  use  of  175  miles  2224  feet, 
which  added  to  the  main  pipe  gives  a  total  of  196  miles 
986  feet  of  all  sizes. 

In  addition  to  the  pipe  laid,  1  mile  and  88  feet  was 
relaid,  and  3  miles  4,576  feet  was  lowered,  attached  to 
which  were  438  service  pipe  connections,  measuring 
1  mile  4,979  feet,  all  of  which  were  lowered  to  a  depth 
beyond  the  danger  of  frost. 

STOP  GATES.    . 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  stop  gates  for  the  year 
was  408,  of  these  37  were  in  main  pipes  and  371  in  dis- 
tributing pipes  and  fire  hydrant  branches,  27  old  ones 
were  taken  out  and  replaced  by  others,  either  on  ac- 
count of  breakage  or  to  increase  the  size. 

The  whole  number  now  in  use,  of  all  sizes,is  3,574;  of 
these  119  are  in  main  pipe  lines  above  12  inches  in  di- 
ameter. 

FIRE  HYDRANTS. 

The  whole  number  of  public  fire  hydrants  in  use  at 
this  time  is  1706.  Of  these  205  were  added  during  the 
past  year,  and  19  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced 
with  larger  ones. 
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Under  authority  given  me  by  a  Resolution  of  your 
Board,  adopted  early  last  year,  I  have  increased  the 
number  of  fire  hydrants  wherever  any  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  pipe  system  in  the  more  thickly  pop- 
ulated and  business  districts  of  the  city.  I  have  also 
increased  the  number  on  all  new  lines,  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent. 

The  tables  appended  hereto  give  information  in  detail 
of  all  the  work  described  above. 

SERVICE  CONNECTIONS. 

The  number  of  all  sizes  of  new  service  connections 
made  with  the  distributing  pipes  was  2111,  an  increase 
of  239  over  the  number  added  in  1883.  The  total  num- 
ber of  service  connections  made  since  the  works  were 
built  is  18,475.  Of  these  649  are  abandoned  or  turned 
ofif  for  non-payment  of  water  rent,  846  are  laid  only  to 
the  curb  line  of  the  street  and  17  have  been  abandoned, 
the  ferrules  withdrawn  and  the  openings  plugged, 
leaving  the  number  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  16,963.

The  number  of  gallons  of  water  measured  by  meters 
hydraulic  elevators  and  water  motors  was  1,136,268,848 
or  3,104,560  per  day,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  170,100  gallons  per  day,  or  62,356,600  for  the  year. 

DISTRIBUTION. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  was 
5,990,378,137  gallons,  an  increase  over  the  year  1883  of 
802,945,480  gallons. 

The  daily  average  for  the  year  was  16,367, 153  gallons, 
being  an  increase  of  2,155,007  over  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  of  increase  was  15.47  percent. 

The  cost  of  pumping  each  million  gallons  100  feet 
high  was  $4.98. 

The  large  increase  in  the  quantity  of  water  pumped 
can  be  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  a  leak  in  the  16  inch 
main,  crossing  the  river  at  Ohio  street,  which  had  been 
running  for  an  indefinite  time,  until  discovered  late  in 
November. 

That  the  leak  is  a  large  one  there  can  be  no  question 
as  the  water  comes  to  the  surface  of  the  river  with 
strong  force  from  a  depth  of  16  feet.  The  season  being 
so  far  advanced  no  examination  has  yet  been  made  to 
determine  its  character  or  extent .  The  gates  on  each 
side  of  the  river  were  closed  as  soon  as  the  leak  was 
discovered  and  no  inconvenience  to  water  takers  has 
been  reported,  the  pipe  being  amply  fed  on  both  sides 
of  the  river  by  the  30  inch  main.

FAIRMOUNT  RESERVOIR 

Work  on  this  reservoir  has  progressed  in  a  satisfac- 
tory manner.  The  earth  work  in  the  embankments  is 
nearly  completed,  the  only  work  remaining  to  be  done 
is  to  trim  them  to  line  and  fill  the  top  where  worn  away 
by  teams,  the  soiling  and  seeding  on  three  of  the  sides 
has  been  done,  and  the  stone  steps  on  the  Woodland 
Hills  avenue  side  are  in  place. 

The  waste  pipe  and  drainage  conduit  are  both  com- 
pleted, and  the  overflow  pipe  is  laid  to  near  the  water 
line  ready  for  the  branches  that  will  connect  both  ba- 
sins with  the  waste  pipe. 

The  puddle  lining  and  concrete  bottom  in  the  south 
basin  is  completed,  the  puddle  lining  of  the  slopes  is  car- 
ried more  than  half  way  to  the  top,  and  the  paving 
reaches  to  an  average  heigth.of  about  seven  feet.  For 
the  protection  of  the  concrete,  during  the  winter,,  the 
gates  in  the  inlet  main  were  opened  and  the  bottom 
covered  with  water  to  a  depth  of  three  and  a-half  feet. 

The  excavation  in  the  north  basin  is  nearly  to  grade 
and  the  bottom  covered  with  clay  for  puddle,  which 
by  the  action  of  the  winter  frost  and  rains  will  be  in 
the  best  possible  condition  for  working  in  the  spring . 

Should  nothing  unusual  occur,  this  work  should  be 
fully  completed  by  September  next. 

The  amount  paid  the  contractors  for  work  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  is  $160,521.38. 

HIGH  SERVICE  RESERVOIR. 

It  is  expected  that  this  reservoir  will  be  fully  com- 
pleted by  June  first.  The  embankments  are  up  to  grade 
with  the  exception  of  the  top  gravel  walk,  the  outer 
slopes  are  trimmed  to  line  and  the  soiling  put  on.  All 
the  pipe  connections  are  made  excepting  the  overflow, 
the  castings  for  which  are  on  the  ground  and  can  be 
put  in  place  in  three  days,  the  ballast  is  nearly  all  in 
place,  the  concrete  bottom  is  completed  and  the  paving 
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done  to  within  about  twelve  feet  of  the  top.  About 
three  feet  of  water  was  pumped  into  this  basin  before 
winter  set  in,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  concrete 
from  the  action  of  frost. 

The  amount  paid  on  this  work  to  December  31.  is 
$96,211.49. 

The  work  on  both  reservoirs  is  now  so  far  advanced 
that  the  fences,  stair  railing,  embankment  railing  and 
bridges  leading  to  the  valve  rods  may  be  put  under 
contract  early  in  the  spring.     * 

The  accompanying  abstract  of  expenditures  gives 
the  amounts  in  detail,  under  the  diflFerent  headings,  of 
the  sums  expended,  by  the  department^  for  all  purposes 
for  the  year. 

WASTE  OF  WATER. 

The  waste  of  water  during  freezing  weather  and 
its  lavish  use  on  lawns  and  for  cooling  premises  during 
the  summer  months  has  become  so  excessive  as  to  call 
for  the  adoption  of  vigorous  measures  for  its  suppres- 
sion. The  average  consumption  of  water  per  day,  last 
year  was  16,367,153  gallons.  The  daily  average  for 
the  month  of  January  was  20,324,373  gallons,  while 
that,  for  the  month  of  April  following  was  only  13,598 
832  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  two  spring 
months  April  and  May,  and  the  two  Autumn  months 
October  and  November  was  but  14,011,437  gallons, 
while  the  average  consumption  for  the  remaining  eight 
months  was  17,534,073  gallons  per  day. 

The  quantity  used  in  the  month  of  April  includes  a 
wastage  of  probably  not  less  than  3^  million  gallons 
per  day,  while  for  the  month  of  January  one-half  of 
all  the  water  purriped  was  wantonly  allowed  to  flow 
back  to  the  lake  without  having  served  any  useful 
purpose. 

If  this  wastefulness  is  permitted  to  go  on  unchecked, 
the  people  of  Cleveland  must  be  prepared  for  another 
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expenditure  of  not  less  than  one  million  dollars  for  a 
larger  tunnel,  more  machinery  and  long  lines  of  main 
pipes  within  the  next  five  years,  for,  before  the  end  of 
the  year  1889,  at  the  present  rate  of  increase,  ^hich 
for  the  past  two  years  has  exceeded  15  percent,  per  an- 
num, the  full  capacity  of  the  tunnel  will  have  been 
reached  and  every  engine  at  the  pumping  works  will 
be  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity,  with  no  reserve  in 
case  of  accidents. 

The  average  consumption  per  capita  (exclusive  of  the 
eighteenth  ward  where  no  water  pipe  is  yet  laid)  for 
the  year  1883  was  75.60  gallons  per  day,  and  82.66  gal- 
lons in  1884. 

In  the  city  of  Providence  R.  I.  where  a  little  more 
than  one  half  of  the  service  pipes  are  metered,  the  con- 
sumption averages  less  than  35  gallons  per  capita  per 
day.  In  that  city  the  total  number  of  services  in  use 
on  the  last  day  of  September  1884  was  11,372  and  the 
consumption  of  water  for  each  service  pipe  per  day  for 
the  three  months  ending  on  that  date  was  388  gallons, 
while  in  Cleveland  the  number  of  gallons,  per  service 
pipe,  per  day  for  the  whole  year  was  905  or  nearly  two 
and  one-half  times  greater  than  in  Providence. 

While  we  may  never  hope  to  reduce  the  consumption 
of  water  in  Cleveland,  with  its  broad  sandy  streets, 
wide  lawns  and  large  and  numerous  manufactories  to 
as  low  figures  as  those  named  above,  we  may  check  the 
great  waste  and  thus  practically  increase  our  capacity, 
or  in  other  words  put  off  the  time  for  enlargement  for 
many  years. 

Many  plans  have  been  suggested  and  tried  for  the 
suppression  of  waste,  but  the  only  perfect  one  is  the 
use  of  meters,  the  cost  of  this  plan  however,  has  here-  ' 
tofore  been  a  bar  to  t!i3ir  universxl  intro  luc'ioa. 

• 

The  cities  of  Providence  and  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  Fall 
River  and  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  Manchester,  N.  H., 
come  nearer  to  having  a  general  meter  system  than 
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any  other  cities  in   this  country,  and  the  result  is 
alike  satisfactory  to  consumer  and  water  department. 

The  city  of  Erie,  Pa.,  has  adopted  a  different  plan  to 
accomplish  the  same    result,  the  main    features  of 
which  are  a  ri^id  inspection  of  all  premises  supplied 
with  water,  twice  a  year,  and  the  classification  of  all 
plumbing  as  first-class  or  second-class,  as  the  inspec- 
tor may  find  it.     In  determining  which  class  the  plumb- 
ing of  any  premises  may  belong  to,  the  inspector  is 
not  governed  so  much  by  the  workmanship  as  by  the 
arrangement  of  the  piping  with  reference  to  its  pro- 
tection against  freezing,  and  the  means  for  closing 
the  water  off  and  draining  the  pipes.  At  the  same  time 
he  instructs  the  occupants  how  to  guard  against  freez- 
ing without  allowing  water  to  run.     First-class  plumb- 
ing is  that  which  is  so  arranged  that  the  water  may  be 
turned  off  inside  of  the  premises,   and  the  pipes  all 
drained,  or  where  there  is  no  danger  of  freezing  at  any 
time,  and  is  charged  single  rates  for  water.     Second- 
class  plumbing  is  such  that  the  pipes  cannot  be  drained 
or  kept  from  freezing  without  permitting  the  water  to 
run,  and  is  charged  double  rates  if  not  changed  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  notice  is  given.    The  adoption  of 
the  system  has  reduced  the  quantity  of  water  per  cap- 
ita so  that  no  more  is  being  pumped  at  this  date  than 
was  required  at  the  same  time  two  years  ago,  notwith- 
standing a  large  increase  in  the  number   of  water 
takers. 

I  believe  that  by  combining  the  meter  system  with 
that  adopted  by  Erie  the  quantity  of  water  now  pumped 
in  Cleveland  can  be  reduced  one-half  or  that  it  may 
be  made  to  supply  double  the  number  of  water  takers 
we  now  have  without  inconvenience  to  any  one. 
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The  approximate  estimate  of  anticipated  expenditures 
for  the  year  1885,  for  all  purposes,  is  as  follows  :

To  the  Trustees  of  Cleveland  Water  Work^ : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Engineer  of  the  Pumping  Depart- 
ment of  the  Cleveland  Water  Works  would  most  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  Annual  Report  : 

CORNISH  ENGINES. 

In  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  a  contract  with 
Chafer  &  Becker,  the  old  Cornish  engines  have  been 
removed  from  their  long  resting  place  in  the  north 
side  Pumping  House  to  the  new  High  Service  Station 
on  Fairmount  street,  where  they  are  now  being  erected. 

In  consequence  of  delays  in  building  the  foundation 
for  these  engines  the  specified  time  for  completing  the 
work  as  provided  in  the  contract  has  passed,  and  the 
work  is  not  nearly  completed  ;  however^  the  contract- 
ors have  manifested  d  very  commendable  disposition 
to  comply  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  agree- 
ment, and  will,  1  believe,  push  the.  work  forward  with 
energy  when  circumstances  will  permit. 

The  present  state  of  forwardness  is  about  as  follows  : 
The  six  Cornish  boilers  are  in  place  and  the  connec- 
tions well  under  way.  The  base  plates  under  columns 
and  all  the  heavy  castings  built  into  the  masony  are  in 
place ;  also  tank  bottoms,  suction  pipes,  valve  cham- 
bers, air  pumps  and  condensers.  The  progress  made 
since  starting  the  work  of  removal  warrants  us  in  con- 
cluding that  early  next  autumn  we  shall  see  the  en- 
gines ready  for  service. 
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HENDERSON  ENGINES. 

As  contemplated  in  my  last  report,  the  south  cylin- 
der of  these  engines  has  been  provided  with  new  piston 
rings,  the  same  as  those  in  use  in  the  north  cylinder  of 
the  same  engine.  No  further  expense  for  repairs  will 
be  necessary  during  the  coming  year.  These  engines 
are  held  in  reserve,  consequently  pump  a  compara- 
tively small  amount  of  water.  They  are  in  good  repair. 

N(J.  1  WORTHINGTON  ENGINE. 
This  engine  has  been  in  almost  constant  service  since 
July  16,  1876,  and  has  required  very  little  repair,  aside 
from  the  accident  mentioned  in  my  last  report.  At 
this  date  they  are  in  good  repair,  considering  the 
length  of  service  rendered. 

NO.  2  WORTHINGTON  ENGINE. 
This  engine  continues  to  merit  our  confidence,  and  is 
making  a  better  record  for  herself  than  No.  1,  as  will 
be  seen  bv  reference  to  the  annex  tables.  June  13th  a 
slight  mishap  occurred,  caused  by  carelessly  drawing 
the  screens  in  the  aqueduct.  A  large  quantity  of  fish 
passed  into  the  suction  pipe  and  choked  the  induction 
valves,  causing  a  stoppage  of  about  twenty-four  hours 
and  a  slight  expense  for  repairs.  No  further  expense 
for  repairs  will  be  necessary  the  coming  year  barring 
accidents. 

NO.  3  WORTHINGTON  ENGINE. 

March  20th  we  were  instructed  by*  Sup't  Whitelaw 
to  clear  the  west  boiler  house  to  make  room  for  the 
new  Worthington  engine  under  contract.  This  work 
was  done  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  foundations  were 
at  once  put  in,  and  on  June  0th  the  engines  were  deliv- 
ered at  the  Pumping  Works.  The  work  of  erecting 
was  pushed  forward  with  energy,  and  on  August  1st 
the  engines  were  ready  for  steam,  but  owing  to  some 
delay  in  making  connections  with  the  delivery  main, 
were  not  started  until  August  14.  After  the  usual  pre- 
liminary test  of  about  two  weeks,  the  engines  were 
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shut  down  for  lagging  and  painting,  which  was  com- 
pleted  in  October,  and  the  engines  again  started  upon 
final  test  for  acceptance.  December  2nd  a  duty  trial 
was  made  by  the  engineer  in  charge,  and  the  engines 
proved  beyond  a  doubt  that  all  the  conditions  stipu- 
lated in  the  contract  ^rere  fully  met,  showing  a  duty 
of  50,585,681  foot  pounds. 

ENGINE  SUMMARY. 

The  west  side  Pumping  Station  contains  four  duplex 
pumping  engines.  With  a  combined  capacity  of  40  mil- 
lion gallons  daily,  with  an  average  consumption  of  only 
16i  millions,  there  would  appear  to  be  ample  margin 
for  safety,  but  the  fact  that  our  minimum  consumption 
is  about  25  millions,  forces  upon  us  the  conviction  that 
our  efforts  should  not  be  relaxed  until  the  vacant 
space  in  the  old  north  side  building  is  filled  with 
engines  and  boilers. 

The  district  soon  to  be  supplied  by  the  high  service 
system  must  be  added  to  our  present  consumption,  and 
will  take  at  least  five  million  gallons  per  day.  This 
will  bring  our  consumption  up  to  thirty  millions  within 
the  next  year,  without  including  the  regular  increase 
of  about  15^  per  cent,  annually. . 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  I  would  recommend 
that  in  the  near  future  two  fifteen  million  gallon  pumps 
be  provided  and  four  additional  boilers  for  the  same. 
The  room  left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Cornish 
engines  and  boilers  gives  ample  space  for  this  addition 
to  the  works. 

It  has  been  apparent  for  some  time  that  larger  en- 
gines could  be  used  to  good  advantage,  and  should 
be  introduced  at  the  earliest  practicable  opportunity. 
The  cost  of  attendance  is  just  the  same  for  large  or 
small  engines,  and  this  fact  alone  is  sufficient  to  war- 
rant their  introduction.  Many  other  reasons  might  be 
given,  but  they  seem  to  me  so  apparent  that  I  will  not 
refer  to  them  here,  believing  that  you  will  concur  in 
this  suggestion. 
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BOILERS. 

The  Pumping  Department  has  at  this  date  nineteen 
boilers  consisting  of  the  following  different  kinds  : 
Ten  Marine,  six  Cornish,  two  Tubular,  and  one  Porta- 
ble, all  in  good  repair,  excepting  two,  which  will  need 
quite  extensive  repairs  during  the  year.  Four  have 
received  necessary  repairs  the  past  year. 

Some  expense  has  been  incurred  in  connection  with 
our  boilers,  experimenting  with  so-called  smokeless 
furnaces.  As  yet  we  have  not  met  with  very  gratify- 
ing success.  We  have  hesitated  about  introducing  any 
of  the  modern  devices  offered  for  sale,  for  the  reason 
that  none  have  been  adapted  to  our  style  of  boilers, 
and  great  expense  would  be  necessary  to  introduce 
them.  So  far  as  I  have  observed  none  are  giving 
entire  satisfaction.  Some  are  doing  fairly  well,  but 
reduce  the  boiler  capacity  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
per  cent.,  which  would  be  a  fatal  objection  to  us.  I 
appreciate  the  desirableness  of  making  this  matter  a 
success,  and  shall  keep  steadily  in  view  this  most  im- 
portant question,  and  shall  cheerfully  comply  with  any 
suggestions  from  your  honorable  body. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Since  my  last  report  the  west  battery  of  boilers  has 
been  completed  ;  the  west  wing  of  the  old  building  has 
been  converted  into  an  engine  room ;  the  new  Worth- 
ing ton  engines  have  been  erected  ;  the  Cornish  engines 
have  been  removed,  and  a  temperary  floor  constructed 
over  the  pits  where  they  rested.  One  narrow  guage 
railway  has  been  changed  to  conform  to  the  new 
boiler  house,  and  other  minor  changes  incident  to  the 
many  improvements  carried  forward  during  the  year. 

The  foregoing  improvements  and  alterations  have 
been  made  without  interrupting  the  regular  supply  of 
water.  The  only  interruption  was  caused  by  the 
bursting  of  the  old  24  inch  main  in  front  of  the  engine

house  December  18,  when  the  engines  were  all  at  rest 
forty -five  minutes,  During  that  time  the  water  in  the 
reservoir  fell  from  twenty  feet  to  thirteen  feet. 

RECOMMENDATIONS . 
Five  thousand  dollars  expended  in  tools  for  our  ma-

chine  shop  would  greatly  facilitate  our  repairs  and 
prove  a  saving  to  the  department  in  this  line  of  expense.

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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  : — It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  tables 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  that  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  city  during  this  year  exceeded  those  of  the  year 
previous  by  three  hundred  and  thirty rone  (331).  The 
total  number  being  three  thousand,  seven  hundred  and 
thirty, (3730);  exclusive  of  *^Still  Births",  three  hundred 
and  nineteen  (319).  Of  the  whole  number  of  deaths, 
eleven  hundred  and  forty-five  (1145)  were  reported  as 
under  one  year  of  age,  a  percentage  of  30. 7-I-,  and  those 
under  five  years,eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine(1859), 
a  percentage  of  the  whole  number  of  49.8-^.  The  num- 
ber of  deaths  of  those  over  seventy  years  of  age  was 
two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (287),  a  percentage  of 
the  whole  of  7.4+.  Of  the  deaths  caused  by  zymotic 
diseases,  twelve  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (1,239),  eight 
hundred  and  forty-seven  (847)  of  the  whole  were  caused 
by  the  following  six  diseases:  Measles,  197;  diphtheria 
and  croup,  196;  scarlet  fever,  18;  cholera  infantum, 
278;  typhoid  fever,  121;  and  whooping  cough,  37. 
Among  these,  measles  appears  unusually  prominent 
as  a  cause.  The  disease  assumed  an  epidemic 
form  in  April,;  and  from  that  time  to  the  close  of  the 
year  prevailed  continuously.  The  deaths  reported  as 
caused  by  this  disease  were  chiefly  in  those  parts  of 
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the  city  where  hygienic  surroundings  were  poorest. 
And  when  other  parts  of  the  city  were  reached  by  the 
disease,  the  number  of  deaths  was  markedly  decreased. 
It  is  impossible  to  reach  an  accurate  statement  of  the 
proportion  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  of  cases  of 
the  disease,  but  from  all  the  information  received,  it  is 
believed  to  have  been,  approximately,  one  in  fifty. 
With  the  great  number  of  cases,  even  this  proportion 
furnished  a  large.part  of  the  increased  mortality  over 
the  previous  year. 

There  was  also  a  considerable  increase  of  deaths 
from  diarrhoeal  diseases  and  typhoid  fever,  and  a  de- 
crease in  those  from  diphtheria,  croup,  scarlet  fever, 
and  other  zymotic  diseases.  The  increase  of  deaths, 
in  this  class  of  diseases  being  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  or  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  increase  for  the 
year. 

BIRTHS. 

The  ''return  of  births"  show  that  the  natural  increase 
of  population  has  not  failed.  The  returns  to  the  secre- 
tary show  that  there  were  sixty-five  hundred  and  ten 
(6,510)  births  in  the  city  other  than  "still  births";  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  twenty-seven  hundred 
and  eighty  (2,780),  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year 
of  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  (333).  It  is  probable 
that  a  part  of  this  apparent  increase  is  due  to  greater 
faithfulness  on  the  part  of  physicians  and  midwives 
to  make  returns.  But  beyond  the  probable  increase 
shown  from  this  cause,  there  is  a  clear  and  gratifying 
exhibit  of  gain  to  our  population  from  this  source. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  CITY. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  in  detail,  the  descriptions 
of  our  sanitary  defects  as  a  city.  Year  after  year  they 
have  been  presented,  and  many  of  them  still  continue. 

Judging  of  the  healthf  ulness  of  the  city  by  the  deaths 
from  zymotic  diseases  during  the  year,  there  is  reason

for  apprehension.  The  districts  in  which  the  increase 
from  this  class  of  diseases  is  most  noticeable,  are  suf- 
fering from  want  of  soil  drainage.  The  houses  are 
chiefly  without  cellars,  or  where  cellars  have  been 
built,  they  are  damp  and  no  ready  drainage  available. 
Such  conditions  together  with  the  want  of  care  in  ex- 
posure to  contagious  diseases,  accounts  plainly  for  the 
results.  To  say  that  we  are  no  worse  than  other  cities 
does  not  state  the  measure.  That  there  is  much  room 
for  improvement  in  very  many  channels  and  many 
parts  of  the  city  will  always  remain  a  stimulus  to  au- 
thorities, and  the  best  part  of  all  results  now  to  be  seen 
in  the  sanitary  outlook  of  our  city  is  the  mcreased  in- 
terest .and  watchfulness  of  citizens  in  matters  affecting 
health.  And  only  when  such  a  result  follows  the  exer- 
cise of  authority,  can  genuine  improvement  be  estab- 
lished. This  enlightened  interest  is  fast  becoming  a 
feature  of  our  modern  life,  and  to  so  guide  it  that  it 
does  not  lead  to  sanitary  sentimentalism,  and  a  cleans- 
ing for  appearances  while  within  there  is  death,  is  one 
of  the  responsibilities  of  sanitary  officers. 

It  is  pleasant  for  me  to  again  acknowledge  the  cour- 
tesy and  confidence  of  the  Board  throughout  the  year. 
Also  to  report  that  the  employes  of  the  Board,  under 
my  direction  have  as  a  rule,  employed  their  time  faith- 
fully in  carrying  on  the  work  given  them  to  do.  There 
is  a  need  for  more  inspectors,  for  it  is  a  physical  im- 
possibility for  nine  men  to  properly  inspect  the  dwell- 
ing places  in  this  city  frequently  enough  to  insure  sat- 
isfactory conditions. 

Again  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
for  a '  'Milk  and  Food  Inspector. "  Such  an  officer  would 
find  full  employment,  and  furnish  a  protection  against 
the  injurious  effects  of  adulteration  and  fraud.  There 
can  scarcely  be  a  question  that  money  raised  by  taxa- 
tion can  never  be  more  wisely  spent  than  in  the 
physical  improvement  of  the  people,  and  laws  rarely 
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enforce  themselves.  The  laws  of  the  state  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  willalways  require  officers  to  enforce 
and  judges  to  interpret  and  apply  them.  Rightly  ap- 
plied they  educate  and  save.

Persons  who  sell  milk  are  required,  under  an  estab- 
lished rule  of  the  Board,  to  purchase  a  license  therefor. 
There  has  been  issued  during  the  year,  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-one  of  these  licenses.

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Inspector. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1884. 

EHiring  the  year,  the  following  permits  were  is- 
sued, viz  : 

For  new  sewers 1,085 

For  repairing  and  cleaning  sewers 670 

For  new  plumbing  work 958 

For  repairing  plumbing 224 

Total 2,837 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  in  1880,  was 
1022  ;  1881,  1,559  ;  1882,  2,728  ;  1883,  2,996.  The  average 
number  for  the  three  past  years  is  2,854. 

It  is  probable  that  there  is  comparatively  little  plumb- 
ing or  sewering  done  without  permits,  but  on  the  other 
hand  there  is  a  great  deal  done  where  cheapness  is  the 
only  thing  considered,  and  so  long  as  first  cost  is  the 
only  consideration,  just  so  long  will  defective  work 
exist. 

I  have  in  former  reports  drawn  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Board  to  the  necessity  for  more  care  in  li- 
censing plumbers  and  sewer  builders,  and  although 
you  are  not  responsible  for  the  lax  manner  in  which 
licenses  are  granted,  still  I  think  it  the  duty  of  your 
Honorable  Board  to  take  the  initiative  in  formulating 
more  stringent  regulations  to  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Alderman  to  be  enacted  in- 
to law. 
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The  registration  of  workmen  is  also  very  important, 
for  on  their  efficiency  depends  largely  the  quality  of 
the  work  done. 

An  apprentice  who  has  never  learned  the  trade,  and 
is  destitute  of  practical,  as  well  as  theoretical  knowl- 
edge, should  not  be  allowed  to  do  work  which  only  ex- 
perienced men  are  capable  of  doing  properly  ;  and 
when  they  are  thus  employed,  the  public  suffer.  The 
man  who  is  bent  on  always  giving  the  lowest  figures, 
will  undoubtedly  contrive  to  hold  his  own  by  slighting 
his  work  or  employing  cheap  help. 

Although  the  rate  of  remuneration  is  not  always  the 
test  of  mens'  capabilities,  still  as  a  general  rule,  in  or- 
dinary times,  when  men  are  fully  employed,  the  rate 
of  remuneration  is  regulated  by  capability . 

A  remedy  is  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  who  should 
demand  that  if  they  are  charged  full  prices  that  none 
but  competent  workmen  shall  be  furnished  them . 

In  my  opinion,  a  full  appreciation  by  the  public  of 
the  need  of  sanitary  arrangements,  and  a  knowledge 
of  what  is  necessary,  will  afford  the  surest  guarantee 
that  good  results  will  be  obtained. 

"Where  dwellings  are  put  up  for  renting,  cheapness 
seems  to  be  the  great  desideratum,  regardless  of  sani- 
tary considerations,  provided  always  that  they  don't 
conflict  with  the  letter  of  the  ordinances,  although  they 
do  with  the  spirit. 

Too  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  location  of 
the  water  supply  to  protect  it  from  freezing.  The  past 
severe  winter  has  caused  a  vast  deal  of  suffering  to 
those  located  in  blocks,  on  account  of  frozen  pipes,  a 
great  deal  of  which  might  have  been  prevented  if 
proper  precautions  had  been  taken. 

All  water  closets  in  blocks  should  be  provided  with 
special  tanks  for  flushing.  Too  many  blocks  have  only 
one  supply  pipe,  resulting  in  a  deficiency  of  water  for 
closets  when  most  wanted. 
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Plans  for  plumbing  and  sewering  should  be  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Board  before  permits  are 
granted. 

The  ventilation  of  the  main  sewers  has  already  b^en 
brought  to  the  notice  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  a 
resolution  was  introduced  by  C.  C.  Dewstoe,  July  11, 
1883,  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
the  adoption  of  perforated  covers  on  all  sewer  openings 
is  a  matter  of  great  sanitary  importance,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  recommend  to  the  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Improvements  the  adoption  of  such 
covers  as  rapidly  as  possible,  in  the  place  of  tight  cov- 
ers, on  all  man-holes,  flushing-holes  and  lamp-holes, 
and  would  further  recommend  that  as  several  new 
sewers  are  about  to  be  built  connecting  with  the  Will- 
son  avenue  main  .sewer,  the  covers  on  the  Willson  av- 
enue sewer  be  changed  at  once,  and  perforated  covers 
required  on  all  the  new  sewers  in  that  district. 

Thorough  ventilation  and  automatic  flushing  I  con- 
sider essential  to  keeping  the  main  sewers  in  proper 
condition. 

House  connections  should  also  be  flushed  once  or 
twice  a  week,  particularly  during  a  dry  season. 

There  are  many  points  in  which  the  ordinances  are 
defective  or  ambiguous,  which  should  have  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

Having  in  former  reports  gone  over  the  ground,  of 
what  I  consider  the  essentials  of  good  sewering  and 
plambin^,  further  repetition  is  unnecessary.

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Report  of  the  Smoke  Inspector. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  work  done  under  the  Smoke  Ordinance.  This 
ordinance  came  into  effect  April  1882,  was  amended 
July  1883.  I  had  the  honor  to  be  appointed  Smoke 
Inspector  July  1883,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
the  office  August  1,  1883. 

There  being  no  appliance  or  furnace  in  use  in  the 
city  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  smoke,  and  very  little 
or  no  attention  having  been  paid  to  it,  progress  was 
necessarily  slow,  a  great  amount  of  demonstrating, 
and  experimenting  was  necessary  to  remove  the  preju- 
dice against  the  law.  So  great  was  the  prejudice  against 
it,  and  so  strong  the  belief  that  it  was  impracticable, 
that  an  effort  was  made  to  repeal  the  ordinance.  Most 
of  that  feeling  has  been  displaced  by  a  desire  to  com- 
ply with  the  law.  The  majority  of  the  citizens  now  un- 
derstanding that  it  is  not  only  practicable,  but  easy, 
with  very  little  delay  to  their  business,  and  at  a  trifling 
expense  to  prevent  smoke,  which  will  not  only  relieve 
the  citizens  of  a  great  nuisance,  but  will  also  increase 
the  value  of  realty  in  the  city. 

Many  delays  were  caused,  incident  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  a  new  and  what  seemed  at  first  an  impractica- 
ble law.  One  of  the  greatest  causes  of  delay,  being  the 
slowness  with  which  the  city  authorities  comply  with 
it 

I  have  endeavored  to  enforce  the  ordinance  with  the 
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least  possible  hardships  to  the  manufacturing  and  other 
interests  in  the  city. 

Warrants  were  sworn  out  for  the  County  Commis- 
sioners for  violating  tho  ordinance.  The  cases  were 
dismissed  in  Police  Court  on  request  of  the  prosecutor, 
who  decided  the  ordinance  did  not  apply  to  public 
buildings.  The  ordinance  has  since  been  amended,  so 
as  to  apply  to  public  buildings,  whereby  satisfying  cit- 
izens, who  ''justly''  considered  a  law  impartial  that  ap- 
plied to  them,  and  not  to  public  buildings. 

At  the  Waterworks  Pumping  Station,  three  of  their 
boiler  furnaces  have  been  changed  and  they  will  con- 
tinue to  change  until  the  requirements  of  the  ordi- 
nance are  complied  with. 

A  petition  from  the  citizens  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Hick  street  school  building  asking  to  have  the 
smoke  nuisance  from  said  building  abated  and  by  your 
Honorable  Body  referred  to  me,  has  received  attention, 
it  being  a  question  who  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
responsible,  I,  upon  the  advice  of  the  proper  legal  oflS- 
ers  of  the  city,  swore  out  a  warrant  against  the  engi- 
neer of  Hick  street  school,  which  case  is  now  pending 
with  the  Board  of  Education  as  defendant. 

Railroad  companies  have  for  the  fourteen  months 
just  past  experimented  with  devices  of  different  kinds 
with  a  view  to  adopting  the  best  for  their  locomotives 
and  have  succeeded  in  bringing  forth  an  appliance 
which  entirely  abates  the  nuisance  from  locomotives, 
and  I  am  assured  that  the  companies  will  equip  all 
their  engines  with  it,  with  as  little  loss  of  time  as  pos- 
sible, so  as  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  Standard  Oil  Company,  with  their  hundreds  of 
furnaces,  have  also  experimented  with  most  all  the  ap- 
pliances in  the  market,  and  are  now  putting  in  a  de- 
vice similar  to  that  used  by  the  railroad  companies, 
which  will  certainly  abate  the  nuisance  in  that  quarter 
of  the  city.     Changes  are  in  progress  in  all  parts  of 
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the  city  with  a  view  to  preventing  smoke  and  satis- 
fying the  requirements  of  the  same. 

Changing  smoky  to  smokeless  stacks  represents  more 
work  than  appears  on  the  face. 

Preliminary  notice  with  copy  of  the  ordinance  is 
first  served,  then  notice  limiting  time  in  which  to 
abate,  then  apprising  parties  of  the  expiration  of  the 
time  given,  examination  of  furnaces  before  and 
after  the  changes  are  made,  necessitating  from  eight 
to  fifteen  visits  by  the  inspector,  besides  office  work. 

A  continuance  of  the  work  so  successfully  begun  un- 
der the  ordinance  will,  in  the  near  future,  remove  all 
practicle  cause  of  complaints  from  the  smoke  nuisance. 

Number  of  official  visits  made  by  the  Inspector,  1163  ; 
number  of  notices  served,  535 ;  number  of  cases  in 
court,  10.  Seven  of  the  cases  in  court  abated  the  nuis- 
ance in  the  time  given  by  the  court  and  wer^  fined  the 
cost.  One  was  fined  ten  dollars  and  cost,  and  two  cases 
pending;  number  of  furnaces  changed  so  as  to  abate 
nuisance,  140.

To  the  Honorable  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1884.  The  following  tables 
show  the  city's  litigation  during  the  past  year  and  it 
will  be  apparent  from  them  that  the  result  has  been 
quite  favorable  to  the  city. 

Among  the  more  important  cases  disposed  of  were 
the  cases  of  Raymond  and  Strickland  vs.  The  City 
known  as  the  Bond  street  Assessment  cases.  These 
cases  were  tried  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  and 
involved  the  validity  of  re-assessments  made  since  the 
passage  of  the  Revised  Statistics  of  Ohio  for  the  open- 
ing  and  extending  of  street  made  prior  thereto,  and 
under  laws  somewhat  different. 

The  court  decided  that  the  re-assessments  were  legal 
and  as  there  are  a  large  number  of  the  same  character 
for  many  thousand  dollars  for  similar  improvements 
in  other  strets,  the  validity  of  all  such  has  been  estab* 
lished  and  the  city  saved  from  a  great  loss.  As  a  re* 
suit  of  these  decisions  upwards  of  fifty  cases,  which 
has  been  brought  to  recover  back  money  paid  on  these 
re-assessments  have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  city 
and  dismissed  since  the  31st,  of  December  last,  but  are 
not  concluded  in  this  report  as?  it  only  extends  to  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  December  31.  1884. 

In  addition  to  litigated  business  this  department  has 
disposed  of  a  large  amount  of  other  bvsin  e?  ^  \fiicd  in 
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its  character,  but  consisting  largely  of  the  preparation 
of  contracts,  bonds,  deeds,  written  opinions  and  other 
written  instruments  and  legal  advice  given  to  the  City 
Council,  the  various  City  Boards  and  City  OflScers. 

This  class  of  business  largely  increases  from  year  to 

year,  and  fully  keeps  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  city. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  commend  my  assistants^ 

Mr.  W.  E.  Sherwood  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Bunts,  for  their 

faithful  and  efficient  services  during  my  term  of  office.

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Report  of  Street  Commissioner. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Improvements  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1884. 

The  tabular  statements  accompanying  this  report 
will  show  the  different  classes  of  work  and  the  amount 
expended  on  each  street,  embracing  the  cleaning  and 
rounding  of  streets,  repairs  to  crosswalks,  box  gutters, 
drains,  sewers,  catch  basins  etc.  also  the  stone,  lumber 
and  hardware  used  and  the  salaries  of  officers. 

The  work  of  cleaning  and  rounding  unpaved  streets 

has  been  done  by  machine  and  manual  labor  under  this 

department  and  has  proven  a  success,  as  a  comparison 

of  the  quality  and  amount  of  work  done  this  year 
with  former  years  will  show. 

The  city  owning  the  machine  enables  us  to  do  the 
work  more  thoroughly  and  much  better  than  could  be 
exacted  under  contract. 

Most  of  the  accepted  streets  have  received  a  cleaning 
and  rounding  twice  this  year  and  can  be  kept  in  better 
condition  this  coming  year  and  at  less  expense  than 
had  the  work  been  performed  by  contract  the  preced- 
ing year. 

The  system  now  adopted  of  having  a  small  gang  of 
men  go  over  the  unpaved  streets  occasionally  and  rem- 
edy small  defects  and  remove  stone  and  rubbish,  has 
proved  very  satisfactory  as  it  keeps,  at  slight  expense, 
the  streets  from  becoming  unsightly  and  out  of  shape. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  on  accepted  streets, 
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considerable  work  has  been  done  on  streets  heretofore 
considered  unaccepted,  but  which  were  in  such  condi- 
tion that  the  city  would  become  involved  in  litigation 
if  accidents  had  not  been  prevented  by  placing  these 
streets  in  passable  condition  ;  for  instance,  such  streets 
as  Harvard,  Union  and  a  number  of  others  in  the  out- 
lying wards . 

The  cleaning  of  paved  streets  has  been  done  by  con- 
tract at  the  rate  of  $18,994  per  year,  which  sum  is  fully 
$8,000  more  than  it  cost  last  year. 

The  machine  contract  system  has  been  in  force  since 
May,  and  has  shown  conclusively  that  machine  sweep- 
ing will  clean  better  than  manual  labor,  but  it  has 
also  shown  that  the  cost  of  machine  sweeping  by 
contract  exceeds  that  of  manual  labor,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  amount  paid  for  the  seven  months' 
cleaning  under  machine  contract.  And  yet  the 
machine  contract  system  is  not  to  be  recommended, 
for  the  reason  that  though  the  streets  have  been 
cleaned  more  often  and  better  by  the  machine  contract 
system,  the  improvement  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  city  in  expending  the  difference  in  amount  be- 
tween machine  and  manual  labor,  when  the  work 
could  be  done  by  our  hundreds  of  unemployed  citizens, 
whom  the  city  will  probably  have  to  care  for  through 
the  Infirmary  Department. 

But  if  the  city  demands  the  machine  system  of  clean- 
ing, in  the  opinion  of  your  Commissioner  the  city 
should  own  and  operate  its  own  sweeping  machines, 
hire  its  own  labor,  and  clean  such  streets  and  at  such 
times  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Improvements 
or  Street  Commissioner  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
Or,  if  this  work  must  be  done  by  contract,  it  should  be 
done  at  the  rate  of  a  given  price  per  mile  (and  thereby 
prevent  money  being  paid  for  work  not  done),  which 
would  enable  the  city  to  keep  all  the  paved  streets 
clean. 
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Under  the  present  contract  sy  stem  some  streets  are 
often  cleaned  and  others  not  at  all.  By  having  a  given 
time  for  cleaning  streets,  and  a  contract  clause  to 
exempt  from  cleaning  at  certain  state  of  the  vsreather, 
money  would  be  saved  the  city. 

Were  the  work  done  by  the  city  direct,  and  the  labor 
hired  by  the  city,  it  would  not  only  provide  work  for 
its  poor,  but  would  place  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
the  streets  clean  where  it  should  belong,  and  not  as  at 
present,  under  contract  system,  when  the  order  of  the 
Street  Conmaissioner  to  clean  paved  streets  is  left  to 
the  option  of  the  contractor  and  his  friends  in  the 
Board  of  Improvements  and  City  Council. 

Repairs  to  paved  streets  have  been  a  heavy  item  of 
expense,  as  table  No.  3  shows. 

This  branch  of  work  requires  considerable  attention 
for  the  reason  that  the  old  wood  and  concrete  pave- 
ments have  nearly  given  out.  I  would  recommend 
that  Canal  street,  from  Michigan  to  C.  C.  C.  &  I.  R'y., 
St.  Clair,  east  of  Erie,  Bond,  between  Superior  and 
Euclid,  Lake,  from  Water  to  Erie,  West  River,  from 
Superior  to  St.  Clair,  Garden,  from  Brownell  to  Will- 
son,  Euclid,  from  Fairmount  to  city  limits,  also  a  part 
of  Seneca,  Ontario  and  Sheriff  be  repaved  as  soon  as 
possible,  as  money  expended  for  repairs  on  the  above 
mentioned  streets  is  money  wasted.  Of  the  sum 
expended  in  this  branch  of  labor  a  large  amount  has 
been  collected  on  permit  work  done  by  this  department. 

The  laying  of  crosswalks  has  largely  exceeded  the 
work  of  former  years,  for  the  reason  that  the  city  has 
by  ordinance  directed  more  sidewalks  flagged  than  in 
any  previous  year  ;  and  where  the  property  owners 
comply  with  the  ordinance  and  improve  in  front  of 
their  property,  the  city  should  also  improve  street 
crossings,  which  has  been  done  as  much  as  possible. 

In  the  past  year  the  city  laid  158  new  crosswalks,  or 
about  10,440  feet,  and  relaid  78  crosswalks,  or  5,G20 
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feet.  The  expense  of  laying  crosswalks  in  former 
years  was  provided  for  by  the  Intersection  Fund,  but 
for  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  a  heavy  drain  on 
the  Street  Fund . 

The  laying  of  crosswalks  this  coming  year  will  nec- 
essarily be  a  heavy  expense,  and  should  be  provided 
for  from  some  other  fund.  If  one  fourth  of  the  street 
fund  is  to  be  expended  for  cleaning  5G  miles  of  paved 
streets,  or  about  one-tenth  part  of  the  number  of  miles 
in  the  city,  the  balance  of  the  city  will  be  poorly  pro- 
vided for. 

The  cleaning  of  catch  basins  has  cost  the  city 
§2,050.5*^,  the  work  being  done  by  contract  to  the  satis- 
faction of  this  department,  but  I  see  no  reason  why 
this  work  should  be  done  by  contract,  for  it  certainly 
is  no  saving  to  the  city.  The  building  and  repairs  to 
catch  basins  have  been  done  by  day  labor  at  a  great 
saving  to  the  city.  There  were  104  basins  repaired  at 
a  cost  of  8088.24,  or  an  average  cost  of  $9.50  each,  which 
is  a  saving  of  812  each  compared  with  cost  of  repairing 
catch  basins  by  contract,  as  was  done  under  former 
administration. 

Sewers  on  Old  River  street.  Lake  street.  Forest  and 
Swiss  streets  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired,  and  the 
cost  of  same  was  quite  large. 

The  carpenter  work  on  box  gutters  and  drains  has 
been  done  this  year  at  about  the  usual  expense,  the 
amount  being  quite  lai*ge  on  account  of  many  of  the 
box  gutters  being  old  ;  they  had  to  be  repaired  or 
replaced  by  new  ones. 

The  placing  of  box  gutters  on  hillsides  has  been 
avoided  wherever  it  was  practicable,  and  1  would  rec- 
ommend legislation  to  enable  the  city  to  compel  owners 
of  property  on  hillsides  to  pave  the  gutters  in  front  of 
their  respective  properties,  or  if  this  cannot  be  done  it 
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would  be  economy  for  the  city  to  pave  the  gutters 
instead  of  using  box  gutters. 

The  expense  of  building  and  repairing  stairways 
was  quite  heavy,  as  new  stairs  was  placed  on  (>hio 
street,  Moore  street,  Duane  street  and  Rhodes  avenue. 

The  semi-annual  estimates  of  the  market  grounds 
were  made  by  this  department,  although  paid  from 
market  fund.  The  contract  price  for  eleven  months 
was  86(U.58,  and  $G3.05,  as  per  bills,  for  one  month, 
making  the  amount  used  for  market  cleaning  $727.63. 

According  to  Auditor's  statements  the  ordinary 
expenses  under  this  department  were  887,523.93;  to 
this  add  $1,413.78,  the  difference  in  bills  of  December 
1883  and  December  1884,  also  $1,005.80,  the  10  per  cent, 
retained  on  work  performed  on  paved  streets,  making 
a  total  of  $90,033.51.  Of  this  amount  85,741.41  was 
used  by  other  departments  for  building  culverts,  adver- 
tising, etc.,  leaving  a  balance  of  884,292.10  ordinary 
expenses  under  disbursement  of  Street  Commissioner. 
From  this  amount  is  to  ^e  deducted  $4,308.80,  the  10 
per  cent,  retained  on  work  performed  in  188*^  and  1883, 
and  87,1)81.11  collections  for  street  repairs,  etc,  leaving 
a  net  expense  of  871,943.19.

Gentlemen: — We  herewith  submit  for  your  consid- 
eration the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction. 
For  a  full  knowledge  of  the  details  of  the  work  done, 
money  expended  and  present  financial  condition  of  the 
institution,  a  more  particular  examination  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  will  be  necessary,  to  which 
we  respectfully  refer  you. 

In  former  reports  of  this  Board,  arguments  have  been 
presented  against  the  policy  of  running  this  institution 
without  capital,  which  is  in  part  a  manufacturing  es- 
tablishmeat  as  well  as  reformatory;  the  obvious  force 
of  these  arguments  only  become  stronger  with  further 
experience.  We  most  earnestly  suggest  that  some 
provision  be  made  for  a  working  capital  and  advise 
that  it  be  not  less  than^r)(),0()().0().  . 

Numerous  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year,  which  will  add  greatly  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

The  principal  building  and  shops  of  this  institution 
are  now  fourteen  years  old,  and  are  suffering  from 
wear  and  tear,  and  will  require  large  outlay  in  the  near 
future  for  repairs. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  health  of  both  the  Work- 
house and  Hout-e  of  Correction  has  been  (excellent,  as 
is  evident  bv  the  fact  that  only  two  deaths  have  occur- 
ed  during  the  year,  and  in  both   cases  the  prisoners 
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were  sick  on  entering  the  institution  and  in  this  coi:- 
nection  credit  is  due  to  tlie  efficient  and  watchful  care 
of  the  Physician,  P.  H.  Sawyer. 

We  take  great  plt^asure  in  reporting  that  tliechiklren 
in  the  House  of  Refuge  have  been  well  cared  for  an<l 
their  progress  and  attainments  educationally  liave  been 
on  an  average  with  former  years,  for  which  much  cred- 
it is  due  Principal  McBane  and  assistants,  Mrs.  Worth- 
ington  and  Doty. 

In  calling  attention  to  the  institution  under  our  charge 
we  have  only  to  renew  the  commendations  of  former 
Boards  of  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  our  Super- 
intendent W.  D.  Patterson  and  Matron  Mrs.  W.  D.  Pat- 
terson, also  Deputy  Mcintosh  and  all  other  officers. 

With  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Body  for  their  con- 
tinued approval  and  aid,  we  respectfully  submit.

Superintendent's  Report. 


Cleveland,  January  1st,  1885. 

Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Workhouse  and 
House  of  Correction  : 

?  Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  most  respectfully  submit 
the  following  Annual  Report  for  the  year  closing  De- 
cember 31st,  1884,  this  being  the  fourteenth  report 
since  the  opening  of  this  prison  in  the  year  1871. 

The  year  just  closed  has  not  been  all  pleasure  and 
prosperity,  but  has  had  its  due  proi)ortion  of  care  and 
vexation,  incident  to  the  discharge  of  duties,  in  them- 
selves not  always  pleasant,  together  with  business  anx- 
iety, owing  to  a  depressed  market  for  our  goods  and  a 
consequent  financial  embarrassment.  The  year,  in  a 
business  point,  has  been  one  of  depression  all  through, 
more  so  than  any  other  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  same  influences  that  govern  business  circles, 
outside  of  prisons,  and  tend  to  prosperity  or  ad- 
versity, obtain  in  prison  and  influence  trade  favorably 
or  unfavorably,  and  the  year's  experience  has  shown  us 
that  we  are  no  exception  to  the  laws  of  trade  or  busi- 
ness influences. 

Our  goods  have  been  a  drug  on  the  market,  and  while 
we  show  that  sales  have  been  up  to  the  average  for 
past  years,  yet  in  order  to  make  these  sales  on  a  de- 
pressed market,  additional  inducements  had  to  be  made 
to  purchasers,  in  the  way  of  lower  prices,  or  increased 
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discounts,  to  induce  them  to  i)urchase  goods  they  did 
not  want,  and  as  a  result  the  showing  is  not  as  satis- 
facton^  as  we  had  hoped  for. 

We  have  also  been  financially  embarrassed  through- 
out the  year,  arising  mainly  from  a  non-compliance  on 
the  part  of  the  city  authorities,  with  the  wishes  of  this 
board  of  management,  who  early  in  1883  asked  for  a 
tax  levy  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  same  to 
be  available  in  1884. 

Our  present  condition  demonstrates  that  the  Board 
were  correct  in  their  estimated  necessities  for  the  vear. 

Our  position  has  been  an  embarrassing  one  for  lack 
of  funds  to  meet  our  obligations  at  maturity,  and  we 
are  humiliated  by  reason  of  promises  given  out,  when 
making  our  purchases,  to  pay  at  a  stated  time,  and  not 
having  the  abilityto  comply  or  fulfill  our  part  of  the 
agreement,  and  there  is  no  more  certain  way  to  de- 
stroy confidence,  and  damage  credit,  than  to  fail  to 
meet  obligations.  The  result  will  be,  those  from  whom 
we  purchase  will  demand  more  for  their  goods,  and  for 
lack  of  money  or  indefiniteness  as  to  time  of  payment 
we  shall  have  to  pay  more  for  our  goods,  and  pay  in- 
terest on  bills  past  maturity,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
the  past  year. 

This  financial  condition  was  the  subject,  late  in  the 
year,  of  special  investigation  by  an  intelligent  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  City  Council,  of  its  own  members, 
who,  after  a  full  examination  of  the  financial  condition, 
made  report  back  to  the  City  Council,  recommending 
prompt  relief  for  our  embarrassed  condition,  and  the 
necessity  for  a  working  capital,  as  we  have  in  the  past 
and  present  recommended.  No  financial  aid  has  come 
yet,  as  a  result  of  such  investigation  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

It  is  still  an  unsolved  problem  as  to  how  far  such  an 
institution  as  this    can  go  toward   self  sustenance. 
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when  the  character  and  the  physical  and  mental  condi- 
tion of  its  inmates  are  considered,  and  that  many  who 
are  sent  here  are  not  subjects  for  a  prison  and  its  dis- 
cipline, but  are  mor^?  lit  for  charity  and  hospital  care. 

It  must  be  understood  that  no  prudent  financier  and 
correct  business  man  will  embark  in  any  branch  of 
manufactory,  involving  many  thousands  of  dollars, 
and  not  know  from  whence  the  capital  is  to  come  with 
which  to  conduct  said  business,  and  with  the  addi- 
tional uncertainty  as  to  the  efficiency  or  inefficiency 
of  the  labor  he  mav  secure,  and  that  labor  for  an 
indefinite  i)eriod. 

This  Workhouse  is  such  a  manufactory,  with  build- 
.ings  and  shops  erected — but  unprovided  with  steam 
engine,  or  any  machinery  (until  we  put  them  in,  a 
piece  at  a  time,  as  we  were  able)  with  which  to  carry 
on  any  business,  and  without  cai)ital — the  most  im- 
portant Clementina  business  undertaking,  to  purchase 
machinery  and  to  lay  in  the  raw  material. 

A  thorough  business  man  who  first  sits  down  to 
count  the  cost  in  a  business  venture,  would  not  be 
likely  to  build  upon  so  slender  a  financial  basis.  A 
plant  such  as  we  have  here,  and  in  which  the  city  has 
already  invested  a  large  sum  of  money,  certainly  is 
worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the  city  fathers,  and 
should  have  their  cordial  support.  It  should  be  their 
pride  to  make  it  one  of  their  most  successful  and  use- 
ful institutions.  The  support  necessary,  first,  is  a 
working  capital  of .//////  thousand  dollars,  and,  secondly, 
by  an  annual  tax  levy,  according  to  the  necessities  of 
the  case,  of  from  twelve  to  tirentii-five  thousand  dollars. 
The  annual  out-lay,  by  way  of  taxation  for  this  insti- 
tution, in  the  past  twelve  years,  has  not  been  much 
of  a  burden  to  the  taxpayers. 

It  is  not  strange  then,  from  circumstances  such  as 
referred  to,  while    manufacturers  and  business  men 
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all  over  the  country,  who  have  gone  into  business  with 
what  they  have  considered  ample  capital,  are  being 
forced  into  suspensions  and  bankruptcy  every  month 
in  the  year,  that  this  institution — without  capital  to 
carry  on  its  business,  and  an  overstocked  market  for 
its  goods,  should  have  found  itself  financially  cramped 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  at  its  close 
large  indebtedness,  and  without  the  money  in  the  city 
treasury  to  meet  said  obligations.  And  yet.  as  our 
accounts  show,  not  in  a  bankrupt  cimdition,  as  some 
would  have  us  believe,  for  if  our  available  assets  were 
all  turned  into  money,  we  can  settle  all  demands  upon 
us  promptly.  The  foregoing  condition  of  our  affairs 
arises  mainly  from  a  mistaken  policy  toward  the  insti- 
tution.

being  twenty-two  persons  more  than  at  same  date  last 
year.  From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  we 
have  had  under  care  during  the  year,  twenty-two  bun- 
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dred  and    forty-two    (2,242)  persons.      This  being  a 
greater  number  than  in  any  previous  year. 

These  are  not  flattering  facts  as  to  the  morals  of 
community,  neither  do  they  point  to  a  diminution 
of  crime  in  our  city . 

This  increase  in  numbers  is  doubtless  owing  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  population  of  the  city,  and  a  con- 
sequent natural  increase  in  crime  and  vagabondage 
therewith  ;  or  else  it  comes  out  of  the  general  stagna* 
tion  in  business,  closing  of  mills,  mines  and  factories 
throughout  the  country,  thereby  throwing  a  large 
class  of  laborers  out  of  employment  into  idleness,  and 
a  consequent  charge  upon  the  community,  upon  whom 
they  expect  to  subsist,  and  as  idleness  always  has 
been  a  fruitful  source  of  vice,  so  an  increase  of  idle- 
ness tends  to  corrupt  the  idle,  and  leads  to  intemper- 
ance and  evil  habits,  then  corrupt  association,  the 
blunting  of  the  moral  perceptions,  then  to  actual 
crime  and  to  imprisonment. 

PRISON  LABOR. 

The  question  of  **Prison  Labor'  is  still  under  discus- 
sion by  State  Legislatures,  Prison  Conferences  and  man- 
agers of  prisons  thoughout  the  States,  and  no  satis- 
factory solution  of  this  vexed  question  has  yet  been 
reached. 

But  upon  one  point  nearly  all  unite,  that  is,  that  the 
prisoner  should  labor,  for  his  own  welfare,  physically, 
mentally  and  morally,  and  should  in  part  at  least  con- 
tribute to  his  own  support,  entirely  independent  of  any 
income  that  may  come  to  the  prison,  derivable  from 
his  labor.  With  many  well  meaning  and  well  informed 
persons,  the  first  question  is  the  results  in  the  op- 
eration of  a  prison — financially.  Men  are  apt  to  in- 
quire as  in  almost  all  enterprises  :  Does  it  pay  ?  Is  it 
a  financial  success  ?  Is  it  self-supporting  ?  Forgetting 
or  losing  sight  of  the  great  end  to  be  reached,  the  fo- 
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cial  problem  of  reformation,  the  building  of  new  char- 
acter. The  agencies  to  be  employed  to  this  end  are  the 
cultivation  of  habits  of  industry,  compulsorily  acquired 
and  followed  up,  so  that  to  labor  becomes  a  pleasure 
rather  than  an  unpleasant  task. 

A  thorough  system  of  schools  should  be  established 
in  all  prisons,  when  practicable,  especially  for  young 
men  under  thirty  years,  where  at  least  the  ground  work 
of  a  Common  School  ecucation  may  be  laid,  and  it 
may  be.  in  some  instances,  a  practical  business  educa- 
tion secured. 

We  would  not  undervalue  a  higher  and  more  scien- 
tific education,  but  the  Common  School  education  is 
what  has  been  neglected  by  a  very  large  per  cent,  of 
inmates  of  prisons  and  is  what  they  require  to  fit  them 
for  the  after  duties  of  life.  The  whole  tendency  of 
prison  discipline,  training  and  education  should  be 
moral  and  intellectual  improvement.  These  are.  the 
elements  that  enter  into  the  higher  type  of  manhood, 
and  this  would  be  practical  reformation,  and  should  be 
followed  by  an  eliniiination  of  all  forms  of  prison  pun- 
ishment, and  all  instruments  for  punisement,  or  for 
torture  that  degrade  and  harden  the  culprit,  or  in 
the  use  of  which  manhood  is  blotted-out  rather  than 
stimulated,  elevated  and  built  up. 

A  great  cry  has  gone  up  all  over  the  land,  against 
prison  labor  and  its  effect  upon  free  labor,  and  the  most 
prominent  reason  assigned  against  it  is  its  competi- 
tion with  free  labor,  now  if  it  be  conceded  that  pris- 
oners should  labor,  and  that,  too,  for  their  ultimate 
good,  how  shall  they  labor  ?  and  at  what  branches 
of  industry  ? 

There  are  three  modes  or  methods  of  conducting  the 
labor  of  prisons  at  present: 

First:    The  Contract  system. 

Second:    The  State  Account  system. 

Third:     The  Piece  Price  system. 
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In  the  first  of  these  systems,  the  state  furnishes  the 
buildings,  and  contracts  the  labor  out  at  a  per  diem 
allowance  for  each  laborer. 

The  second  system  is  the  State  or  City  account 
system.  In  this  the  State  furnishes  buildings,  shops, 
machinery  and  the  raw  material,  manufactures  the 
goods,  goes  into  the  market  and  sells  the  product  to 
the  best  advantage.  Under  this  system,  the  State 
enters  as  a  new  manufacturer,  assuming  all  the  risk, 
and  virtually  becomes  a  competitor. 

A  third  plan,  or  system,  now  meeting  with  some 
favor  is  denominated  the  'Apiece  price  plan. "  As  in  the 
two  other  systems  the  State  provides  the  shops  and  build- 
ings, and  the  labor  of  the  prisoners  is  contracted  to  other 
parties,  nofper  day, but  at  a  fixed  ^riQe per  piece,  upon  all 
work  turned  out  perfect.  This  is  called  by  its  advocates. 
a  hiring  on  contract,  for  the  product  of  the  prison  labor, 
and  not  a  per  diem  for  the  prison  laborer.  It  is  some- 
what difficult  for  good  and  wise  men  always  to  draw  a 
line  of  difference  between  this  and  the  old  contract 
system. 

It  is  easy  for  objectors  to  prison  labor  to  find  fault 
with  any  or.  all  of  the^e  systems.  Much  more  easy, 
we  affirm,  than  to  suggest  a  neu\  less  objectionable 
and  better  way. 

The  effect  of  competition  on  the  market,  by  prison 
production,  must  be  about  the  same  under  either  of 
these  systems,  as  all  parties  interested  in  the  "'prison 
out-puf^  manufacture  to  sell.  Whether  it  be  the 
State  or  city,  the  day  or  the  piece  price  contractor, 
all  would  do  about  the  same  volume  of  business,  and 
if  to  the  injury  of  free  labor,  under  one  system  no 
greater  than  under  either  of  the  other  systems.  In 
the  consideration  of  this  question,  generally,  this  fact 
is  overlooked  or  magnified,  that  prison  production,  as 
compared  with  the  product  of  free  labor,  is  only  as  a 
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drop  m  the  bucket,  and  produces  no  appreciable  result 
upon  the  market. 

The  system  of  labor  in  this  prison,  as  is  generally 
well  known^  is  the  State  or  City  Account  system,  in 
which  the  city  has  furnished  the  shops,  and  machinery 
and  implements.  The  management  purchases  the  raw 
stock,  conducts  the  manufacture  of  brushes,  under 
skilled  foremen,  and  sells  the  product,  througli  the 
same  channels  as  other  manufacturers  are  wont  to  do. 
The  results  are  to  be  gathered  from  our  former  and 
this  repart.  Considering  the  terms  of  imprisonment 
in  this  prison,  that  they  are  mostly  of  short  and 
uncertain  duration,  and  the  condition  of  the  prisoner 
sent  up,  we  are  confident  that  the  system  of  labor  as 
conducted  here  is  preferable  to  either  of  the  other 
systems,  and  are  persuaded  that  it  is  equally  as  prac- 
tical in  state  prisons,  where  prisoners  are  sent  up  for 
longer  terms. 

Here,  as  in  almost  all  prisons,  men  do  not  acquire  a 
trade.  Elach  individual  working  upon  a  specific  part 
of  a  brush,  and  then  it  passes  to  the  hands  of  another. 
80  in  other  prisons,  men  are  not  taught  the  mechanism 
of  a  machine,  on  a  shoe  or  co-operage,  but  are  put  to 
work  on  a  single  piece  or  part,  and  after  a  servitude  of 
a  few  weeks,  or  as  in  state  prisons,  a  few  years,  go  out 
again  to  form  a  part  of  society,  unable  to  produce  a 
finished  article,  upon  which  he  may  have  spent  the 
labor  of  some  of  his  best  years. 

The  imprisonment  of  an  individual  has  a  two-fold 
purpose,  the  protection  of  society,  and  the  bettering  of 
the  imprisoned.  This  imprisonment  may  have  result- 
ed from  idleness,  and  an  inability  to  labor  at  any  skilled 
branch  of  industry, or  from  want  of  inclination  to  labor, 
and  one  of  the  great  helps  to  his  betterment,  is  to  fur- 
nish him  a  trade  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  provide  for 
himself  by  honest  mechanical  labor. 

An  individual  confined  to  labor  for  any  length  of 
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time,  above  three  or  four  months,  should  participate 
in  his  earnings,  if  not  to  go  directly  to  himself,  to  his 
family,  during  his  term  of  incarceration,  so  that  he 
may  feel,  while  compelled  to  render  involuntary  labor, 
that  a  portion  of  such  labor  is  for  his  own  direct  com- 
fort, or  those  who  are  near  and  dear  to  him.  Such  a 
system  as  the  foregoing,  will  not  commend  itself  to 
prison  authorities  so  long  as  the  first  and  great  con- 
sideration with  them  is  that  of  money  making.  Too 
many  forget  that  the  reclamation,  and  upbuilding  of 
human  character,  is,  or  should  be,  the  great  consider- 
ation in  conducting  a  prison  and  its  administration. 

UNPRODUCTIVE  LABOR. 

In  this  and  all  prisons,  there  is  a  vast  amount  of 
labor  performed  by  the  prisoners,  from  which  no 
results  are  shown  financially.  Such  as  the.  laundry 
work,  for  four  to  five  hundred  persons,  and  also  for 
officers  and  employes,  the  cooking  for  all,  the  house 
cleaning,  assistance  in  the  bakery,  hall  care  takers, 
coal  hauling  and  assistance  in  the  fire  room,  sewing, 
making  and  mending,  requiring  the  constant  labor  of 
about  forty  persons,  these  are  reckoned  for  all  pur- 
poses. But  in  computing  financial  results,  in  this  they 
do  not  show  to  advantage,  and  yet  they  are  a  necessity. 
While  they  are  a  bill  of  expense,  their  labor  is  a  saving 
of  hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  institution. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  financial  statement  in  Exhibit  A  shows  that  we 
have  had  to  our  credit  in  the  City  Treasury  during  the 
year,  the  sum  of  ninety -two  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-one  dollars  and  nine  one-hundredths,  ($92, 
821.09)  against  which  warrants  on  approved  bills  have 
been  drawn,  to  the  amount  of  eighty-seven  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty-two 
one-hundredths,  ($87,736.32)  leaving  a  balance  on  hand 
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of  three  thousand  and  eighty -four  dollars  and  seventy- 
seven  one-hundredths,  (3,084.77)  to  start  the  new  year 
with.  The  December  bills  of  each  year,  in  all  cases, 
are  carried  over  into  the  new  year,  as  they  cannot  be 
paid  until  the  January  ordinance  owing  to  the  system 
of  paying  all  city  claims,  by  city  ordinance. 

An  examination  of  statement  C,  showing  assets  and 
liabilities  in  detail :  Assets  as  per  inventory,  seventy 
thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and 
ninety-one  one-hundreths  ($70,559.91),  and  liabil- 
ities— our  indebtedness — thirty-three  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  dollars  and  forty-seven  one-hun- 
dreths ($33,621.47);  or  assets  over  and  above  liabilities, 
amounting  to  thirty -seven  thousand  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  forty-four  one-hundreths  (37,038.44). 
While  the  foregoing  is  correct  as  to  facts,  we  prefer 
the  following  exhibit,  and  believe  it  to  be  more' 
satisfactory,  leaving  out  as  it  does,  all  so-called  efifects 
that  would  not  be  available  if  we  were  closing  out 
business,  and  retaining  only  such  as  would  be  avail- 
able at  any  time,  and  out  of  which  we  could  realize 
thus  :

Thus  showing  that  we  could  close  out  business,,  and 
have  a  surplus  after  paying  all  indebtedness. 

It  is  a  question,  and  has  been  for  years,  and  is  now 
claiming  attention  of  the  leading  prison  men  of  the 
country,  whether,  in  making  up  the  inventory  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  an  account  should  be  taken  of  such 
articles  as  household  effects,  clothing,  and  shoes,  &c., 
as  are  in  daily  use ;  or  whether  all  such,  when  given 
out  to  daily  use,  should  not  be  charged  up  at  once  as 
an  expense  against  the  institution,  rather  than  to  be 
considered  as  an  asset,  and  valued  high  or  low  as  cir- 
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cumstance  may  seem  to  suggest  or  demand,  and 
thereby  make  a  showing,  doubtful,  at  least,  as  to 
results.  Experience  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  such 
articles  as  enumerated  are  not  properly  an  available 
asset,  and  should  be  so  treated  as  in  our  latter  state- 
ment. 

HOUSE  OF  REFUGE. 

In  this  department  the  children  have  enjoyed  good 
health  throughout  the  year,  and  out  of  the  entire  num- 
ber under  our  care — two  hundred  and  forty -three,  we 
have  this  gratifying  fact,  that  no  death  has  occurred 
during  the  year. 

The  schools  are  an  interesting  feature  of  the  work 
in  this  department,  and  have  been  in  continuous  opera- 
tion one-half  of  every  day  throughout  the  year,  Sun- 
days and  holidays  excepted,  under  the  same  eflRcient 
teachers  as  at  date  of  last  report.  Many  of  the  children 
have  made  commendable  progress  in  their  various 
studies,  and  some  have  gone  out  with  a  good,  solid 
common  school  education,  sufficient  for  the  active 
duties  of  life  ;  but  too  often  we  see  the  work  of  our 
hands  and  heads  cease,  when  the  youth  goes  from 
under  our  care.  They  are  prone  to  go  back  to  and  seek 
for  old  associations.  Some  run  well,  and  give  promise 
of  future  usefulness,  others,  alas,  fall  out  by  the  way, 
and  again  suffer  the  penalties  of  their  youthful  indis- 
cretions. 
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We  entered  the  year  with  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  inmates.

Showing  a  decrease  of  ten  persons  during  the  year.

The  very  close  relation  of  the  House  of  Refuge  to  the 
Workhouse  has  been  adverted  to  in  many  of  our  re- 
ports, and  the  danger  of  contaminating  influences,  by 
reason  of  the  very  close  proximity  of  the  one  to  the 
other.  This  has  been  so  fully  set  forth  heretofore  that 
we  deem  it  scarcely  necessary  to  refer  to  it  now,  only 
to  say,  that  we  think  it  would  be  wise  to  have  the  Ref- 
uge removed  to  a  country  place — a  farm,   at  an  early 
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day  ;  but  when  this  is  seriously  contemplated  the  mon 
ey  consideration  enters  in,  and  such  a  project  fails  for 
want  of  financial  aid  to  carry  forward  such  an  entei  - 
prise.  A  House  of  Refuge  and  farm,  the  buildings,  on 
the  cottage  or  family  plan,  can  all  be  had,  ready 
equipped,  for  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Such  an  undertaking  as  this  involves  an  outlay  of 
a  large  sum  of  money,  (but  a  small  sum  in  comparison 
with  some  schemes  now  under  consideration)  and  when 
completed  would  doubtless  require  a  greater  annual 
outlay  for  its  maintenance  than  as  at  present  con- 
ducted. 

But  the  question  of  the  expenditure  of  money  in  this 
direction  is  of  small  moment,  as  compared  with  the 
vastly  more  important  and  higher  considerations,  in- 
volving, as  it  does,  the  intellectual  and  moral  training 
of  the  children  committed  to  its  protection. 

It  is  not  a  question  for  a  day  or  for  a  year,  but  for  all 
time  ;  a  question  of  future  manhood  and  usefulness, 
or  of  profligacy,  disgrace  and  ruin.  The  responsibility 
of  the  elevation  or  degradation  these  youth  rests  with 
the  citizens  of  Cleveland. 

HEALTH. 

In  all  departments  of  the  institution,  the  health  of 
the  inmates  has  been  good.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  Refuge  Department  ;  no  contagion  or  virulent 
disease  developing  among  the  inmates,  and  no  death. 

In  the  Workhouse  we  have  had  measles,  but  by  care- 
ful and  judicious  management  and  treatment,  only 
five  persons  were  attacked  with  that  disease,  which 
prevailed  generally  all  over  the  city. 

Death  has  taken  away  two  of  the  inmates  of   this 
department.      This  mortality  is  small,   as  compared 
with  the  total  population  of   the  hous^e,  and  speaks 
well  for  the  institution  as  to  its  sanitary  condition., 
and  also  to  the  skill  and  care  of  the  physician,  Dr.  P. 
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H.  Sawyer,  wjio  has  always  been  prompt  and  careful 
in  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  inmates. 

A  large  number  of  chronic,  infirm  and  vagrant  per- 
sons have  been  committed  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year,  giving  this  prieon  the  appearance  of  an  in- 
firmary or  hospital,  rather  than  an  institution  for  the 
punishing  of  criminals.  Insane  persons  have  also 
been  sent  here,  who  have  been  a  source  of  disturbance 
to  the  whole  institution  until  removed.  These  classes, 
as  fast  as  the  necessary  arrangements  could  be  made, 
have  been  removed  to  the  City  Infirmary,  to  Asylums, 
or  transferred  to  friends.  It  is  scarcely  possible  for 
the  acting  police  judge  to  determine,  in  the  short  inter- 
view he  may  have,  the  mental  or  physical  status  of 
each  case  that  may  come  before  him,  and  yet  it  does 
not  appear  to  be  the  proper  thing,  that  a  prison  should 
be  made  the  receptacle,  or  '^dumping  ground,"  for 
insane,  infirm,  and  helpless  vagrants,  and  this  institu- 
tion and  its  authorities  be  made  the  channel  through 
which  these  may  be  enabled  to  reach  their  homes,  or 
infirmary,  or  an  insane  asylum.  This  matter  should 
have  proper  attention,  and  a  remedy  brought  about 
early.  The  law  as  now,  does'  not  permit  the  police 
judge  to  commit  to  the  infirmary.  We  have  had  the 
same  class  of  offenders  committed  to  our  care  as  in 
former  years,  such  as  intoxicants,  petit  larceny,  as- 
sault and  battery,  disturbance,  suspicious  persons, 
vagrancy,  &c.,  and  at  present  writing,  a  population  of 
such  greater  than  in  any  former  year. 

The  important  improvements  of  the  year,  and  that 
were  an  actual  necessity,  for  the  promotion  of  health, 
has  been  the  refitting  of  closets  and  bath  rooms  on  first 
floor  in  female  ward,  and  entire  refitting  of  closets  and 
bath  rooms  connected  with  prison  workshops  for  me'U. 
In  these  the  flooring  and  joists  were  removed,  most  of 
the  plumbing  made  new,  and  valves  and  spigots  to  all 
wash  stands  replaced  by  new  ones,  so  that  now  these 
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accommodations  are  about  as  complete  and  comforta- 
ble as  it  is  possible  they  can  be  made.  For  the  greater 
convenience  in  the  West  prison  building  an  additional 
stairway  was  erected  from  first  floor  to  the  topmost 
tier  of  cells,  so  that  the  inmates  can  ascend  or  descend 
from  either  end  of  the  cell  block.  Also  in  the  wood- 
working shops  a  steam  fan  with  connecting  pipes  was 
put  up,  to  remove  shavings,  dust,  etc.,  in  order  the 
better  to  care  for  and  promote  the  health  of  those 
employed  in  eaid  shops.  All  of  the  foregoing  were 
considered  an  absolute  necessity,  and  cost  the  sum  of 
S2,043.84. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTIONS. 

These  services  have  been  conducted,  as  in  the  past,  by 
Protestant  ministers  of  all  denominations,  and  also  by 
a  Catholic  clergyman  on  alternate  Sabbaths,  in  the 
morning.  All  prisoners  are  expected  to  attend  all  these 
services,  and  indeed  they  regard  it  as  a  pleasure  rath- 
er than  an  irksome  task. 

It  may  be  a  question  as  to  whether  any  permanent 
and  lasting  impressions  for  good  haye  been  made  upon 
any  mind  by  these  services,  and  whether  they  have 
made  any  honest  resolutions  to  lead  lives  of  temper- 
ance, virtue  and  godliness. 

We  are  often  persuaded  that  impressions  for  good 
are  made  under  religious  instructions  and  teachings  in 
this  prison,  but  we  find  here  as  elsewhere,  *'that  the 
heart  is  deceitful,  and  desperatel}^  wicked,''  and  that 
what  has  been  accepted  as  penitence  and  contrition 
and  sorrow  for  the  sins  of  the  past,  and  assurances  of 
determination  to  walk  in  newness  of  life,  has  been  in 
many  instances  sham  and  hypocrisy  in  its  worse 
phrase.  We  have  learned  that  prison  bars  and  bolts, 
for  the  time  at  least,  are  very  strengthening,  and  en- 
couraging toward  religious  convicticns  and  prof essions 
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of  reformation  and  resolutions  for  a  change  of  life. 
But  it  is  only  after  a  release  from  such  environments 
that  the  true  or  real  character  in  man  or  woman  is 
shown,  for  when  shorn  of  this  physical  strength  or  re- 
straint and  they  are  left  to  their  own  convictions  as  to 
choosing  the  right,  and  rejecting  the  wrong,  that  the 
true  or  false  in  their  professions  and  resolutions  can  be 
determined. 

We  are  not  without  hope,  however,  that  some  good 
follows  aU  these  ministrations.  To  sow  the  seed  is  but 
our  duty  ;  results  are  with  Him,  '*who  doeth  all  things 
well." 

Special  visits  have  been  made,  as  in  the  past,  by 
christian  ladies  of  the  city  to  the  female  prisoners,  to 
impart  religious  instruction  to  them.  These  are  spec- 
ial occasions  in  which  our  women  are  greatly  delighted. 

The  Refuge  has  been  visited  by  donations  of  flowers 
from  the  ladies  of  the  Flower  Mission,  and  at  other  times 
by  donations  of  papers,  cards,  magazines,  etc.,  from 
various  persons,  much  to  the  joy  and  gratification  of 
the  youth  therein. 

A  bountiful  Christmas  dinner,  by  order  of  your  Board, 
was  furnished  to  all  the  inmates,  old  and  young,  on 
Christmas  day. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  all  did  ample  justice  to 
the  dinner — if  not  to  themselves. 

In  the  Refuge  Department  a  variety  of  '^Christmas 
Gifts''  were  provided  for  the  children,  consisting  of 
articles  useful  as  well  as  ornamental  and  pleasing. 
This  was  a  joint  **gift'\  on  part  of  the  institution,  sec- 
onded by  the  Catholic  Central  Association  with  the  aid 
of  a  liberal  contribution  of  money  to  assist  in  the  pur- 
chases, for  which  they  have  the  thanks  of  all  the  chil- 
dren and  officers  of  that  department. 

We  Wv>uld  not  be  unmindful  that  all  the  blessings  of 
the  past  is  the  gift  of  the  Father  of  all  good. 

I  am  under  lasting  obligations  to  each  member  of  the 
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Board  of  Directors  and  to  the  Ex-President,  who 
recently  retired  at  his  own  pleasure,  for  hearty  co- 
operation in  all  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  of  this 
institution,  stnd  for  their  personal  kindness  shown  to 
myself  and  all  the  officers.

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Physician's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cleveland 
Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction. 

Gentlemen: — The  records  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  this  Institution  for  the  year  1884  show  the  sanitary 
conditions  to  have  been  of  the  best,  and  the  diet  and 
regulations  such  as  to  minister  to  the  physical  well-be- 
ing of  the  inmates.  The  special  measures  of  improved 
sanitation  have  been  the  placing  of  ventilators  in  the 
workshops  and  renovating  the  water-closets  of  the 
same. 

The  mortality  has  been  light,  two  deaths  only  occur- 
ing — August  Keimock  on  March  2Gth,  of  Malignant 
Scurvey,  from  which  he  was  suffering  when  admitted  : 
Amanda  Fuller,  (colored)  of  catarrhal  pneumonia,  C(m- 
tracted  in  the  prison. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  in 
the  Refuge  and  one  in  the  male  department  of  the  pris- 
on ;  two  of  erysipelas,  one  of  dysentery  and  four  of 
measles.  The  spread  of  the  latter  was  prevented  by 
prompt  isolation  of  those  affected  and  keeping  the 
children  from  chapel,  visitors  and  all  possible  sources 
of  contagion. 

The  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  different  depart- 
ments and  at  intervals  of  time  leads  to  the  belief  that 
the  local  sanitarv  conditions  were  not  the  main  factors 
in  their  causation. 

Eight  cases  of  insanity  have  been  transferred  to  other 
institutions. 
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During  the  year  I  have  made  210  visits  ;  have  treated 
males  660,  females  258,  and  made  1,806  prescriptions. 

With  a  population  nearly  one-fifth  greater  than  ever 
before,  the  results  compare  most  favorably  with  form- 
er years,  and  with  those  of  any  similar  institution. 

Mr.  Bradford  has  discharged  the  duties  of  assistant 
satisfactorily  and  proved  himself  capable  and  efficient. 

The  Board,  Superintendent  and  officers    have   my 

thanks  for  continued  co-operation  and  courtesy.

Superintendent  of  the  Infirmary  Department. 


Cleveland,  with  its  charitable  institutions,  has  a 
reputation  far  and  near  of  its  liberality  in  helping  the 
needy  poor  ;  so  much  so,  that  it  is  evident  that  during 
the  winter  months,  many  who  are  poor,  improvident, 
out  of  employment,  professional  beggars  and  tramps 
seek  this  city  to  be  relieved,  and  take  refuge  under 
the  systematic  benevolence  aflForded. 

Statistics  show,  that  the  City  Infirmary  Department, 
Associated  Charities  and  other  Benevolent  Societies 
are  helping  a  larger  percentage  of  the  population  than 
any  other  city  in  the  country.  It  can  also  be  shown 
that  the  tax  levy  to  support  the  poor  is  less  per  valua- 
tion of  property  than  most  other  cities.  If  the  Infir- 
mary Department  did  not  conform  strictly  to  its  rules 
of  thorough  investigation  and  refusing  aid  to  all  who 
can  possibly  take  care  of  themselves,  the  number 
helped  would  be  much  larger.  It  requires  a  judicious, 
economical  administration  of  the  public  funds  in  order 
to  help  a  large  class  of  the  needy  poor,  without  crea- 
ting an  unnecessary  demand  for  relief. 


Out-Door  Relief. 


The  Annual  Report  shows  a  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  and  families  that  have  been  aided 
during  the  past  year  over  and  above  the  previous  year.. 
The  increase  of  the  city's  population,  depression  in 
business,  lack  of  work  and  other  causes  has  increased 
the  needy  poor.  Records  are  kept  of  all  persons  who 
apply  at  the  Infirmary  office  in  the  City  Hall  for  as- 
sistance and  it  shows  that  nineteen  hundred  and  twen- 
ty families  have  received  aid  during  the  year.  Some 
continuously  every  month,  and  others  temporarily.  Of 
this  number,  957  are  classed  as  married,  609  widows. 
*>42  **  grass"  widows,  52  widowers  and  60  single.  The 
cases  of  husbands  deserting  their,  wives  is  a  growing 
evil.  Many  times  it  is  done  when  the  families  are  in 
the  most  needy  circumstances.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Annual  Statistics,  that  the  av- 
erage for  the  year  has  been  less  than  last  year.  A 
large  number  of  applicant's  who  have  become  tempo- 
rarily sick  or  disabled  have  been  cared  for  outside  of 
the  Infirmary.  The  provision  for  such  cases  has  been 
to  get  them  into  some  private  family,  who  need  the 
out-door  relief,  jand  pay  them  in  provisions  from  the 
store  at  the  City  Hall.  The  result  of  which  is  that 
they  are  able  to  care  for  themselves  in  a  few  days  or 
weeks,  while  if  sent  to  the  Infirmary,  they  would  man- 
age to  remain  there  for  months.  This  arrangement 
requires  a  good  deal  of  work  to  manage,  but  it  is  quite 
a  saving  in  expense. 

Some  very  important  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  Hospitals.  The  capacity  has  been  increased  by 
fitting  up  additional  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  pau- 
per inmates  who  are  not  sick,  so  that  each  of  the  sick 
wards  liave  fewer  beds,  and  are  not  over  crowded  as 
formerly  and  yet  this  department  needs  more  and  bet- 
ter arranged  rooms  to  care  for  the  sick  in  the  most 
practical  manner.  In  ten  of  the  rooms  open  fire-places 
and  grates  have  been  put  in  for  ventilation;  to  be  left 
open  all  the  time  and  a  fire  in  them  in  the  winter.  This 
is  one  ef  the  best  sanitary  improvements  for  its  cost 
ever  made  in  the  institution. 

Water  closets  are  being  erected  outside  of  the  Hos- 
pital Departments  to  be  connected  with  each  floor  by 
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hall-ways,  and  when  completed  will  take  the  place  of 
the  water  closets  now  in  use  and  which  are  located 
contiguous  to  the  sick  rooms. 

Each  of  the  wards  in  the  Hospitals  have  been  repaint- 
ed, white  washed,  renovated  and  cleaned  frequently. 
With  the  good  medical  attendance  and  eflScient  nurses, 
the  sick  can  be  as  well  cared  for  at  this  Institution  as 
at  any  Hospital  in  this  City.  By  the  use  of  the  new 
ambulance  which  is  kept  near  the  Superintendent's 
Office  at  the  City  Hall,  the  sick  and  injured  are  trans- 
ported to  the  Infirmary  Hospital  very  promptly  as  ne- 
cessity requires.

The  Insane  Department. 


It  will  be  seen  from  this  report  that  the  number  i 
this  department  increased  fourteen  per  cent,  last  yeai-, 
and  eighteen  per  cent,  this  year,  and  now  numbers  2;^  o, 
which  is  a  good  sized  Insane  Asylum  of  itself  ;    and  a,s 
insanity  is  on  the  increase  and  no  immediate  prospect 
of  the  State  enlarging  their  institutions  to  care  for  this 
unfortunate  class,  there  seems  to  be  no  place  for  them 
but  for  the  City  Infirmary.     So  that  when  a  person  is 
found  insane  or  epileptic  in  this  City  or  County,   resi- 
dent or  non-resident,   the  Infirmary  Department  must 
take  them  in  charge,  and  whilfe  we  are  constantly  dis- 
charging from  other  departments  of  the  Infirmary, 
most  of  the  insane  become  a  permanent  charge. 

The  Cleveland  Asylum  for  the  Insane  are  allowed  to 
send  us  the  **  incurable  and  harmless"  patients  belong- 
ing to  this  County.  They  are  frequently  compelled  to 
send  us  the  most  destructive,  filthy  and  hardest  to  man- 
age cases. 

The  insane  at  the  Infimary  are  wards  of  the  State  as 
much  as  those  who  remain  in  the  Asylum,  and  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  State  should  not  be  responsible  for 
their  maintenance  in  as  much  as  the  City  and  County  is 
taxed  for  their  support,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  following 
extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Cleveland  Asylum  for  the  Insane  : 

*'  Cuyahoga  County  has  at  the  present  time  a  popula- 
tion of  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  people,  and  on  a  basis 
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of  one  insane  person  to  five  hundred  inhabitants,  can- 
not have  less  than  five  hundred  insane.  By  reference 
to  the  official  records  of  the  county  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  total  valuation  of  the  property  on  which  it  is 
taxed  amounts  to  $106,164,748  ;  that  it  pays  a  State  tax 
of  $297,200.91,  of  which  $138,014.04  belongs  to  the  Gren- 
eral  Revenue  Fund — the  fund  from  which  the  money 
is  drawn  to  support  the  State  institutions. 

"  Now  we  have  seen  what  Cuyahoga  pays  to  the  State, 
it  may  be  well  to  see  what  it  gets  in  return  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  insane.  Cuyahoga  County  has,  on  an  aver- 
age, 185  patients  in  the  Cleveland  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane, and  estimating  the  per  capita  cost  for  their  sup- 
port to  be  $175  .per  annum,  it  would  amount  to  $32,365, 
But  there  are  220  insane  people  supported  in  the  Cleve- 
land Infirmary,  without  any  aid  from  the  State.  Es- 
timating the  cost  per  annum  for  each  person  to  be  $150 
per  annum,  and  it  will  amount  to  $33,000.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  Cuyahoga  pays  more  for  the  support  bf 
the  insane  who  are  without  asylum  or  State  care,  than 
it  receives  from  the  State  for  the  support  of  its  insane." 

During  the  past  year  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  Insane  Department,  by  the  building  of  a  two- 
story  addition  to  each  of  the  dining  halls,  which  were  es- 
timated to  cost,  by  a  contractor,  about  $4,000,  but  which 
were  built  for  a  little  more  than  half  that  amount  by 
city  help  and  inmates.  The  present  buildings  should 
not  be  occupied  by  more  than  200  inmates,  to  be  cared 
for  properly,  and  there  is  •  an  imperative  necessity  of 
erecting  additional  buildings  for  the  insane  this  year. 
Plans  have  been  made  for  these  additions  in  two  wings 
extending  on  either  side  of  the  main  building  in  front 
so  as  to  connect  with  the  present  buildings  for  the  In- 
sane. The  buildings  are  to  be  three  stories  high  above 
basement,  of  the  same  style  and  form  as  the  present 
Insane  Hospitals  and  to  be  so  connected  as  to  occupy  the 
same  dining-rooms  midway  between  the  two  buildings. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  these  two  wings  complete  and 
finished  is  from  835,000  to  $40,000.    The  Board  of  Infir- 
mary Directors  have  communicated  this  great  need  to- 
gether with  plans  of  the  buildings  to  the  City  Counci 
who  have  unanimously  agreed  to  their  erection,  afte 
leave  has  been  granted  by  the  Legislature  to  borro 
the  money  for  that  purpose. 

Improvements  are  gradually  being  made  at  the  Ci^ 
Infirmary  in  the  care  of  the  Insane.  It  has  been  f  ou 
that  kind  treatment,  a  cheerful,  yet  firm  control  ov^ 
them  by  the  attendents,  is  all  that  is  necessary,  a. 
very  little  mechanical  restraint  is  put  upon  them.

Infirmary  Farm. 


The  five  years'  lease  of  the  Brainard  Farm  adjoining 
the  Infirmary  Farm,  expired  December  31,  1883,  and  it 
was  deemed  best  not  to  renew  it,  so  that  the  farm  op- 
erations for  1884  were  confined  to  the  City  farm,  with 
the  exception  of  some  corn  and  oats  cultivated  on 
''shares."  The  work  of  the  farm  has  been  done  by  the 
farmer  and  one  paid  assistant,  using  such  help  as  could 
be  furnished  by  the  inmates  and  some  town  men  with 
**work  orders."  The  season  was  not  a  good  one  for 
crops,  especially  potatoes,  which  were  nearly  a  failure; 
More  land  than  is  now  owned  by  the  City  could  be  culti- 
vated to  ad  vantage,now  that  the  inmates  have  increased 
and  some  more  men  could  be  sent  out  from  the  City 
to  work  for  supplies  for  their  families.  The  crops 
raised  on  the  farm  are  sufficient  to  feed  the  stock  and 
they  enter  largely  into  the  supplies  for  the  Infirmary. 
The  raising  and  selling  of  pigs  is  the  most  profitable 
source  of  farm  products,  and  with  the  new  piggery, 
and  more  crops  raised,  this  branch  of  business  can  be 
largely  increased.  There  is  plenty  of  demand  for  the 
fine  * 'Chester  White"  pigs  raised  at  the  City  Infirmary.

Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees  . 


Cleveland,  O.,  January  1,  1885, 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees 
respectfully  submit  their  annual  report  of  the  business 
transacted  in  the  city  cemeteries  for  the  year  ending* 
December  31,  1884,  accompanied  with  the  tabulated 
statements  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  with  the  request 
that  the  same  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form. 

At  the  municipal  election  held  on  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  1884,  Mr.  Ch.  Frese  was  elected  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  to  succeed  Trustee  John  Wagner, 
whose  term  expired  last  spring  ;  and  at  a  subsequent 
meeting.  Trustee-elect  Ch.  Frese  having  qualified,  the 
Board  organized  by  electing  W.  T.  Dixon,  President ; 
George  Judson,  Treasurer  ;  H.  E.  Morrison,  Secretary. 

On  December  9,  1884,  Trustee  W.  T.  Dixon  tendered 
his  resignation  as  President,  and  Trustee  Ch.  Frese 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

During  the  year,  improvements  have  been  made  to 
the  amount  of  $5212.16,  distributed  as  follows  : 

Woodland  Cemetery  has  been  improved  to  the 
amount  of  $884.72,  in  the  laying  out  of  new  sections 
for  private  lots  and  single  grave  spaces,  planting  trees, 
painting  and  repairing  the  iron  fence  on  Woodland 
avenue,  the  public  vault  and  the  oflBces.  An  addition 
has  been  made  to  Section  16,  on  and  near  the  site  of 
the  old  vault,  and  the  lots,  of  the  estimated  value  of 
$2,000.00,  are,  from  their  popular  locality,  being  rapidly 
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sold.  Included  in  these  improvements  is  the  cost  of 
building  the  foundations  and  laying  the  large  stone 
superstructures  for  the  iron  cannon  on  the  7th  Reg't 
O.  V.  I.  Association  lot. 

Erie  Street  Cemetery  has  received  improvements  to 
the  atnount  of  $3,233.51  in  the  erection  of  an  iron 
fence  on  the  north  and  south  sides,and  in  planting  trees. 

Monroe  Street  Cemetery  has  been  improved  to  the 
extent  of  $760.77,  in  the  erection  of  an  iron  fence  on 
the  east  side,  new  iron  gates  at  the  main  entrance,  and 
the  planting  of  trees. 

Harvard  Grove  Cemetery  has  had  a  large  sewer 
repaired  and  put  in  good  working  order,  and  with  the 
plenty  of  trees,  &c.,  the  improvements  have  amounted 
to  $333.15. 

All  of  these  improvements  were  necessary  for  the 
proper  protection  of  the  cemetery  property,  and 
besides  they  greatly  enhanced  the  appearance  of  the 
cemeteries. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  board  during  the  summer 
of  1883,  of  closely  trimming  the  grass  &c.,  while  it 
involves  considerable  extra  labor,  has  given  general 
satisfaction  to  our  citizens. 

The  records  of  the  lot  owners,  particularly  in  Monroe 
Street  Cemetery,  where  they  were  in  such  a  deplorable 
condition,  are  being  properly  written  up. 

No  g^rave  in  any  of  the  city  cemeteries  has,  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Board,  been  robbed  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  tender  thanks  to  those 
officers  and  others  connected  with  us,  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  city  cemeteries,  for  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  they  have  performed  their  respective  duties.
